Said to Be Discovered. 


A parasite that causes the death 
of the brown-tail moth has been 
discovered near Wakefield by W. 
W. Whittredge, who is in charge 
of a squad employed to destroy the 
moths. Mr. Whittredge had no- 


ticed thousands of dead moths re- 
cently, and upon investigating the 
cause of death he became convinced 
that some parasite was killing ‘the 
insect pests.

ther, he discovered the parasite and 
turned it over to the state entomol- 
ogist for inspection.

Old Planters Hold 
Annual Field Meeting, 
The Old Planters’ Society, an or- 
ganization whose membership is con- 
fined to descendants of men who came 
to New England before 1630, held 
their annual field meeting on Thurs- 
day, at the Balch homestead in Bev- 
erly, corner of Cabot and Balch streets. 
This house was built by John Balch in 
1638, and is in a good state of preser- 


vation. It is believed to be the oldest 
house in New England. It has always 
been owned and occupied by descend- 
ants of the family. The only repre- 
sentative of the family from Man- 
chester in attendance at the reunion 
was Mr. Joseph A. Torrey, who is 
descended from John Balch and also 
from Capt.Thos. Gardner, the first gov- 
ernor of the Cape Anne colony, which 
came in 1623 and removed to Salem 


in 1626, two years before Endicott 
and four years before Winthrop. The 
Cape Anne colony at Gloucester was 
the earliest settlement in Massachu- 
setts bay. 

Among these colonists were the 
Allens and the Leaches, who settled 
in that part of Salem now called Man- 
chester.

The racket of the “night before” 
was, if anything, a little in advance 
of past years. The noise started be- 
fore dark, and the streets were 
crowded by the younger element, 
in particular, but by grown-ups as 
well, between nine and one o'clock 

Crackers, large and small, pistols, 
revolvers, torpedoes, horns, bells, 
and all that goes to make _ noise 
were in evidence. 

Long before midnight the crowd 
began to wend their way toward 
the park to await the lighting of 
the bonfire, which had been guarded 
against the mischievous ones by 
Special Officers Leary and Sheehan 
during the evening. 

“Sharp at the stroke of twelve,” 
it had been announced, “the grand 


pyrotechnic pile of combustibles 
would be started.” So sharp at 
twelve the crowd had _ assembled. 


They lined Beach street, four or 
five deep, from Tappan _ street to 
the railroad crossing, while others 
were lined along the railroad, and 
at other advantageous points. 
mertne clock !pecled. forth the 
hour the crowd let loose their am- 
munition, expecting, as soon as the 
smoke rolled away, to see the smoke 
folling upward from the pile of tar 
barrels on yonder marsh; but they 
expected in vain. The minutes 
passed by,—they seemed like hours 
to the youngsters who had gone to 
bed at five o'clock that they might 
get up to see the bonfire at twelve. 


Five, ten, fifteen, thirty, forty-five 
minutes passed by—then, more 
than three-quarters of an hour late, 
Charles O. Howe, the one to whom 


the committee had entrusted the 
job of applying the torch, came 
along. 


It was a bitter wait;.so bitter, in 
fact, that many had tired and gone 
home, including a number of the 
summer cottagers, some of whom 
were on hand in their automobiles. 

It so happens that Mr. Howe its 
a member of the fire department, 
and as the alarm was rung in about 
11.30 for a fire on Forest street, the 
hundreds who assembled for. the 
bonfire were forced to wait till the 
“all out” was sounded and Mr. 
Howe returned. 

3ut the bonfire! It was about 25 
feet high, with a 35-foot base, built 
of barrels, boxes, refuse and many 
other kinds of combustibles. Before 
applying the torch the mass_ was 
thoroughly drenched in oil, so that 
i: blazed well as soon as the match 
was applied. 

The tide was in and many parties 
saw the fire from the water side. 
As the flames licked high the whole 
harbor was lighted, making a very 
pretty, effect: - In less.than half.an 
hour it was practically all burned, 
and the crowd had left, many for 
their homes to get a wink of sleep, 
while many others -held forth 
throughout the night, and made 
sleeping possibilities miserable, es- 
pecially for those who lived near 
the center of the town. 

In the afternoon the Brooks street 
playgrounds was the centre of attrac- 
tion, the band concert and the base- 
ball game being the drawing cards, and 
in the evening the fireworks and band

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concert at the park were the attrac- 
tions. 

There was an excellent display of 
fireworks all along the shore in the 
evening, in many cases excelling that 
given at the Beach street park. 
Among the most brilliant displays 
given was that at Charles A. Read’s, 
Smith’s point, and by Meredith White- 
house at White Beach, which was 
witnessed by a large number of the 
cottagers at Manchester Cove. 

Many were inclined to think the 
display at the park was not up to 
former years. There was a big crowd 
present to see the display and to hear 
the band concert.

A Communication, 


To the Editor of the North Shore Breeze: 


In the midst of all the good things in and 
about Manchester, which can be truthfully 
and even proudly spoken and written about 
to her credit, the Glorious Fourth this year, 
in some respects, presents quite a contrast 
in the way of some events worthy of note as 
compared with some former years. 

In that part of the town known to many as 
North Yarmouth, an attempt was made to 
burn an unoccupied and unused barn. On 
Beach street, obstructions, dangerous to 
travel, were placed in the middle of the 
street and allowed to remain till quite late in 
the morning. Likewise, on the same street, 
stones from the wall were so removed and 
placed on the sidewalk as to render accidents 
possible if not probable. Perhaps the avu- 
thors of this attempt to destroy private prop- 
erty, and of this violation of public rights, 
deem such wantonness merely practical jok- 
ing and innocent amusement. 

It is not an unusual thing for some young 
and patriotic zealots to remove signs placed 
upon lands by the surveyors, and to decorate 
buildings and fences as an illustration or 
exhibition of their skill in one of the fine 
arts. Such things, however, are quite excusa- 
ble (as compared with the manifest purpose 
to destroy private property), so long as public 
rights are not invaded by so doing. 

Again, some mortals, not particularly noted 
for courage, moral or physical, although pos- 
sessed of much bravado, and, it may be, of 
much more gold, perhaps, who prefer dark- 
ness rather than light, for that reason as old 
as the hills and which is stereotyped upon 
the brain of every such person, and which 
no man is able to gainsay, take advantage of 
the ‘‘night before” this day of days to every 
true American, and perform acts which in 
their benighted imagination they fain would 
make themselves believe their efforts to be 
only the practical enforcing of a right, or by 
deed, the assertion of some claim of right, 
or, perhaps, the exercising of righteous in- 
dignation in resentment on account of some 
imaginary insult or affront, whereas, in point 
of fact, the entire proceeding is one of law- 
lessness —a_ species of vandalism, so to 
speak, rendering its perpetrators amenable 
to the laws of the land, and, if pursued, liable 
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to the imposing of such penalties as may 
properly be mered out for such acts. 

A case of this kind occurred on the home- 
stead grounds of the late Augustus W. 
Smith, now owned by his heirs-at-law, who 
are annually paying into the treasury of the 
town of Manchester a thousand dollars or 
morein taxes. Without attempting to de- 
scribe the things done (to see them is suff- 
ciently convincing as to showing malignant 
purpose, intent and desire to injure and de- 
stroy —multumin parvo). Yet they serve 
as an object lesson with examples of which 
Manchester has abounded of late, but, like 
the doings of some of the officers in the 
town in some past years, and their chief 
hired man before whom they seem to bow in 
fear and adoration, these object lessons of 
which we have read lead to different results 
from what is intended, and embrace much 
more than their authors would dare make 
known. Actions speak louder than words, 
and the things done teach the purpose and 
motive of the doer of those things, and the 
name, object lesson, is certainly a conspicu- 
ous part of the proceeding. It teaches 
the citizens of the town that the rose- 
colored view taken of many matters 
in the municipality is not always cor- 
rect. It also teaches most clearly and 
unerringly the worth and worthiness of 
the persons engaged, irrespective of their 
rank in society or the extent of their bank 
account. The participants in this wanton 
violation of the rights of others is, so far as 
has been ascertained, because, forsooth, 
some one had been restrained somewhat 
from wrong-doing; and the lesson is that 
these worthies, being wrong-doers, may 
rightfully inflict injury upon the person or 
property of a neighbor because he simply 
and properly seeks to prevent or forestall 
such wrong-doing. CCOM..

strawberry show of the North Shore 
Horticultural society. The exhibition 
was one of the most successful yet 
given under the auspices of the society. 

Scores of the fashionable contingent 
saw the exhibition in the afternoon 
and were manifestly interested in the 
display. In the evening the hall was 
thronged by the townspeople. 

Among the largest exhibitors this 
year were Mrs. W. B. Walker, who 
was awarded nine firsts and two sec- 
ond prizes; Mrs. Robert C. Hooper, 
who took six firsts and two seconds, 
and was given an honorary mention 
for display of achimenes; Mrs. Philip 
Dexter, who captured seven firsts, 
four seconds and an honorable men- 
tion for display of cut flowers; Mrs. 
H. L. Higginson, four firsts and one 
one second; Mrs. Gardner M. Lane, 
three firsts and one second ; Mrs. John 
L. Thorndike, Mr. F. M. Whitehouse, 
Miss A. G. Thayer and others. 

Though primarily a rose and straw- 
berry show, there was as well a very 
creditable showing of hardy plants.

A collection of pelargoniums, dis- 
played in pot by Miss Thayer (Jas. 
Macgregor, gardener) attracted much 
attention, as did also the display of 
gloxinia by Mr. Black, who was 
awarded a special mention. 

T. Jefferson Coolidge, (Philemon 
Sanborn, gardener,) was awarded first 
prize for his excellent display of fox- 
gloves, twelve spikes. 

F. M. Whitehouse (Henry Men- 
ken, gardener) was awarded first 
prizes for his display of roses in bas- 
ket, arranged for effect, and also for 
his display of roses in vase. 

There was a very creditable show- 
ing of vegetables, in which classes the 
Dexter farm (Mr. Salter, gardener), 
Mrs. Curtis (Edw. P. Hooper, garden- 
er), and Mrs. G. M. Lane (Herbert 
Shaw, gardener) had the best displays. 

A new feature of the show this year 
was the display ot aquatics. John S. 
Hay, representing Henry A. Dreer of 
Philadelphia, had a collection of some 
25 varieties of nymphzeas, which at- 
tracted considerable attention. These 
plants are not grown to any extent in 
this locality, and they were regarded 
with much interest. Among the dis-

species; ‘‘Frank Trelease,”’ ““Marana,”’ 
and “Sturtevanti,” of the night bloom- 
ing, and ‘“‘ Marliacea Flammea’”’ (red), 
“ Marliacea Chromatella” (yellow), 
“ Tuberosa Rubia” (soft red), and 
“Tuberosa Richardsoni’’ (white), of 
the hardy species.

The exhibition was withal one of the 
finest yet seen in Manchester.

The body of a man floating in the 
water was the unusual sight which 
met the eyes of John Bennett, one of 
Manchester’s veteran fishermen, 
Thursday morning as he was fishing 
for cod off Smith’s Point.

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Babies’ Summer Hospital a 
Most Worthy Charity. 


Perhaps no worthier charity has 
ever interested the North Shore res- 
idents than the new summer hospital 
for babies, now in active operation at 
Baker’s Island. This sanitarium for 
the little ones is an outgrowth of 
the Peabody Fresh Air Fund, with 
which an experimental station was 
established at Baker’s last August. 
There had long been recognized a 
necessity for such an establishment, 
and through the efforts of public- 
spirited citizens, a fund was established 
to conduct the enterprise in a business 
manner. 

The summer hospital overlooks the 
ocean and has accommodations for 
several hundred babies. No children 
over five years of age are admitted for 
treatment, although a mother who 
cannot otherwise leave may have the 
privilege of bringing a child not over 
six with her as companion. 

No distinctions of race or religion 
are made whatever. Physician’s orders 
govern the admission of patients, and 
the parents provide their own lunches. 
The babies are, however, fed by the 
hospital. A limited number of babies 
may be kept over night, but no pro- 
vision is made for accommodation of 
mothers, who can, however, visit the 
babies each day. 

The estimated expenses are $10,000, 
and it is gratifying to note that a con- 
siderable portion of the $5,000 already 
subscribed has been contributed from 
the North Shore. The society hopes 
next year to enlarge the buildings, or 
possibly even before this season closes. 


Through the courtesy of the Beverly 
Transportation company the mothers 
are given a little outing en route to 
the island hospital, from Beverly or 
Salem. 

The Babies’ Summer Hospital soci- 
ety is the official name of the corpora- 
tion, whose president is Hon. David 
M. Little of Salem. Mr. George C. 
Farrington of Peabody is secretary- 
treasurer, and Chas. E. Bertholf of 49 
Washington square, Salem, is field 
secretary. Either of these last two 
gentlemen are authorized to receive 
money for the fund, and we trust our 
readers will find the subject worthy of 
their much appreciated assistance. 

The Boston Record commenting on 
the work editorially, says: 

“A practical philanthropy of the 
highest order is this summer hospital, 
to be opened for babies at Baker’s 
Island, near Salem, where the tots 
may inhale the soothing, strenthening 
salt breezes. It matches well the 
Bigelow summer home for little crip- 
ples at Lowell’s Island. No greater 
charity hath man than that which 
brings life and health to the frail and 
unfortunate mites of humanity.”

Former Manchester Boy. 


Many of the older Manchester resi- 
dents will recall Frank C. Stafford, 
who lived here in his boyhood days, 
but whose family moved to Newbury- 
port about 40 years ago. The Home 
and Abroad, in its last issue, had the 
following to say of him, which we very 
gladly reprint :

James Hotel, Jacksonville, Fla., after which 
he leased the New Englewood, Englewood, 
N.J., a house which he conducts in a manner 
to show his good taste and his abilities as a 
manager.”

treated to a fine specimen of mirage, 
produced by the light fog which pre- 
vailed in the bay. As the train passed 
West Manchester, Baker’s island, with 
its two lighthouses, appeared to be 
elevated several times its natural 
height, above the surface of the water, 
and was portrayed with unusual dis- 
tinctness, as if seen through a field 
glass. The cause of the optical illu- 
sion was seen in the thin haze which 


appeared between the main land and | 


the island, and which appeared of just 
the right consistency to produce the 
effect mentioned. A _ similar effect 
was expected when Marblehead came 
in sight across the bay at Beverly 
Farms, but with the increased distance

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Manchester’s Candidate for the Sen- 
atorial Nomination. 


As the weeks pass by and the po- 
litical atmosphere is becoming 
charged for the fall campaign it is 
getting evident that Manchester, 
the “little town by the sea,” often 
heard of, but seldom in any political 
connection, is to play a prominent 
part. So prominent, in fact, that 
the people of Manchester are begin- 
ning to feel confident of sending a 
man to the senate this fall. 

It is pretty evident that James F. 
Shaw, whose candidacy for the Re- 
publican senatorial nomination was 
announced some weeks ago, will be 
sent to the Senate and will be the 
first one to represent the town for 
more than a score of years. 

Mr. Shaw is one of the _ best 
known men.in the commonwealth 
and his nomination so far as Man- 
chester is concerned is practically 
an assured thing, and his friends al- 
ready claim for him a majority of 
the rest of the district. 

In the current number of Practi- 
cal Politics is a well written article 
on Mr. Shaw, giving an excellent 
account of his unusual achieve- 
ments in the business world. We 
very gladly print the following ex- 
tract’ irons the warticie: 

There are few young men in this 
commonwealth better known or 
more widely known, especially in 
the business circles of the _ state, 
than James F. Shaw of Manches- 
ter. His youth has apparently been 
no handicap to him, for very defi- 
nite and decisive successes have 
crowned his efforts already. 


To mention the half dozen men 
who might today be termed  con- 
trolling factors in Essex county, the 
Shaws, father and son, must be in- 
cluded. Unlike some others of 
these “factors,” however, the 
Shaws have done much for the bus- 
iness interests of the county and 
have never at any stage been forced 
to depend on politics or political ad- 
vancement.

A year ago, when 
Capt. Gardner was a candidate for 
re-election, the elder Shaw refused 
to permit the use of his name as an 
opposition candidate. On the con- 
trary the Shaw influence was direct-

ly given to the congressman, with 
the result that the campaign of that 
year was quite as harmonious as the 
preceding one had been disturbed. 
So if James F. Shaw is a candidate 
for election to the state senate the 
alignment of forces will be same- 
what different than during his 
father’s congressional fight. 

That Mr. Shaw is well equipped 
for legislative work no one can 
deny. Few men understand Essex 
county and its needs better thar he 
does. He has important business 
and political connections throvgh- 
out the state which would prove 
valuable assets for his county. 

Mr. Shaw went out a year ago 
as a delegate to the Republican na- 
tional convention at Chicago. The 
good-fellowship and companionable 
qualities of the young leader were 
strongly demonstrated on this oc- 
casion. In more senses than one he 
was the life of the party. Away 
from business he knew of no oppo- 
sitions, and the way the lions and 
the lamb got together on that im- 
portant mission to the middle-west 
was edifying and instructive. The 
best fellows in the party were to- 
gether and the genial James head- 
ed them. 

Business men very generally pay 


high tribute to the judgment of the 
Manchester man. He has_ been 
placed in most delicate and signifi- 
cant places that would have per- 
nlexed older men, but has acquitted 
himself excellently. He enjoys a 
deserved popularity, not only in 
those business circles wherein he 
has been so active, but in social and 
political circles as well. His emi- 
nent fairness has won for him quite 
as much as that business acumen 
and astuteness which are admittedly 
his. He has refused, as a matter of 
course, to take any unfair advan- 
tages of the enemty when the temp- 
tation to others would have been 
strong. 

Of course this line of conduct has 
created what might be called by 
some a Shaw machine in Essex 
county. Mr. Shaw would of course 
deny any such institution as a ma- 
chine. Whether it exists or not he 
has never been accused of aspir- 
ing to be either “boss” or “dicta- 
tor.” He has important interests to 
protect, and his friends have a fu- 
ture mapped out for him. What- 
ever his fuure movements may be 
they are worth watching. 

Amid the stress of business, Mr. 
Shaw has found time to develop 
his social inclinations and to take

cool enough at the chowder house, 
where a cool breeze can always be 
found sweeping across the verandas. 
There were just 102 of the “boys” 
present, all but a few of whom 
possessed the necessary qualifica- 
tions—for only those who live in 
Manchester, or were born there, or 
were lucky enough to marry a Man- 


chester girl and have attained the age 


of two score and two are entitled to 
the chowder. 

Early in the morning the Elderlies’ 
emblem was sent flying from the pole 
on the grounds, and long before noon 
the first arrivals were on hand. It

cences. Many were there who had 
not met since the last gathering, and 
some there were who had not been to 
Manchester for many years, while 
others, just at the age limit, attended 
the gathering for the first time. 

It was shortly after 1 o’clock when 
the “boys” and their guests sat 
around the tables and faced the steam- 
ing bowls of delicious clam and fish 
chowder. After a thorough discus- 
sion of this subject the tables were 
cleared and speechmaking was in 
order ; not, however, till President G. 
F. Allen had called the gathering to 
order and the small amount of  busi- 
ness had been disposed of. Secretary 
Johnson read the reports of the last 
meeting, stating there had been three 
deaths during the year, including Sam- 
uel H. Safford of Newburyport, Wm. 
F. Crafts of Beverly and Amos H. 
Girdler of Manchester. He also re- 
ported the treasury as being in good 
condition, there being $112.19 on 
hand. 

Geo. F. Allen, who has been at the 
head of the organization since it was 
first started, was re-elected president, 
and the other officers were re-elected 
as follows: W. J. Johnson, secretary- 
treasurer; E. P. Stanley, collector; 
H. T. Bingham, E. P. Stanley, Geo. 
P. Dale and H. C. Leach, ex-com. 

D. L. Bingham, Manchester’s ven- 
erable librarian, was first called upon, 
and he gave some interesting recollec- 
tions of the early days, speaking of 
some of the political heroes of the 
town, such as Major Lee, Squire Tuck 
In spite of the 
stories of political corruption, he said 
he was of the opinion the world was 
progressing toward better things, and 
he was willing to abide by the future. 

Rev. D. F. Lamson advanced a 
proposition for the placing in some 
suitable spot a boulder to one of the 
first citizens, Masconomo. He thought 
the name deserves to be perpetuated 
In some other way than in the name 
of the hotel. ‘He was peaceful and 


made no war-like raids, and the early 
settlers acted honorably by him in 
paying for the town. It is fitting to 
pay honor to the man who owned these 
lands. I believe in perpetuating the 
memory of names and deeds of men 
of the past who have left something 
behind them worthy to be commem- 
orated.”’ 

Rev. Mr. Marsters seconded the 
proposition, and motioned that the 
matter be left with a committee to 
look into the matter and report at the 
next meeting. 

Deacon Joseph A. Torrey said that 
coincident with this plan he had in 
mind a picture of the town Common, 
with the town hall removed, giving a 
view of the harbor partly filled in, and 
on the Common a boulder, Agassiz 
rock, on which the early records of 
the town might be placed—an ever- 
lasting memorial. 

Hon. H C. Leach was the next 
speaker. He read a letter from At- 
torney General Moody, in which he 
expressed regrets at not being able to 
attend the gathering. He also read 
letters of regret from former town 
councillor Robinson and A. P. White 
of Salem. An abstract from Bentley’s 
diary, which he thought had a bearing 
on the origin of the famous clam 
chowders, proved very interesting. 
He read, also, an abstract on the 
preservation of our forests. 


Thomas H. Lord of Cambridge, 
secretary of the Boston Insurance 
company, was the next speaker. This 
is the first gathering of the Elderlies 
Mr. Lord has attended, despite the 
fact he possesses one of the qualifica- 
tions for membership—for he lived in 
Manchester many years in his youth, 
having attended Mr Price’s school. 
His mother was Nancy W. Allen. He 
is a native af Ipswich. He had a fund 
of interesting stories of a reminiscent 
vein. 

Rev. John M. Marsters of Cam- 
bridge was as interesting as usual 
with a host of good stories and bright 
sayings, with which he is always sup- 
plied. He spoke of some of the early 
traditions, and again endorsed Mr. 
Lamson’s plan for a monument to 
Masconomo. 

The Hon. R.S. Rantoul gave an 
interesting account of his recent trip 
abroad and of visits to famous battle- 
grounds. He spoke of the jealousy 
among the nations in Europe, which 
we do not see here in America, and 
told of an incident ata Thanksgiving 
dinner given at Florence, where two 
Russian barons arose from the table 
in a huff, because the landlady had the 
American flag printed on the Japanese 
napkins, which were intended as a 
little remembrance to the guests from 
the United States. 


Deacon Albert E. Low, who will be 
97 years old in September, was the 
oldest man present. Since the organ- 
ization first met, the deacon has been 
one of its most interesting members, 
and until quite recent years he has 
given interesting talks of a reminiscent 
nature. The past year, however, he 
has grown quite feeble, and his re- 
markably bright memory is becoming 
somewhat impaired. He was congrat- 
ulated by all Wednesday, and though 
slightly tired at the day’s close, he 
thoroughly enjoyed the gathering. 

D. L. Bingham, Manchester’s ven- 
erable librarian, was the next oldest 
“boy”? present. He will celebrate 
his 91st birthday in the fall. 

Others over the four score mark 
were William Johnson, 88; Horace 
Ross, 87 ; Captain Thomas Dow, 86 ; 
Jacob Cheever, 86; Thomas Apple- 
ton, 85; Andrew J. Johnson, 84;

Story, A. F. Bennett and John Len- 
dall, each 80.

He spoke of 
the origin of the order andits growth.

ENTERTAINED STOCKHOLDERS. 


Banquet Given Gold Mine Investors in Beverly.22Party Which Recently Visited 


The F. W. Bernard Co. of Beverly ten- 
dered a reception to their friends and 
patrons last week at Mechanics hall, 
Rogers block, which was largely attended, 
nearly 200 persons being present, repre- 
senting many of the cities and towns in 
Essex county, quite a number being pres- 
ent.from this city. The gathering was 
called principally to hear the report of the 
members of the party who inspected the 
mines afew weeks ago, and incidentally 
to exchange congratulations on the ex- 
cellent showing made by the companies in 
which the Bernard Co. are interested. 

The offices of the company in the Rogers 
building were open during the afternoon, 
and previous to the banquet the visitors 
were shown specimens of the output of the 
mines as found by the party, among them 
being one piece of ore which is estimated 
to contain gold amounting tu $1500, also a 
button taken from a single panful of grav- 
el, which is worth $8. 

It had been planned to have the banquet 
precede the speech making, but on ac- 
count of some delay on the part of the 
caterers, the order was reversed, and the 

“large party which nearly filled Mechanics 
hall listened interestedly for over an hour, 
despite the extreme heat, to what the dif- 
ferent members of the party saw on the 
trip, especially as regards the La Rita, 
Bay State and Essex mining properties. 
Whitaker’s orchestra of Beverly was pres- 
ent during the evening and enlivened the 
occasion with some excellent music. 

Mr. Frank W. Bernard called the assem- 
blage to order shortly after 7.30 o’clock, 
and spoke of the pleasure it gave him to 
see so many present. Of course all realized 
that in addition to the social part, the 
gathering was a business proposition as all 
were desirous of hearing from the property 
in which their money was invested and in 
which they were shareholders. He had 
been told by many present that there was 
no other man living who could have in- 
duced them to put their money into such 
an investment, and he appreciated the con- 
fidence bestowed. 

There are good mines and bad mines, 
but a good mine can be ruined by misman- 
agement, and he believed that with the as- 
sistance of Mr. Myers, the mines were well 
looked after. The La Rita he considered a 
small property. now alongside the Bay 
State and Essex, but it had paid 50 per 
cent. in dividends up to the present time. 
Men were still at work there with a horse 
hoisting machine, and he saw no reason 
why they should not continue to pay good 
dividends. The ore bodies there are not 
continuous but run in pockets, and as fast 
as one is worked out another is opened, 
and he thought it would pay still larger 
dividends the coming year. 

Regarding the Bay State and Essex prop- 
erties, he thought it would perhaps be bet- 
ter to let the gentleman talk who had in- 
spected these properties. 

Hon. David I. Robinson, president of 
Essex corporation, was then introduced, 
and gave an exceedingly interesting ac- 
count of the trip of the party of ten, seven 
men and three women, who visited the 
mines in May last. 

On reaching Angels Camp where the 
Essex mines are located, he noticed that

all the houses had iron doors and shutters 
as a precaution against stray bullets, and 
it was with considerable misgiving that he 
spent his first night there even after care- 
fully closing the iron shutters to his win- 
dow. The following day he found that 
the town had but one policeman, whose 
duty it was to look out for fires, and that 
in many cases the stores were left open 
during the night without fear of robbery, 
and he slept better the following night 
with his window wide open. 

The Essex mines are seven miles from 
the village on the same lode as other mines 
which have paid immense dividends. He 
found everything Mr. Bernard had told 
him in personal interviews verified even in 
excess. Among the mines in the immedi- 
ate vicinity are the Carson Hill, where 
$300,000 was found only ten feet below the 
surface and where the largest nugget on 
record, weighing 193 pounds, was found, 
and a quarter of a mile away the lode crops 
out on the celebrated Fair estate, while 
the Malone mine has increased its stamp- 
ing capacity to 100 stamps. 

The Essex mines consist of 16 claims, 
while the Utica near by with only one 
claim has paid $3,000,000. He went down 
the shaft 350 feet, and saw ore assaying 
$35 to a ton, the average being $8 per ton, 
500 tons being taken out daily. He also 
inspected the Allison claim on the Essex 
property. Engineer Burbridge estimates 
at least $520,000 in ore in sight on this 
claim. The property also has valuable 
water rights, including a ditch 11 miles iu 
length. He was only a novice in mining, 
but he was delighted with what he saw, 
and thought Messrs. Bernard and Myers 
should be congratulated in bringing the 
property to its present state of perfection. 

W. C. Ware of Hamilton, president of 
the Bay State Corporation, said the party 
took but a superficial view and survey, but 
he saw enough to convince him of the 
value of the property. The company was 
fortunate in having such men as Messrs. 
Myers and Woods, who were men of char- 
acter and reputation. He saw ore taken 
out which would yield from $30 to $35 per 
ton, and there was no question but there 
was valuable ore enough to last for many 
years. 

The Bay State mine was reached by leav- 
the train at Colfax, 144 miles from San 
Francisco, driving by stage into the hills, 
where the road rises 2000 feet in the last 8 
miles to Forest Hills, then by saddle to Last 
Chance where the mines are located. The 
Bay State was originally half a mile long. 
On entering the mine he put a handful of 
gravel in his pocket and on reaching the 
end of the tunnel took another handful. 
After emerging from the tunnel, the gravel 
was washed away and Mr. Bernard took 
the leavings in his handkerchief. and on 
reaching Portland took it to assayists, who 
extracted enough gold to make a button 
worth $8. It is considered that a pan 
yielding two cents will pay well. 

When he bought his stock in the Bay 
State the claim was but half a mile long. 
Since then the Dardanelles claim has been 
added, which is about a mile long, also 
the Parmalee, which is a mile long. He 
went into the Dardanelles about 3,500 feet. 

The Essex property is full of rich veins. 


In the early days in California the gold 
was washed from the surface, but now it 
has to be sought under ground. 

John T. Ober of Beverly, an octogenarian 
who accompanied the party, said he wanted 
to ask Bernard if the offer made before the 
party started to buy back stock, if they 
were not satisfied, still held good, not that 
he wanted to sell his stock, as he was sat- 
isfied. 

Mr. Bernard said the offer was that if 
the party would take the advice of any 
mining engineer, and the property was not 
found to be better than he represented he 
would buy back the stock, and was still 
ready to redeem his offer. 

E. O. Cogswell of Boston also spoke at 
some length, corroborating the statements 
of the previous speakers. 

Mr. Bernard read a telegram from Mr. 
J. H. Myers, the resident member of the 
firm, dated at Forbes Hill, which said: 
‘*Extend all stockholders assembled my 
congratulations. Dardanelles fast proving 
itself old time wealth, and other mines 
merit every good word said about them.”’ 

Mr. Bernard, in closing, read from the 
forthcoming reports, showing the progress 
made at the mines, and gave a brief history 
of their development. With the addition 
of the Dardanelles property, which was 
joined with the Bay State instead of mak- 
ing a new company, as might have been 
done, thus further protecting the stock- 
holders’ interests, they had property from 
which it was estimated that millions could 
be taken out. It had been supposed that 
the entire bed of the ancient river had 
been worked out, but it had been proved 
to the contrary, and the theory of an old 
miner was being proved correct, that a mile 
of the river was virgin ground. 

He also explained the policy of the com- 
pany, who, while holding one-half the 
stock, had not drawn any dividends on 
their part, preferring first to put the com- 
pany on a solid financial basis. In this 
manner they were enabled to protect the. 
stockholders and carry out their guarantee 
that in case of failure of any mine, the 
stock owned by the subscribers would be 
transferred into another dividend paying 
company. The Essex company needed to 
raise $50,000 more to properly develop the 
property, and while he did not call for any 
subscriptions at this time he wanted the 
owners of the stock to carefully consider 
the question and its advantages. 

The company were then invited to the 
banquet hall above, where a substantial 
banquet was served by the Dirigo Catering 
Company of Beverly, the menu including 
lobster salad, roast turkey with cranberry 
sauce, cold ham, mashed potato, chicken 
croquettes, green peas, rolls, cake, ice- 
cream, frozen pudding, fruit punch and 
coffee. The party were loud in their eco- 
niums, not only on the bill of fare pre- 
sented, but the excellent service, there 
being plenty of waiters to attend to the 
needs of all, and none left the table with 
their appetites unsatisfied so far as the 
excellent arrangements of the caterer were 
concerned. 

At the close of the banquet a brief time 
was spent in congratulation before those 
present took the cars for their homes.

BIDS FOR MANCHESTER 
PRIMARY SCHOOL OPENED. 


Roberts & Hoare Lowest Bidders, $28,178— 
More Money Needed to Carry Out 
the Plans of the Committee. 


The committee in charge of the 
construction of Manchester’s new 
primary schoo] building met Tuesday 
evening and opened the bids for the 
new building. Roberts & Hoare were 
the lowest bidders, their figures being 
$28,178. This does not include heat- 
ing, which is given as $3,288, or the 
architects’ commission of 5%, which 
will bring the total cost up to $33,039. 

As the town has appropriated only 
$30,000 for this work, it will be neces- 
sary to obtain more money, and the 
committee have asked for an additional 
$3,500, which will allow a surplus of 
about $160 to cover incidental ex- 
penses. 

_ The plans were not ready for the 

committee till Wednesday of last 
week, when a meeting was held and it 
was decided to ask for bids from three 
local builders, to be in by Tuesday 
evening of this week at 6 o’clock. 
The bids submitted were: Roberts & 
Hoare, $28,178; F. A. P. Killan & 
Son, $28,663.35 ; Chester L. Crafts, 
$28,396. 

It is evident from the figures that 
the building cannot be constructed 
according to the plans, which are 
practically the same as originally pre- 
sented to the town, within the appro- 
priation, and the only course to pursue 
is to call a special town meeting and 
vote the additional amount necessary. 

It is understood the chief obstacle 
in the way is the foundation, excavat- 
ing and grading, which was figured at 
almost $7,000, this, with the heating, 
bringing the cost up to $10,000. 

The plans call for a four-room build- 
ing, with everything of the best mate- 
rial for the purpose. The sanitary 
arrangement has been looked after, 
especially. Unless there is a hitch in 
the proceedings, it is thought by the 
committee the building will be ready 
for occupancy for the winter term. 

According to the plans there will be 
a large room on the second floor that 
would finish 32x46 feet, and the com- 
mittee ask for an additional appropria- 
tion of $500 to finish this. The room 
would make a splendid assembly hall, 
something needed in all the schools in 
town. This room, no doubt, can be fin- 
ished several hundred dollars cheaper 
during construction than after the 
building is completed. 

It is interesting to note that the 
total figure for the cost of the building 
—$33,039—is approximately the same 
as originally given in Mr. Lane’s 
recommendations, which were for 
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$33,785, but which the appropriation 
committee cut down to $30,000. 

It is estimated the cost of furnishing 
the building will be $300, and the 
school committee are calling for $300 
to cover this. 


Special Town Meeting. 


A special town meeting has been 
called by the Manchester board of 
selectmen for Monday evening, July 
31, to make further appropriations for 
the construction of the new primary 
school building. The warrant calls 
for the following : 

“ To see if the town will appropriate 
the sum of $3,500 in addition to the 
sum of $30,000 appropriated at the 
annual meeting for the construction 
of a new primary school building. 

‘‘To see if the town will appropriate 
the sum of $500 for the finishing of a 
large room on the second floor of the 
new school building. 

‘To seeif the town will appropriate 
the sum of $300 for the furnishing of 
the new primary schoo] building.”

Work to be Started at Once on the Erection 
of New Church in Manchester on 
Site of Present Structure. 


The announcement of Fr. John J. 
Downey, the recently appointed pas- 
tor of the Catholic churches at Beverly 
Farms and Manchester, that work is 
to be started at once on the erection 
of a handsome new church in Man- 
chester, on the site of the present 
Sacred Heart church, will be a pleas- 
ing piece of news for his parishioners. 

Fr. Downey made an enviable 
record in Boston previous to his ap- 
pointment as head of the new mission, 
when he reduced the debt of the 
Working Boys’ Home by about $100,- 
000, and one of the first promises he 
made when coming to the North Shore 
was a new church for Manchester, the 

present structure being inadequate. 
_ Though starting with but very 
little funds in hand to carry out his

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MANCHESTER WON. 


Seawaohaka Cup Captured by Manchester 
Yacht Club in Canadian Waters.— Likely 
to be Two Challenges for the Cup Next 
Season. 

The Manchester Yacht club gained 
a signal victory last Monday when 
they won the third in the series of 
races for the Seawanhaka cup on Lake 
St. Louis, by defeating ‘‘ Alexandra,”’ 
the defender, representing the Royal 
St. Lawrence Yacht club, for the cup 
is now held by Manchester and there 
will probably be two challenges for 
the trophy next year. 

The victory was important inasmuch 
as American competitors from east 
and west and English sailors from 
over the sea have tried in vain to 
wrest the much coveted cup from its 
home on Lake St. Louis. The Can- 
adian club gained possession of the 
cup in 1895 when the Glencairn de- 
feated El Heirie of the Seawanhaka- 
Corinthian Yacht club in Long Island 
sound. 

It is now thought Manchester will 
be called upon to defend the cup not 
only against the Canadians next year, 
but by an English club as well, just 
which one the yachtsmen do not pre- 
tend to say. 

Last Monday’s race was sailed in 
a 20-knot breeze, under which the 
North Shore boat stood up bravely 
and crossed the line 9 min. 387 sec. in 
the lead, after winning the two pre- 
ceding races by more than 2 mins. 
each. é 

E. A. Boardman of Boston and 
Manchester designed the Manchester 
and sailed her in the races against the 
Alexandra. The yacht Manchester 
was built this spring by David Fenton 
of Manchester for A. Henry Higgin- 
son of Boston, and she won the trials 
at Lake St. Louis against the Tuni- 
poo, which Mr. Boardman also de- 
signed. The Tunipoo was built by 
Fenton for Dr. J. L. Bremer, who 
bought the winning boat from Mr. 
Higginson after the trials. 

The Manchester is 40 ft. over all, 
26 ft. on the waterline, and 8 ft. 4 ins. 
beam. She draws only 10 ins. of 
water, but her center-board drops to 
a depth of 4 ft. 8ins. The yacht has 
twin rudders. Her sail area is 500 ft. 

This is the second attempt the Man- 
chester Yacht club has made to cap- 
ture the Seawanhaka cup. In 1903 
the Kolutoo, designed by W. Starling 
Burgess, and owned by A. H. Higgin- 
son, failed to win. 

The crew of the Manchester, be- 
sides the designer, was Reginald 
Boardman, R. DeBlois Boardman and 
Richard Boardman, all of whom re- 
turned home Tuesday. Dr. Bremer 
alone represented the Manchester 
club at the dinner given by the Royal 


St. Lawrence Yacht club after the 
last race. 

The Manchester will probably ap- 
pear in several of the North Shore 
races during the next month. 


New Club at Manchester. 


Plans are well in hand for the form- 
ation of a new club in Manchester. It 
was thought the Winthrop club might 
be reorganized and move from their 
present quarters over the police sta- 
tion to more commodious rooms, but 
the club voted against the change 
Monday evening. The new club be- 
ing formed will have a membership 
from the business men of the town 
and will occupy the whole top floor of 
the new block on Beach street. The 
rooms will be modelled to suit the 
requirements for an up-to-date club, 
with bath, smoking, reading rooms, etc.

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TRIP ACROSS THE MILITARY HIGH- 
WAY FROM SAN JUAN TO PONCE. 
By DANIEL J. SHEEHAN. 


{Mr. Sheehan has been in Porto Rico for the past twenty months, engaged on a large 
sugar plantation, and returned to Manchester two weeks ago for the summer.—ED.] 


San Juan, the capital and first city 
of importance on the island of Porto 
Rico, is situated near the east end of 
the north coast, and distant from New 
York about 1,400 nautical miles. It 
was founded in 1511 by Ponce de 
Leon. The city is guarded on the sea 
side by the Morro, and on the land 
side by Fort San Cristobal, as 
ancient and imposing as its sister. 
Despite its antiquity and the fact that 
it has never been provided with the 
best guns, E] Morro’s natural position 
is so advantageous that it is practically 
impregnable from the sea. It with- 
stood the attacks of the fleets of Sir 
Francis Drake; it also has been as- 
saulted many times by pirates ; but it 
has never been taken. 

The newest scars on the sea-washed 
walls were made by shells from Amer- 
ican guns, when Morro was bombarded 
by Admiral Sampson, May 12, ’98. 
The lighthouse on the fort was des- 
troyed during the early part of the 
bombardment, and is now replaced by 
a new structure. 

Entrance tothe harbor is practically 
impossible for a hostile fleet. It is so 
narrow that a hulk or two will block 
the way, and great care has to be 
taken even when the buoys that mark 
the channel are in place. 

The ‘‘Casa Blanca,” or governor’s 
place, of which Ponce de Leon was 
the first occupant, still stands as an 
enduring Spanish landmark. It is one 
of the finest buildings to be seen from 
the harbor after the Morro has been 
passed. 

The city itself presents a scene of 
color which is common in the tropics, 
but which strikes the visitor from the 
North. ‘he streets are narrow, but 
very clean. Glass windows are never 
seen, privacy being secured by use of 
heavy shutters. The horses are small, 
and are driven ata fast rate of speed, 
in marked contrast to the gait of the 
bullocks, which are yoked by the 
horns instead of the neck. 

The city is laid out with great regu- 
larity. There is no difficulty in find- 
ing one’s way, as the plaza, which is 
always the heart of the city, is the 
centre of attraction. The Plaza San 
Alfonso XII., in San Juan, is an in- 
teresting point. The cathedral is near 
at hand, the church of San Domingo 
is not far away, and the municipal 
buildings, picturesque and well built, 
stand on either hand. 

Overlooking the harbor at one end 
is Santa Catalina, one of the finest 


buildings on the island. The city 
slopes gently, but continually upward 
from the water’s edge, spreading to 
the right and left, the market place 
marking the highest point in the 
centre, with the Morro and San Cris- 
toba] at either end. The guns of fort 
Cristobal command the harbor as well 
as the main land, with which San Juan 
is connected by the well-built bridge 
of San Antonia. 


Military Highway. 

The military highway from San 
Juan to Ponce is a grand piece of 
work. Winding across hills and 
mountains, it makes bold ascending 
and descending curves to avoid con- 
stant tunnelling; the journey is made 
all the way by coach, horses being 
changed four or five times. 

After leaving San Juan the first 
stop on the highway is Santurcé, an 
interesting and beautiful suburb of 
San Juan. Here the wealthy people 
have their homes, surrounded by 
beautiful gardens, wherein is to be 
seen tropical plants of all descriptions. 
After horses have been changed we 
proceed on to Rio Piedras. The ride 
from Santureé to Rio Piedras is very 
beautiful, as the drive is shaded far 
along the way on both sides by cocoa- 
nut trees. Caguas is our next stop, 
where we again change horses and 
proceed on to Cayay. 

Cayey is the chief inland town of 
the island and is noted forits tobacco. 
It is also a military post, as four com- 
panies of the Porto Rican regiment 
are stationed here. The army hospital 
is also located here. The city has a 
fine plaza and a beautiful cathedral. 
After horses have again been changed 
we proceed on to Guayama. 

The first part of the journy from 
Cayey to Guayama is an ascending 
curve up the side of the mountain. 
After the top is reached a beautiful 
view is to be had by looking back 
upon the fertile valley of Cayey. The 
highest point in the mountains is 
reached between Cayey and Guayama; 
from this point a beautiful view is to 
be had of the city of Guayama and 
Arroya, the sea and the vast cane 
fields of Aguirre; from this point on 
to Guayama the highway isa descend- 
ing curve right down the side of the 
mountains. Guayama is a_ beau- 
tiful city of about 15,000, situated 
at the foot of the mountains; from 
here is exported a large amount of 
rum and bay rum to the States. 
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The country from Guayama to 
Ponce now becomes very level, and is 
all used for the planting of cane, ex- 
cept here and there where a small 
portion is left for pasture. One crop 
of cane is harvested each year; the 
grinding season extends from Decem- 
ber till June. 

Ponce. 


Ponce is greater in area than San 
Juan, and ranks ahead of San Juan as 
a port of entry. The great hurricane 
of 1899 swept ships from the harbor 
and landed them high and dry on the 
shore. The wrecks are still there to 
mark the point the water reached. 

From the Plaza to the city is more 
than a mile long, which is connected 
by an electric road. The city has not 
so many large buildings as San Juan; 
its plaza is very attractive, and the 
cathedral is among the best on the 
island. The Ponce market divides 
honors with the plaza as a point of 
interest. It is a low, quadrangular 
building, with open grounds on either 
side. 

Between Mayaguey and Ponce is 
the port of Guanica ; it was here that 
Gen. Miles landed in July, 1898. The 
climate of Porto Rico is the most salu- 
brious of the Antilles, the tempera- 
ture varying less than ten degrees the 
whole year.

The average death rate for the 
past ten years, 1895 to 1905,. has 
been 34, and the mortality among 
children under ten years of age has 
been five, surprisingly low figure for 
a population of more than 2500 peo- 
ple.

This gives the death rate between 
1o and 50 years as four-tenths of 
one per cent.—an almost unheard 
of record. The general average is 
nearer four per cent.

A Relief from the Moths? 


Parasites and destroyers, the latter 
a very different kind of bug from the 
former and a deadly enemy of gypsy 
and brown-tail moths, eating their 
eggs, are now arriving in Boston and 
are being distributed through districts 
ravaged by insect pests.

Manchester Tax-Rate Decreased. 


Manchester’s tax-rate for the year 
has been set at $8.30 on a $1000 of 
valuation—a decrease of thirty cents 
over last year, and the lowest since 
1899; and this in spite of the fact 
the appropriations for the year ex- 
ceed those of last year by over 
$3000. 

he low rate this year has been 
made possible through the increas- 
ed personal estate and new build- 
ines to the valuation of $758,400, 
which is an exceptionally good fig- 
ure, and shows one of the greatest 
increases in valuation for any one 
year for many years. This has been 
brought about by the efficient work 
of the chairman of the board of se- 
lectmen.

SPECIAL TOWN MEETING, 


Additional Money Appropriated for New 
School Building — Little Excitement 
Over Fourth of July Committee. 


A slight rufflie of excitement, first 
over the selecting of a moderator, and 
later over the Fourth of July commit- 
tee, was the only thing out of the 
ordinary run to characterize the special 
town meeting at Manchester Monday 
evening. 

The $3,500 called for in addition to 
the $30,000 already appropriated for 
the new Primary school building was 
voted, as well as $500 for finishing a 
large room on the second floor of the 
new building, and $300 for furnish- 
ings. 

Clerk A. S. Jewett called the meet- 
ing to order shortly after 8 o’clock 
and read the warrant. There was 
some discussion as to how the mod- 
erator should be elected, which ended 
by James Hoare motioning to proceed 
to election of moderator by ballot. H. 
T. Bingham and E. P. Stanley were 
appointed tellers. 

One of the largest votes ever re- 
corded for moderator in Manchester 
was then cast, there being 69 for F. 
K. Hooper and 61 for C. C. Dodge. 
The vote was a complete surprise, 
as everyone naturally supposed Mr. 
Hooper, who has been moderator for 
ten years past, would be re-elected 
without any question. There 
were those, however, who 
were opposed to his alleged 
attitude against the enforce- 
ment of the automobile law,. 
and they tried to throw him 
down, offering Mr. Dodge as 
a substitute. 

Mr. Hooper thanked the 
voters for the election, and 
said that in the ten years he 
had served the town as mod- 
erator he had always endeav- 
ored to act with the best of 
his ability. 

The moderator appointed 
R. C. Allen and W. W., 
Hoare as additional tellers.

Statement of the Manchester Repub- 
lican Town Committee Relative 
to Their Reasons for Supporting 
Augustus Hubbard of Gloucester, 
Mass., for the Republican Momi- 
nation for State Senator in Prefer- 
ence to James F. Shaw of This 
Town, Who Poses as the Man- 
chester Candidate. 

Manchester, Mass., Aug. I, 05. 
To the Republican voters of Man- 

chester :— 

Gentlemen: In view of the fact 
that there has been much discussion 
with regard to the action of six ot 
the nine members of the Manches- 
ter Town Committee in supporting 
Augustus Hubbard of Gloucester 
for the Republican nomination for 
State senator in preference to Mr. 
James F. Shaw, the so-called Man- 
chester candidate, we desire to 
make our position clear in the mat- 
ter. 

While we have nothing personally 
against Mr. Shaw, and furthermore, 
we believe him to be an exceeding- 
ly capable young man, nevertheless, 
we do not believe he is as yet enti- 
tled to such high honors at the hands 
of the Republicans of this town, 
either on account of his long resi- 
dence, or his long service of fideli- 
ty to the Republican party in this 
town. 

In the second place we do not con- 
sider this to be Manchester’s year. 
For a number of years our Town 
committee have been laying their 
plans for bringing the senatorship

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SPECIAL TOWN MEETING. 
(Continued from Page 1, 3d col.) 


Edward A. Lane presented the 
report of the building committee, in 
which he said that the preliminary 
plans as prepared by Andrews, Jacques 
and Rantoul had been completed and 
placed in the hands of the local con- 
tractors for estimates, and that the 
lowest bid (Roberts & Hoare) ex- 
ceeded the appropriation by $3,339. 
In view of the fact that the estimates 
were very close, the committee did 
not think it best to depart from their 
original plans, and it was the unani- 
mous decision of the committee that 
the work be done as planned, and the 
committee therefore recommended 
that $3,500 be appropriated in addi- 
tion to the $30,000 already appropri- 
ated to carry out the work. 

On motion of E. S. Knight the 
report of the building committee was 
accepted and the recommendations 
adopted. 

Mr. Knight moved that $3,500 be 
appropriated in addition to the $30,- 
000 already voted for construction of 
new building. For, 87; against, 6. 

$500 was appropriated for finishing 
a large room on the second story of 
the new building, on motion of E. S. 
Knight. For, 64; against, 11. 

The treasurer was authorized, on 
motion of Mr. Knight, to borrow, from 
time to time, $4,000 in addition to the 
$30,000 already voted upon, giving 
notes of town therefor, made payable 
in one year. 

$300 was appropriated for furnish- 
ing new building, on motion of E. A. 
Lane. 

Art. 5—To see if the town will 
appoint a committee of three to revise 
the rental rates of Town hall. 

C. C. Dodge—“I would like to 
know what the reason is for this.”’ 

F. K. Swett — “In 1894 a commit- 
tee of eight was appointed to make 
rates of rentalof the hall. Since then 
there has been added expenses, elec- 
tric lights, different seats, etc.” 

The moderator appointed F. K. 
Swett, H. T. Bingham and C. L. 
Crafts. The first two refused to serve 
and T. W. Long and Geo. A. Kitfield 
were appointed. 

Art. 6 — Relative to granting a per- 
mit to run a drain pipe from the prop- 
erty of Lewis Killam, Wm. Fleming 
and others on Desmond avenue, across 
Brook street, over corner of land 
owned by Lewis Morgan to Saw mill 
brook. 

Samuel Knight said he thought this 
matter could well be referred to the 
board of health. There was a time, 
he said, when there was plenty of 
water in Saw mill brook, but since the 
pumping station plant was put in, thus 
taking water from the springs which 


supplied the brook, a very different 
condition of affairs existed. 

Mr. Knight moved that the subject 
matter be referred to the board of 
health. 

Lewis Killam thought the petition- 
ers should have the same privileges as 
other people. On Vine street, for in- 
stance, the sewerage from the houses 
flows into the brook in some cases. 
The object of the petition, he said, 
was more to get rid of the surface 
water than cesspool. 


Austin Morley thought the matter 
of drainage from Desmond avenue 
should be referred to somebody — it 
had gone on long enough. 


C. C. Dodge thought the time was 
soon coming when we must take up 
the sewerage question. He was of 
the opinion that a few more emptying 
into the brook wouldn’t hurt it. 

The matter was referred to the 
board of health. 

Art. 7— Relative to any other busi- 
ness, was almost passed over, when 
Chairman Swett stated the article had 
been inserted so that the Fourth of 
July committee might ask for more 
money to pay their bills. 

C. O. Howe stated for the commit- 
tee that the appropriation had been 
overrun $45.40, and moved that that 
amount be appropriated to pay the 
bills. 

C. C. Dodge — “I would like to ask 
what is the law pertaining to money 
for Fourth of July. Isn’t it a certain 
percentage of taxes, or certain amount 
per poll? I have an idea we can ap- 
propriate so much and no more— the 
same as with shade trees.”’ 

Mr. Howe stated that the commit- 
tee worked on the same lines as_for- 
merly, but that instead of the boys 
getting to work and building the bon- 
fire, the committee had to hire it 
done. 

Samuel Knight —‘‘It seems to me 
we ought to have a full explanation of 
this appropriation. We gave them the 
usual amount, and they gave us the 
meanest kind of a show we ever had.”’ 
(And the uproarious applause which 
followed seemed to indicate that those 
present agreed with Mr. Knight.) “If 
you appropriate for yourselves and 
used the money for your own pur- 
poses, then I object, and I want to 
enter protest here now.”’ 

The motion was put and lost -—39 
to 37——-against appropriating more 
money. 

E. P. Stanley — “I would like to 
know how the bills are going to be 
paid. The parties are not to blame 
because they overrun their appropria- 
tion.” 

Orrin A. Martin — “‘ You appointed 
a committee to carry out a work, and 
you gave them money to do this work. 


They have exceeded their appropria- 
tion, and I think it is up to the com- 
mittee to make their loss good ” 

Geo. S. Sinnicks —-‘* I have served 
the town six or seven years on this 
committee, and we have always turned 
back $40 or $50, but we never hada 
word of commendation. If the town 
feels the committee ought to pay the 
bill, I am willing to pay it out of my 
own pocket.”’ 

P. H. Boyle thought it was foolish 
play and didn’t look well, and Mr. 
Stanley moved for reconsideration. 

The motion was carried without a 
dissenting vote, and the money was 
appropriated unanimously. 

Meeting was dissolved at 9.30.

Wrong to Scrape Moth Nests. 


In response to numerous inquiries, 
Superintendent Kirkland states that 
the practice of scraping gypsy moth 
nests from the trees is not an effective 
remedy, and will simply lead to more 
trouble from the caterpillars next 
year. Eggs scraped off and scattered 
in this way will hatch next spring and 
yield caterpillar swarms. 

The correct way to destroy gypsy 
moth nests is to soak them with creo- 
sote mixture applied by means of a 
small brush. This preparation can’be 
obtained at any of the seed stores at 
a small expense and may be applied to 
the nests at any time from now on. 

Superintendent Kirkland urges citi- 
zens to treat the moth nests as fast as 
they are laid on the tree trunks, fences, 
etc., making another examination of 
the trees after the leaves have fallen 
to destroy any nests which may have 
escaped observation.

trophies to be awarded the winners in 
the events, which in each case was a 
silver cup, and in their midst was the 
famous Seawanhaka cup, the object of 
much interest. 

Commodore Bremer’s steam yacht, 
Velthra, gaily decorated in flags, was 
anchored off the pier, and with W. A.

Varieties of Flowers, Fruit, Vegetables, 
etc., than any other Garden of 
Size in the State.

fuchsia, geraniums, carnations, candy- 
tuft, celosia or cockscomb, poppy, 
petunia, antirrhinum, aster, salvia, 
scabiosa, stocks, sweet clover, balsam, 
begonia, nicotiana, pansy, centaurea, 
clematis, cosmos, dahia, oenothera, 
peony, godelia, helianthus, helichry- 
sum. 

These are not all. There are many 
others. All one has to do is to go 
through Mr. Cheever’s garden and 
count the many different things he 
sees. 

Mr. Cheever doesn’t raise flowers, 
fruit, vegetables, etc., for a business. 
He does it for pleasure, and the beau- 
ty of itis the garden looks as little 
like a garden as one can imagine. 
Every thing is mixed in without any 
sense of formality, as near to nature 
as possible.

Manchester Yacht Club 
Celebrates Victory. 


Thoroughly informal in its na- 
ture the smoker, or jollification par- 
ty, at the Manchester Yacht club 
last Saturday evening in honor of 
the bringing to Manchester of the 
Seawanhaka cup, was one of the 
most successful affairs of the kind 
yet seen at the club. 

Decorated with the Stars and 
Stripes and the English flag, the 
much coveted silver cup occupied 
the centre of the table and was 
greatly admired by all present 
With a money value of $750, the 
trophy has cost the challengers and 
defenders, as nearly as can be es- 
timated between $150,000 and $160,- 
000. 

Commodore S. Parker Bremer 
presided and after a few introduc- 
tory remarks called upon the mem- 
bers of the crew for the part they 
took in winning the famous cup. 
The cup stands for fast racing for 
small boats as the American cup 
does for large boats, he said, and 
he hoped the club would be able to 
keep it for some time to come. 

R. de B. Boardman said the cup 


was won because the Manchester 
was an infinitely superior boat to 
the Alexandria. Given two boats 
of equal merit, the Canadians would 
win out every time because of their 
knowledge of the currents and local 
lake conditions. 

Designer E. A. Boardman gave a 
brief history of the events leading 
up to the building of this class of 
boats and the building of two Man- 
chester boats designed with espec- 
ial reference to the peculiar lake 
conditions. “The Manchester de- 
veloped remarkable speed, by actual 


measurement 12.5 knots an 
hous,” he said. The White 
Bear, made ie a3 “knots “last 
year, and these boats represent 
the fastest small boats in the 
world. The question for this 
club’ to® Fdecides 1s whether to 


continue to build on the old lines 
or to build a keelboat. 

“Tf we build keel boats, it will cut 
the speed down, but they will be 
comfortable and be of some use af- 
ter the racing is over. We _ shall 
probably have a dozen challenges, 
but shall only accept one from a 
foreign club.” 


G. W. Mansfield of the board of 
judges spoke of their most hospita- 
bue reception given the North 
Shore boys and the absolute fair- 
ness in which the races were con- 
ducted. 

Dr. J. L. Bremer told of the trial 
races at home and on the lake, the 
Manchester all the while proving 
herself the better boat all around. 

He considered that the Tunipoo 
could have won the first two races 
easily, but in the third it would 
have been close work for her. 

A. W. Craigie congratulated the 
club in bringing to Manchester this 
famous cup, second only in impor- 
tance to the American cup, and in 
some respects superior, for “it rep- 
resents not only a trophy of inter- 
national interest, but it has been 
won by men who worked with an 
idea of true sport only, there being 
no question of money vs. sport.”

The Best of Everything. 
To the Editor of the North Shore Breeze : 

Dear Sir,—So many inquiries have 
been made of me in regard to the set- 
tlement recently of the insurance on 
the life of Thomas Browne, late of 
Manchester, that I wish to make fur- 
ther explanation in your columns. 

If a policy is carried in the New

If the question is asked, what is the 
advantage of continuing the payments 
from year to year if, without doing so, 
the policy will go on in force, it must, 
of course be understood that the ex- 
tended time is limited and if the in- 
sured lives beyond that limit, the in- 
surance ceases wholly; there would 
be nothing at all coming to him or to 
his estate when he died later. In the 
present instance, if the insured had 
lived two years longer, he would have 
been without any insurance. 

In the case of an endowment policy 
on which enough deposits have been 
made to continue it to the end of the 
endowment period, there would be a 
sacrifice of the investment feature of 
the contract, for even if payments 
were nearly all made, the insured, 
when the balance of the period had 
expired, would not receive in cash» 
quite as much as he had paid the com- 
pany, whereas, if he continued paying 
till the end, he would receive his 
money back with the profits earned, 
which, on policies maturing today, 
amount to about the ordinary banking 
rates of interest. 

This provision is for emergency ; to 
have best results, keep up your policy 
and add to it other policies in the New 
York Life as your income and respon- 
sibilities increase.

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TROLLEY TOURS. 


Interesting Series of Pleasant Tours within 
easy access of North Shore. 


The announcement that we are to 
publish from week to week a series of 
trolley rides, within easy access of the 
North Shore will interest many of our 
readers, especially those who followed 
some of the tours published last year. 

We are fortunate in being able to 
secure this series from one who is 
thoroughly acquainted with the trolley 
and railroad lines in New England, 
Mr. Chester F. Stiles, who is well 
known in the photographic world 
through his connections with photo- 
graphic and art magazines and writ- 
ings On mountain scenery. His photo- 
graphs of ‘Mount Washington in 
Winter,’ and views ‘Among the 
Clouds ”’ several years ago, were quite 
the rage. 


No. 3. To Hampton Beach, Newburyport 
and Salisbury Beach, and other interesting 
places in that vicinity.

A ride to Hampton Beach is a treat 
indeed in these sticky August days. 
Here is coolness perpetual and amuse- 
ments to suit all tastes, whether it be 
vaudeville at the open theatre or a 
lazy lounging on the silver sands of 
the beach. 

He who would enjoy this trip to the 
utmost should rise with the lark, or if 
a lark be not available, he may com- 
promise with the early rays of the sun 
or the unsentimental tones of an 
alarm clock. 

The ride to Newburyport takes us 
across pretty vistas of salt marsh with 
glimpses of Plum Island to the east- 
ward. Newburyport itself will be 
found worthy of a hour’s sojourn. 
This was the home of many quaint 
characters of colonial days, chief 
among whom was Lord Timothy Dex- 
ter, whose exploits have passed into 
history. His house is still standing, 
although not exactly as he left it; 
numerous wooden statues which sur- 
mounted the high enclosing fence 
have since been removed. 

An old Newburyporter will not say 
from ‘‘ Dan to Beersheba,” to express 
the first and last of a comprehensive 
proposition, but says instead “from 
Joppa flats to Grasshopper plains!” 
And if you ask about the latter you 
will be told that Grasshopper Plains 
has a soil so sandy that even the 
locusts themselves cannot make a de- 
cent living, so they sit on the fence 
and bark at the passers-by! Joppa 
flats, the other extreme, is a briny 
smelling, picturesque group of clam 
houses on the Plum Island road. 

Salisbury Beach is a great pleasure

resort, although of smaller magnitude 
than Hampton. On the “Sands of 
Salisbury,” the ‘Tent on the Beach,” 
by Whittier was conceived, his com- 
panions in the poem being James T. 
Field and Bayard Taylor. 

It is a pleasure to ride in the New 
Hampshire Traction Co.’s cars. They 
are much heavier than the ordinary, 
and higher ; so high, indeed, that two 
running boards are necessary to 
reach the car floor. These heavy cars 
demand a solid roadbed, which tends 
to smoothness and safety in operation. 

From Salisbury Beach the cars meet 
the Hampton Beach cars, which latter 
come through from Amesbury. After 
leaving the junction, we come upon a 
huge pile bridge, the longest in the 
world it is said that carries a public 
highway. This has been christened 
the “Mile Bridge.’ The long stretch 
of Hampton sands is now in sight, 
terminated by the bluff of Boar’s 
Head on the north. 

Hampton has amusement galore. 
There isasummer theatre, dance halls, 
bowling alleys, and the like. A huge 
casino and dining hall built by the 
railroad company stands almost in the 
centre of the beach, and it is noted 
among Hampton visitors for its excel- 
lent dinners. There is always a 
breeze at Hampton and the dining 
room catches it all. 

In front of the casino, the cars from 
Amesbury make connections with the 
Portsmouth cars and those for Exeter. 
If you feel inclined to ride further, take 
the Exeter run, ride through this 
quiet town on the Squamscott river, 
around the loop to the academy of Phil- 
lips Exeter. The return trip may be 
made direct to Smithtown thus saving 
time. The Portsmouth cars do not go 
through. As soon as the town bound- 
ary between Hampton and North 
Hampton is reached, a change must 
be made to the Portsmouth R.R. Co., 
for Rye and Portsmouth. 

The Hampton marshes are full of 
poetry for the lover of nature. The 
delicate aroma of the salt hay leaves 
pleasant memories behind and the 
artist will find much of interest in 
picturesque combination. The com- 
position of a Hampton picture tends 
always to the horizontal, which nat- 
urally suggests repose and quiet. 


Lazy streams wind across the green 
view, and quaint old haystacks tell of 
human activity upon these broad 
marshes. Beyond, the sea, and if for- 
tune favors, a glorious bank of ponde- 
rous cumuli piled up from horizon to 
zenith. 

One of the pleasing variations from 
the direct route is the loop via Salis- 
bury Beach. The car runs through 
from Newburyport, and after a brief 
visit at this beach, we may continue 
our journey northward along the coast 
line. When pressed for time, it is, 
however, more expeditious to connect 
at Smithtown direct for the Hampton 
car. A glimpse of Salisbury may be 
had from the huge cars of the New 
Hampshire Traction Co., as_ they 
whirl across the Hampton marshes.

Open Races Sailed 
Off Manchester. 


Splendid racing conditions  pre- 
vailed for the Y. R. C. open race, 
sailed off West Manchester, Mon- 
day—a little out of the ordinary 
run, for the past few years the Man- 
chester club has been bothered with 
poor weather for its open races.

And it isa well-known fact 
that there are scores of people very 
willing to buy short lobsters simply 
because they can get them cheaper. 

If this energetic game warden would 
bend his efforts in searching some of 
the refrigerators in the village, and 
pay less attention to the dories of the 
poor fishermen who are driven to this 
mode of making a living from want, 
destitution and threatened starvation, 
better results would be obtained. 

The law punishes the parties who 
have the lobsters in their possession, 
either dead or alive, and the commis- 
sioners on fisheries and game, or the 
district police, have the right to search 
any place suspected of having short 
lobsters, and no doubt many convic- 
tions could be made on people who 
could pay the maximum penalty, if so 
convicted.

Society. 


West Boxrorp, Mass. 
Lo the Manchester Historical Society : 


Since my return home, I find my- 
self thinking very often of the pleas- 
ant day I had on Tuck’s Point at the 
Manchester Historical Society’s Mas- 
sachusetts-Rhode Island Clam Bake. 
It was a great pleasure to meet so 
many old friends, many of whom were 
former pupils. 

I had heard much of the Manches- 
ter Historical Society. I had read 
about it; but I had never seen it 
until that day. I was greatly sur- 
prised at its appearance. I thought it 
was a sedate, long-faced body always 
looking profoundly into the Past ; but 
I found it a cheerful, wide-awade body 
looking wisely into the Past; living 
earnestly in the Present ; and looking 
hopefully into the Future. It is an 
active and generous body. Actively 
digging for hidden treasures and freely 
giving these treasures to all the lovers 
of Manchester. 

Now, like this society, I am looking 
into the Past and toward the Future. 
To the Past when we first came to 
Manchester. When these Edenic 
gardens were barren pastures or rocky 
hills. When, instead of beautiful 
mansions there were plain houses. 
Instead of brilliant gaiety there was 
the simple life. When Sunday was 
not a holiday, but a holy day. Is it 
better now? In some respects it may 
seem to many that it is not better. It 
is natural for us to look favorably at 
the Past and to long for the “good 
old days.” There seems to be in the 
intellectual or spiritual world the same 
law that is operating in the natural 
world—“The survival of the fittest.’ 
We do not believe: 

“ The evil that men do lives after them; 
The good is oft interred with their bones.” 
We do not remember the quarrels 

of our youth as we do the sweet friend- 

ships formed. Love lingers, hatred 
vanishes. The beautiful grows bright- 
er; the ugly fades. Eternal love 
cherishes the good; infinite forgive- 
ness buries the evil. So through the 
radiance of distant enchantment the 

Past seems all bright and fair. But 

the result of all these wonderful 

changes around us is progress. God 
is still working out His own great 
plans, and the world is moving on. 

We need not mourn, we need not 

complain, and it is folly to oppose; 

for it is bound to move on. 

I find myself looking, also, toward 
the future, when we shall come back 
in our automobile to spend the closing 
years of life in fair, old Manchester, 
where the same tides flow; among the 


good, old friends where the same love 
lives. Lives? It cannot die. Love 
is eternal. Crucified it will rise again. 

I cannot close without expressing 
my thanks for the invitation to be 
present at the Historical Clam-bake. 
Already I find operating in my own 
mind that law of ‘‘survival.’’ For I 
recall more frequently and vividly the 
hearty greetings and pleasant chats of 
that day, than the baked clams and 
lobsters.

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FIRE AT FARMS. 
Flames Eat Up $15,000 Worth of Property 
Belonging to Connolly Bros. 


The most severe fire to strike this 
section of the North Shore was that 
which ravaged the property of Con- 
nolly Bros., the well-known general 
contractors, at Beverly Farms Wednes- 
day, when the flames ate up practically 
all their sheds, barn and stable at Mill 
Pond valley, so called, bounded by 
Hale, Everett and Haskell streets. 

The fire is supposed to have been 
started by sparks from a bonfire on 
the playgrounds nearby. It is thought 
to have caught in the hay-loft of the 
barn, where tons of hay were stored, 
which, once started, nothing could 
stop. 

The first to discover the fire was 
Thomas Kelley, one of the teamsters, 
and at that time flames were leaping 
from the roof of the big red barn. 
He called to some of the other work- 
men, who ran to Central square, where 
J. M. Publicover pulled in an alarm 
from box 57. This was at 1.07 p.m., 
and as soon as the firemen arrived it 
became evident that the fire was more 
than they could cope with, and at 1.30 
a second alarm was sounded, bringing 
the Beverly apparatus. 

Lack of water handicapped the fire- 
men at the start, but soon after the 
Beverly steamer arrived good streams 
were put on. 

About 20,000 feet of lumber was 
among the material lost, and a large 
quantity of hay and grain, cement, 
lime, derricks and other contractors’ 
materials. 

It looked at one time as though the 
entire village might go up in flames. 
The stiff wind carried large blazing 
embers through the air, landing them 
on roofs, and before the fire was out 
no less than 20 dwellings and business 
blocks were on fire. Fire started on 
the roof of the engine house, on the 
roof of the Col. J. H. Watson resi- 
dence, and on the houses owned or 
occupied by N.S. Simpkins, Gregory 
P. Connolly, the stores of John Dan- 
iels, Marshall’s block, Publicover Bros., 
William Moriarty, Mrs. James Ben- 
nett, J. Frank Blaney, William Leahy 
house and block, Lawrence Watson, 
W.F. Eddy, Fred Woodbury, Parker, 
the baker, Culbert, the harness maker,

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NO LODGINGS FOR TRAMPS. 


Manchester Can’t Harbor Any More 
of the Weary Travelers Unless a 
Bath Room and Clean Night 
Dress Are Provided. 


Tramps can be given lodgings at 
the Manchester police station, here- 
after, if the new tramp law is car- 
ried out, and if any are put up over 
night they must be sent to the state 
poor farm. 

Joseph E. Shaw, chief of the 
Mass. District Police, has just sent 
out circulars to all the town and 
city officials in the state bearing on 
the new statutes relative to “lodg- 
ings of tramps and vagrants by 
cities and towns,” and Selectman 
Swett received one of those circu- 
lars a week ago today. The exact 
wording of the law is: 

“Cities and towns which provide 
lodging for tramps and vagrants 
shall require them, if physically 
able, to perform labor of some kind 
in return for their lodging and for 
food furnished them, and the places 
in which such persons are lodged 
shall be kept in such order and con- 
dition as may be prescribed by the 
state board of health.” 

Among the conditions prescribed 
are these: 


‘No person shall be allowed to go 
to bed without first having a full 
bath.” 

“Each person shall be provided 
with a clean night dress.” 

“Not less than 300 cu. ft. of space 
shall be allowed for each person.” 

The tramp problem has long been 
one that has proved a great menace 
tc the country, and especially to 
this section of New England. The 
new statutes will be effective in 
doing away with tramps, as only a 
few places can give lodgings under 
the new law’ Beverly, Gloucester 
and Salem must keep closed doors. 

In a pamphlet issued by the Mass. 
Civic League on “The Tramp Prob- 


lem,” the writer says: 
“The town that cannot aiford to 
carry on a decent lodging house 


with work has not the moral right, 
and now has no longer the legal 
right, to foster the tramp nuisance 
by carrying on any lodging house 
at all. In such a case the proper 
resort is prosecution.” 


Here’s for Shaw. 


In the third Essex senatorial dis- 
trict there is a lively contest for 
the Republican nomination for sen- 
ator. The leading candidate is 
James F. Shaw of Manchester, well 
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known here as he is throughout the 
state. Mr. Shaw’s’ extraordinary 
success in his immense business en- 
terprises indicate the ability of the 
man, and the people of the third 
Essex district will do well to secure 
his valuable services as their repre- 
sentative in the upper house of the 
state legislature. 

The fact that the state tax is 
mounting to such an extent as to 
become a burden to towns of mod- 
erate wealth, would seem to call for 
more able business men in the halls 
of legislation, to transact the busi- 
ness of the state, and men of the 
calibre of Mr. Shaw are needed. 

The voters of the Essex district 
will serve the broader interests of 
the whole state by sending to the 
senate a man whose “anusual gifts 
will be exerted for the conservation 
of the business interests of the 
state.-—Norwood Sentinel.

ARMY COMFORT BAG, 


Sent out by Manchester Boy during the Civil 
War keeps a Warm Spot in the Soldier’s 
Heart, and he came to Manchester 
Yesterday to look up Sender. 

In war times it used to be quite the 
fad here in the North to make up 
comfort bags with pins, needles, 
thread, bandages, etc., and send away 
to the soldiers. Among those in Man- 
chester to send away these bags was 
Mrs. Andrew Lee, wife of the late 
druggist, and mother of Chas. O. Lee. 

One day her son the late Frank 
Eugene Lee, then six or seven years 
old, in childish play, wanted to send a 
bag to the soldiers and with the aid of 
his sister, Addie (Mrs. John Marshall), 
one was prepared and sent. In the 
bag, as was customary, was placed a 
etter, written by the sister with his 
name signed to it. 

Yesterday at noon a man_ stepped 
up to the front door of Mrs. Marshall's 
house on Central street and made 
himself known as the recipient of that 
comfort bag from Frank and_ he 
showed the letter found in it, which 
had been written by Mrs. Marshall 
forty-one years ago. 

It appears that when he received 
the letter on the battle field he wrote 
to Mr. Lee thanking him. A number 
of years ago Mr. Lee read the letter 
at a G.A.R. meeting in Manchester 
and knowledge of this reached the 
grand army man out in California, 
who wrote a letter in reply, making 
himself known. He has never been 
to Manchester, and yesterday, on his 
way to Gloucester, the old veteran 
got off the train to look up the writer 
of the letter.

_ Malady Claims Many Victims at 
Manchester and at Other North 
Shore Towns. 


Autorosis—A disease which makes auto- 
mobilists timid. Discovered in Chi- 
cago, but highly prevalent in Boston. 

Symptoms —A desire to go slow and to 
put on brakes at every shadow. 

Treatment—Spiritus frumenti in liberal 
quantities. Keep the patient away 
from policemen, if possible. 

_ Automophobia—A complementary dis- 
' ease which makes people afraid of 
chauffeurs. 

Treatment—Place the victim in the mid- 
dle of a plowed field. 


“Autorosis’ is the name for a 
new disease and automobilists all 
over the country are complaining of 
it. It is believed to have had _ its 
origin in Chicago, but Manchester 
and other of the North Shore towns 
are suffering, while scientists are 
trying to discover the germs.

“ Automophobia” is liable to result from jf 
looking at a car, as shown above. 


Peculiarly enough this disease has 
a compl mentary ailment known as 
“automophobia,”’ which makes peo- 
ple afraid of chauffeurs. The only 
cure which has yet been found for 
this is either to place the victim in 
the middle of a plowed field, or to 
quarantine all the streets in town 
and bar out automobiles. 


A Long Chase — likely to develop a case of ‘‘ Autorosis.” 


The symptoms, however, are easy 
enough to detect. A nervous tug- 
ging at the brakes when an electric 
or motor car is seen in the dim dis- 
tance, a cold sweat which breaks 
out all over the body of the chauf- 
feur when a man pokes his head up 
-from behind a stone wall with a 
watch in his hand, and the conse- 
-quent buzzing of an electric bell as 
‘the signal is passed along the line, 
ot a nervous twitching of the limbs 
when another auto which looks fast- 
er than the one driven hurries along 
in the same general direction  evi- 
dently after a brush. 

A sure cure for autorosis has not 
yet been discovered. The anti- 
toxin has not yet been found. It is 
_universally agreed that the victim 
should be kept as far as possible 
from policemen. 

A West Manchester summer resi- 
dent says the only cure is to place 
the victim in a field with a_ high

Last week we recorded in the news 
items the action of James Lambert, a 
young man employed by one of the 
Manchester concerns, in rescuing 
James J. Diviney from the flames 
which enshrouded him, but we little 
realized at the time the importance of 
the act, which, in truth, was a means 
of saving the life of Mr. Diviney.

Lambert, regardless of his own life, 
rushed into what those around him 
thought to be eminent death, took off 
his coat, fought the flames like a fiend 


and succeeded -in -putting them--out- 


after a fierce struggle, thus’saving the 
life of the father of seven little chil- 
dren and husband. ewig? 
‘While deeds of less heroism have 
been rewarded by the humane socie- 
ties-ofthis-and-other--countries,_we 
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think there: is no one more deserving 
of recognition than James Lambert of 
this town, and we hope his act will be 
brought to the attention of the right 
persons.

Crime vs. Patriotic Celebration. 

The loss occasioned by the burning 
of the barn belonging to the heirs of 
the late Daniel Mahoney, in Manches- 
ter, on the night before the Fourth of 
July, we are informed, has been ad- 
justed and payment has been made by 
the insurance company. 

Now an inquirer asks if the author- 
ities of the town of Manchester have 
made any effort in the direction of 
attempting to ascertain who are the 
guilty parties that set the fire. 

This seems to be a pertinent inquiry, 
unless it is taken for granted by the 
municipal authorities that what is a 
crime at all other times of the year is 
merely patriotic celebration and inno- 
cent amusement on the 4th of July. 

The recollection of our inquirer is 
quite vivid that not many years since, 
a self-appointed number of patriotic 


ones erected a pile of barrels to be 


burned at the hour of ushering in the 
glorious day of Independence, and 
that another number of self-appointed, 
but mzschtevous, ones lighted the fires 
of Independence somewhat prema- 
turely, and it was generally deemed 
by the citizens and officials of the 
town to be a gross offence against the 
peace and good order of the commu- 


nity, besides--being an infraction —of.. 
the law of.the commonwealth. | 

‘The firing of cannon, the ringing of 
bells, the~lighting of bonfires, and_ 
making night hideous with all sorts of | 


indescribablé and disagreeable noises, 


havelong. been. sanctioned by com-. 


mon and silent assent, even although 
much mental distress and suffering 
have been thereby caused to sensitive — 
and nervous people, and our inquirer 
asks if it is the public mind and senti- 
ment of the law-abiding town of Man- 
chester, that the unlawful burning of 
a building in the night time, or the 
willful and lawless destruction of 
private property, is to be deemed an 
innocent and lawful amusement, sim- 
ply because the perpetrators of such 
offences commit them on Independ- 
ence Day and under cover of the pro- 
tection expected to be accorded them 
on that account ; for there is no mzs- 
take or justification that can be pleaded 
in bar when celebration resolves itself 
into criminal violation of law. 


Hence it seems to our inquirer that 
such proceeding is quite as much an 
offence (a crime per se really) as the 
exceeding of a certain ‘ speed limit,” 
about which much is spoken and writ- 
ten, and on which account some local 
officers pass sleepless nights in efforts 
to detect and punish the violation of 
a law which gives to a man, wealthy 
enough to own an automobile, the 
right to traverse the streets and high- 
ways in a town or city at a much 
higher and dangerous rate of speed 
than other citizens are permitted to 
do with their carriages—in other 
words, for violating a law which gives. 
one citizen greater rights and priv- 
ileges than another, notwithstanding 
the theory that ‘all men are created 
free and equal.” ;

Henry S. Chase, one of Manches- 
ter’s oldest and most highiy respected 
citizens, passed away at his home on 
Sea street, Tuesday morning, rather 
suddenly, at the age of 81 years. 

Fora number of years, Mr. Chase 
has not been in good health, being 
very feeble at times, but he retired 
Monday evening apparently in as good 
healthasusual. Early Tuesday morn- 
ing, however, his old complaint came 
on, and within three hours he passed 
away. Death was due to old age and 
heart failure. 

Born in Lynn Oct. 23, 1824, a son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Theophilus Chase, 
Mr. Chase followed the sea from early 
boyhood till he was twenty-two, being 
part of that time a mate under Capt.

“The little scows are all right for 
fresh water, and the best thing that 
could be used on such courses as 
those of Lake St. Louis, where for 
nine years the cup was held, they 
having become, in fact, identified

in making the day a festive one. 
Monday there was comparatively few 
there — perhaps not more than a hun- 
dred braved the storm and came over 
to the field in autos and covered car- 
riages to see the events. And many 
of these were of the younger set. 

Only a few of those who had entered 
in the various classes failed to appear, 
among them being Mr. Harry Pratt 
McKean and Mrs. Thomas G. Plant.

TALKS ABOUT JAPAN. 


(Continued from Page 1, 1st column.) 


was made to have him speak, and 
through the efforts of Rev. Mr. 
Brewster and Rev. Mr. Lincoln a 
union service was arranged. The in- 
clement weather was a disappointment 
to many, of course, but despite this 
the church was crowded. 

Mr. Briggs is located at Kobe, Japan, 
as missionary sent out by the Baptist 
Missionary union of Boston. Sunday 
night he told in a most interesting 
manner of his work there and the 
methods employed in teaching Chris- 
tianity. He said in part: 

“It is good to be home and look 
into the faces of those whom we 
learned to love. I want to thank you 
for the many kindnesses during my 
absence. The little things we do 
keep on for long years after, and 
there is stored up a tendency of kind 
thoughts in time to come. 

“It is due you for me to tell some- 
thing of what this member of your 
family has been doing—I think I am 
stilla member of this church. It is 
not my purpose to tell you strange 
things. You have heard enough 
strange things about Japan. 

‘“‘When we go to a strange country 
like Japan we are impressed with the 
differences between us and them. 
Their clothes are different. Their 
habits are different. At first it 
does look strange, but in a little 
while it all wears off. We get down 
to the man inside the clothes. We 
are all ‘children of the same blood,’ 
with the same needs, the same sins, 
and the same need of a Saviour. 

“How do we do our work? That 
is the question you would like me to 
answer. First, we ought to get the 
language. I started teaching the first 
week I was there. Of course I had 
an interpreter. They came in large 
numbers—the young and the old — 
what you would call the best class of 
men in the town, and I began to teach 
them, through an interpreter, the 
Gospel. I began with Luke, but we 
did not seem to make any progress, 
and had to begin a system of theology. 
That may sound strange, but it is 
nevertheless true. 

‘To give them an idea of the word 
‘God’ you must give them to under- 
stand it is something more than they 
know by the word. It is the one God, 
that is what you must have them 
understand. I had to go back ‘and 
teach them about God. Anything 
that is scientific, anything that is up 
to date interests them. They must 
know the reason, and so by reason 
they are made to understand what is 
meant by ‘God the creator,’ then 
about man and man’s relation to God. 
Seed sown must bear fruit, for ‘what 


a man soweth must he also reap,’ and 
by teaching them this seemingly sim- 
ple truth a great work is accomplished. 

‘‘ Following along this line we teach 
them about the teachings of Chris- 
tianity. The class grew. Prominent 
business men came in to see what it 
all meant. We had to keep the crowd 
away, and hold two classes, make 
special appointments, etc. 

“In old Japan the women must not 
teach in mixed audiences. It is as 
ridiculous for them to teach a man as 
for a child to teach an old man. But 
gradually in the city ports the custom 
is giving way, yet in the small towns 
of the interior woman is regarded as a 
humbug. 

“One of the methods we employ in 
our work is to-go toa new place, hire 
the large parlor in the hotel, get the 
little children in and teach them some 
simple hymn like 

‘Jesus loves me, this I know, 
For the Bible tells me so.’ 

‘(When they learn that hymn the 
seed is sown. They want to know 
who Jesus is, and the Bible. 

“ If you know anything about the 
nations of the world you know about 
Japan. I need not tell you about the 
people. As to their religion, I am 
tempted to say they have none. If 
we think of religion in the deep mean- 
ing, a religious feeling that reaches up 
to God, I may say, as a people they 
have none. Here in America, if a 
woman tips over a saltcellar she must 
throw some over her right shoulder. 
That’s superstition. In Japan, if a 
man is to build a house, unless he ties 
the rice straw around the lot on 
which he intends to build there is no 
use building. That’s their religion. 

“Their schools are getting to be the 
same as here. In many cases their 
text books are just the same. 

‘“‘ We thought when the war opened 
up it would prove a great calamity to 
our work, but on the contrary it had 
wonderfully aided us. New ways of 
labor have been opened up. We have 
put our Y.M.C.A. tents on the front. 
The first definite contribution to 
Christian work from the Emperor has 
come to this work. And in the hos- 
pitals, too, we have done a great work 
during the war. 

‘Tn the peace conference I see not 
the wisdom of men, but the wisdom 
of God. I think it will bring marvel- 
lous opportunities. I do not think 
Japan will ever be the great-nation of 
the East, but I believe she is to be 
the teacher, the bringer-out of the 
nations of the East. Japan has al- 
ready begun to be the teacher of 
China. You can help Japan by doing 
the work God has given you to do.”

The season of the year has come 
again when many thousands of young 
people will lay down the oar and bat, 
take up the pencil and book, leave 
with regret the out-door sports, and 
bravely take up the school-room work. 

It is well for the student to inquire 
sometimes what of the many studies 
offered him will help him most in 
business, give him greatest influence 
in the world and add most to the joys 
of social life. 

Few young people know the power 
of beautiful language. Well-formed 


sentences, wisely-chosen words, clear- 


ly, easily and pleasantly enunciated, 
have a magnetic power over the cul- 
tured mind. And we are rapidly 
becoming a cultured nation. Our 
linguistic taste is becoming more and 
more refined. Each generation pass- 
ing through our public schools is see- 
ing more clearly the beauty of good, 
pure English. The more clearly we 
see the beauty of choice language the 
more intensely we shall hate slovenly 
speech and composition. 
from a vice we generally need only to 
see its hatefulness and the loveliness 
of the opposite virtue. To see the 
ugliness of coarse language and the 
attractiveness of fine speech is all 
that is needed to create in the intelli- 
gent youth a desire for the beautiful. 

Of all the languages in the world 
none other is half so important to the 
American boy or girl as the English. 
It is exasperating to a teacher who 
has some pride in his own native 
tongue. to hear a student rattle off 
with great glibness and much of self- 
satisfaction eimi, sum and étre, and 
then trip, stumble, and fall flat on his 
own little verb zo de. We would not 
underrate,' in the least, the value of 
foreign languages ; we would only put 
the true estimate upon our own. The 
average boy or girl will use only Eng- 
lish after he leaves school. His name, 
his fame and his success will depend

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upon the skill with which he uses that. 
It is a wise student who loses no op- 
portunity in school or out of school to 
improve his English and to acquire 
the habit of. easy, graceful, pleasant 
utterance. It was once shown to 
me very clearly that | well-formed 
sentences, distinctly and _ pleasantly 
spoken, help one greatly in his daily 
business. I was one day in a store 
when a ‘‘drummer’”’ came in to show 
some samples. After the usual salu- 
tation he began : 
«Say, I’ve gut some goods I’d like 
ter show you if you ain’t.in no hurry.” 
‘But I am in a hurry,” said the 
proprietor, rather abruptly. “I can’t 
stop to look at any goods today.” 
The agent seemed unwilling to give 
up with only one trial, so after a few 
seconds of reflection he began again : 
‘Wall, if you hev three minutes to 
give me I should ’’—

Two More Narrow Escapes from Fatal 
Accidents at Manchester, 

As the season begins to wane reck- 
lessness on the part of automobilists 
seems to increase, there being two 
more narrow escapes from serious, if 
not fatal accidents, in Manchester the 
past week, one last Saturday after- 
noon when an auto struck a horse be- 
ing ridden by Chester Standley, re- 
sulting in a broken arm for the young 
man, and another Sunday afternoon, 
when an autorun into Miss Ida Brace, 
throwing her from her bicycle and 
cutting a severe gash in her head. 

Mr. Standley was riding one of Dr. 
R. H. Fitz’s horses from his father’s 
blacksmith shop to West Manchester. 
When near the Samuel Knight resi- 
dence on Central street an auto was 
met coming in the opposite direction, 
and Mr. Standley rode close to the 
sidewalk on the right hand side of the 
road to let it pass, but another auto 
coming up behind tried to pass be- 
tween the horse and auto, striking the 
former. Mr. Standley was thrown 
headlong over the horse’s head and 
landed heavily on the macadam road. 
The horse galloped up the road, with 
the auto after it, the latter escaping 
without anybody chancing to catch 
its number. Meanwhile Mr. Standley 
had started after his horse, not con- 
scious of his injuries, his arm being 
numbed by the shock. The limb was 
found to be shattered in the elbow, 
and it will take several weeks before 
the young man can take it from a 
sling. 

Sunday afternoon Miss Ida Brace, 
the seventeen year old daughter of 
Frank Brace, who works on the F. 
M. Whitehouse estate, was riding on 
her wheel on Summer street. When 
near the McMillan entrance three 
autos came hustling along behind her. 
She kept close to the right hand side 
of the road but as one of the rear 
autos turned out to pass the others, it 
struck the bicycle and threw the 
young lady to the ground with force. 
She fell on the fender of the car head 
down. Special Of. Thos. Sheehan,who 
was out after ‘“‘scorchers”’ with Chief 
Peabody, was within a few feet of the 
accident at the time and saw the whole 
mix-up. Heclaims the auto was. en- 
tirely at fault, so much so, in fact, he 
started to arrest the chauffeur, but 
the Chief recoganized the man and let 
him go after getting his address, num- 
ber, etc, 

Miss Brace received a bad scalp 
wound and severe bruises all over her 
body, and her tondition was quite 
serious at first.

In the entering grade the total en- 
rollment was 20 boys and 26 girls, a 
total of 46, which is much less than 
was anticipated. 

To keep in line with the general 
plan set out by Supt. Fish for raising 
the standard of the schools, a slight 
change has been made in the work of 
the 9th grade, Latin and elementary 
algebra now being taught here, as well 
as a course in Civics, correlated with 
U.S. history. A little physical and a 
little commercial geography is also in- 
troduced here. This is done with a 
view to introducing the pupil to some 
of the high school studies before he 
leaves the grammar school. It is not 
with an aim of changing the course of 
study, but of raising the quality of 
work and the degree of attainment, 
and raising the standard of the schools. 


Gypsy Moth Ege-Clusters. 


The attention of Superintendent 
Kirkland of the state moth-suppres- 
sion work has been called to the 
breaking-up of gypsy moth egg-clus- 
ters on tree trunks and branches while 
farmers and others are picking the 
fall crop of apples. Mr. Kirkland 
suggests that it would be wise for all 
property owners in the infested. dis- 
trict.to send to him for a Bulletin on 
the gypsy moth, by which they may 
learn the appearance of the gypys 
moth egg-clusters. These clusters 
are easily destroyed by soaking them 
with creosote, and Mr. Kirkland says 
that, if the pest is to be suppressed, 
it is highly important that every owner 
of fruit trees should take the necessary 
precautions to prevent scattering of 
the moth eggs. A few ounces of cre- 
osote will destroy millions of eggs, 
and the important thing now is to 
have the right work done in the right 
way. 5

LEAVE TO WITHDRAW. 


Manchester Board of Health Gives Petitioners 
for Permit to Construct a Drain from 
Desmond Ave. Property to Brook 
Privilege of Withdrawing 
Their Request. 


The petition of Wm. Fleming and 
others to grant a permit to construct 
a drain through Brook street and 
across the town land to Saw Mill 
brook, the object of the drain being 
to carry overflow from cesspools on 
Desmond avenue, the subject matter 
of which was referred at the special 
town meeting to the Board of Health, 
was disposed of this week, when the 
board gave a hearing at the select- 
men’s room on Wednesday evening 
and granted the petitioners leave to 
withdraw. The objection to the peti- 
tion was that it was a direct violation 
of the town by-laws, which say that 
no one shall be allowed to deposit 
sewerage matter in any -brook or 
stream in the town. 

The petitioners claimed the abbut- 
ters on this particular brook use the 
brook for sewerage deposit, and the 
claimed the same right, but the Board 
of Health claim they have not the 
right to grant such permission. 

It is very probable a new petition 
will be made to the selectmen, asking 
for the privilege of a system of sur- 
face drainage which will greatly relieve 


the condition of affairs on that street.’ 


Chairman Swett of the board, in 
speaking on the matter, advocated a 
careful study of this matter and the 
appointing of a commission to look 
into the advisability of securing some 
means of taking care of the sewerage 
of Manchester. He advocated further, 
that until this could he brought about 
and some system instituted, the town 
furnish its odorless excavating cart 
free of cost to property owners where 
the necessity requires. The probable 
expense of this latter suggestion, if 
carried out, he thought would not be 
over $500 a year.

Rev. Fr. John J. Downey Dies Suddenly at 
Beverty Farms—Death a Severe Blow 
to his Parishioners in Manches- 
ter and Beverly Farms. 

The sudden and untimely death, 
Thursday afternoon about 3.15 o’clock, 
at Beverly Farms, of Rev. Fr. John J. 
Downey, the greatly beloved pastor 
of the Sacred Heart church in Man- 
chester and of St. Margaret’s church 
at Beverly Farms, has cast a gloom 
over the entire Community. Expres- 
sions of grief and sorrow are heard 
on every side, especially at Beverly 
Farms, where, during his short resi- 
dence, Fr. Downey has endeared him- 
self to the community as a good neigh- 
bor and citizen, as well as a loving 
and conscientious pastor. 

For some months past Fr. Downey 
had not been well. He had suffered 
considerably from a bad stomach 
trouble, but not until last Sunday, 
while on his way to celebrate mass at 
St. Margaret’s church did he have his 
first serious illness. Since then he 
was confined to his bed most of the 
time. 

Thursday afternoon a more critical 
turn came, and with his sister, Miss 
Mary Downey, his two assistants, Frs. 
Dennis J. Maguire and M. J. Sullivan 
and Rev. Fr. Ubaldus, O.S.F., of 
Boston at his bedside, he passed away 
rather suddenly shortly after 3 o'clock. 

Coming at this time, in the youth, 
as it were, of a most brilliant career, 
his death is to be greatly mourned. 
After a splendid record in Boston, 
where by his unremittant efforts he 
succeeded in decreasing the mortgage 
on the Working Boys’ Home by $100,- 
000, tired and almost broken in health 
he was put at the head of the new 
parish at Beverly Farms by the Arch- 
bishop, as a reward for his work, ina 
way. 

At once, upon taking in hand the 
work on the North Shore, he started 
to work for the upbuilding of his 
charge. Nothing but new church edi- 
fices would suffice, and he laid his 
plans for a new structure at Manches- 
ter, and another at Beverly Farms. 

His success is plainly demontrated 
by the fact that work has already been 
started on the church at Manchester, 
and the contract for building would 
have been placed yesterday, probably. 
And only a few weeks ago he gained 
title to a piece of land and property in 
Beverly Farms for the new parish 
home, and plans were well advanced 
for a new church at some future time. 

Cut short in his career, however, 
at the age of forty-one, he leaves 
a work unfinished. His hundreds of 
parishioners are in mourning, and sor- 
row and grief takes the place of love 
and admiration. 


There is no doubt but Fr. Downey 
was broken down in health, and that 
he ought to have taken a rest many 
months ago. He was so anxious, how- 
ever, to see his plans advanced before 
the summer season closed and many 
of his parishioners left the shore, that 
he worked zealously to carry out his 
work. 


He was born in Jamaica Plain, Feb. 
2, 1864, being graduated with the 
class of °85, Boston college. He re- 
ceived his clerical education at St. 
John’s Seminary, Brighton, which he 
entered the following fall, being or- 
dained in midsummer, 1889. 

When he was ordained, St. Cecilia’s 
parish was forming under the direction 
of the late Rev. Richard J. Barry. Fr. 
Downey was appointed to assist in the 
formation of the parish and the erec- 
tion of a ehurch. For eleven years 
Fr. Downey continued as Fr. Barry’s 


_assistant, and when the latter died Fr. 


Downey assumed temporary charge of 
the parish. Father McNulty suc- 
ceeded to the rectorate of the parish, 
Fr. Downey continuing as senior 
curate and as rector during the inter- 
regnum between Fr. McNulty’s death 
and the appointment of the vicar-gen- 
eral, William Byrne, as head of the 
parish. 

On May 18, 1903, he took charge 
of the Working Boys’ Home and the 
Industrial school at Newton. In one 
year of his superintendency he raised 
$100,000 and was able to reduce the 
debt to $130,000. 

Late in December, 1904, it was an- 
nounced that the parish of Beverly 


would be divided and that a new par- 
ish would be made from the missions 
at Beverly Farms, Manchester and 
Hamilton. During the winter months 
the parish has about 1000 parishioners, 
but during the summer this number 
rises to 4,800 or more.

NORTH SHORE BREEZE 


THE PILGRIM’S PROGRESS. 
(Continued from Page 1, top of page.) 
“T name thee not, lest so despised a name 
Should move a sneer at thy deserved fame.” 

But the time of its recognition as 
one of the master-pieces of English 
literature was at hand. With the 
growth of purer and more correct 
principles of literary taste, in the 
latter part of the eighteenth and the 
beginning of the nineteenth century, 
the allegory of the once despised Bap- 
tist tinker, poet and preacher took its 
place among the choicest of English 
classics. Macaulay, in his Essay on 
Southey’s Life of Bunyan, in 1831, 
affirmed that he “was not afraid to 
say that, though there were many 
clever men in England during the 
latter part of the seventeenth century, 
there were only two great creative 
minds; one of these minds produced 
the ‘Paradise Lost,’ the other the 
‘Pilgrim’s Progress.’’’ Twenty years 
later, in 1851, the same great authority 
reiterated this eulogy in the seventh 
chapter of his History of England, 
«Bunyan is as decidedly the first of 
allegorists as Demosthenes is the first 
of orators, or Shakespeare the first ‘of 
dramatists. Other allegorists have 
shown great ingenuity, but no other 
allegorist has ever been able soto 
touch the heart.” 

One great secret of the charm of 
Pilgrim’s Progress is the simplicity of 
its language and style. With the 
exception of a few theological terms, 
there is hardly an expression above 
the comprehension of the common 
reader. It is a book for the people. 
An edition was published many years 
ago with notes by Dr. Thomas Scott, 
the commentator, intended to elucidate 
the text. A good anecdote is told of 
a poor woman who received a present 
of this book, and on being asked if she 
understood it, replied, “ Yes, all but 
the notes.” Bunyan drew the mate- 
rials of his work from the common 
life and daily experience of the ordi- 
nary Englishman of the seventeenth 
century. The idea of pilgrimage had 
not faded out of the public mind. 
Memories of chivalry and feudalism 
were not extinct. The ‘ Progress” 
is an adaptation of medizval journey- 
ings to the Holy Land, to the thoughts 
and habits of Puritan England and to 
the purposes of religious allegory. 
Great Heart is such a knight as in the 
preceding century had protected some 
company of pilgrims to Jerusalem, and 
proved himself a valient defender of 
women and children and slayer of 
dragons. 

It may be, too, in drawing this 
heroic character, Bunyan had in mind 
some redoubtable captain of Crom- 
well’s Ironsides, under whom he had 
served at Leicester, and who, with 


the high praises of God in his mouth 
and a two-edged sword in his hand, 
alternately exhorted his men in the 
prayer-meeting and led the charge 
against the Royalists. The castle of 
Giant Despair with its donjon is a 
robber baron’s. stronghold, such as 
still frowned on many a hill top in old 
England. Vanity Fair is a picture 
from life of the games, cheats and 
juggleries witnessed in Bunyan’s time 
on many a village green. The Slough 
of Despond, the Hill Difficulty, the 
Valley of the Shadow of Death, had 
their originals in the almost impassa- 
ble roads, the rough, wild districts, 
peopled by popular superstition, with 
hobgoblins and sprites, which abound- 
ed in England as late as the Restora- 
tion. Mr. Honest isa good. old London 
tradesman in pilgrim’s coat and scallop 
hat. Mercy is the young gentle- 
woman, and Christiana the matron, 
who made many of the common homes 
of England the abodes of order and 
purity, as the Nell Gwynnes made the 
Court the abode of corruption and 
license. Christian and Faithful and 
Hopeful were the tradesmen and yeo- 
men that made the bone and sinew of 
the English race. Pliable and Obsti- 
nate might have been Bunyan’s next- 
door neighbors, as were also Mr. 
Legality and his son-in-law, Mr. Civil- 
ity. Mr. No-Good, Mr. Heady, Mr. 
Loveloose, Mr. Anything and Mr. Fac- 
ing-both-ways were certainly among 
his acquaintances, while Lord Luxri- 
ous kept state in the neighboring 
castle, and the Judge who condemned 
Faithful to the stake might have been 
a predecessor of the brutal and in- 
famous Jeffreys himself. 


There are few books which soabound 
in pictorial illustrations. It may be 
said hardly to need the help of the 
engraver’s art. We actually see the 
wicket-gate across the fields, and the 
arbor where Christian lost his roll, 
and the Interpreter’s house, and the 
Delectable Mountains, and the Shin- 
ing City. We thing we should know 
Evangelist if we met him, and are 
sure that we have talked with Igno- 
rance and By-Ends and Talkative. 
The whole way from the City of De- 
struction to the Dark river is mapped 
out with almost the detail of a railway 
survey. The whole scene passes be- 
fore us like a living panorama. A 
work that can make the spiritual and 
unseen so present and real; that can 
clothe abstract virtues and vices with 
such personal interest that they seem 
to walk before us in flesh and blood, 
in the doublet and hose, the kirtle and 
gown of the sturdy peasantry of Bed- 
fordshire in the seventeenth century ; 
that can so charm the imagination of 
youth and stir the pulses of manhood ; 
that loses none of its power with age, 


but, like good wine, gathers richness 
and flavor with time; which has out- 
lived criticism and neglect, and ex- 
torted praise from the most unfriendly 
and fastidious; which is equally at 
home in the hut and the-palace; which 
is the joy of the learned and the 
ignorant, the companion of childhood, 
the comforter of old age, and the staff 
of the dying —such a work must be 
a work of transcendent genius and 
power. 

Human nature and experience are 
the same always and everywhere ; 
they do not change, as fashions of 
dress, habits of speech, social cus- 
toms and political institutions change. 
Hence, the genius of Bunyan, rooting 
itself as it did in the permanent and 
universal, not in the evanescent and 
local, takes hold of men in this coun- 
try and in this century, as it did in 
England in the time of the Stuarts. 
Despite its local coloring, its antique 
garb, its scenery drawn from the lanes 
and villages of the Midland shires, its 
language saturated with the theolog- 
ical thought of the seventeenth cen- 
tury, the book has in it that ‘touch 
of nature’”’ that ‘‘makes the whole 
world kin,” and hence has a sure title 
to immortality. So long as human 
hearts are bowed under a conscious 
load of sin and sorrow, so long as they 
experience the alternations of joy and 
despair, of conflict and victory, as 
they press with wearied yet deter- 
mined feet all the way from the Cross 
and Sepulchre to the Land of Beulah 
-—will this book bea heart-treasure to 
Zion’s pilgrims. It will never become 
obsolete so long as the road to the 
Celestial City is trodden by men flee- 
ing for their lives from the City of 
Destruction.

committee for the ensuing year was 
the issue. 

While it was. conceded Mr. Shaw 
would carry all the delegates to the 
conventions, there was a doubt in the 
minds of many over the town commit- 
tee ticket. While it was known there 
would be two tickets in the field, one 
made up of the old town committee, 
openly opposed to Mr. Shaw, and an- 
other favoring the senatorial candidate, 
it was the opinion of many there would 
be considerable scratching and the 
committee would break. The surprise 
came when practically the same vote 
which elected Mr. Shaw’s delegates 
elected a new town committee. 

It was a sweeping victory in no un- 
certain measure. Of the 273 ballots 
cast the Shaw vote was practically 
171, to the opposition’s 102, there be- 
ing slight variation either side of these 
numbers on the various names. 

It was a gala night for Manchester 
folk. A band concert drew crowds 
to the square and during the evening 
fre works and red fire made things 
look like the Fourth of July in the 
centre. After the polls closed a big 
parade was formed and, headed by the 
band, hundreds proceeded up towards 
West Manchester to Mr. Shaw’s 
house where the prospective senator 
was serenaded. 

From all over the county, where 
Mr. Shaw gained surprising victories 
in the selection of candidates favorable 
to his nomination, came Mr. Shaw’s 
friends and took part in the celebration. 


The caucus was called at 7.30 p.m. 
by Chairman Franklin K. Hooper of 
the town committee. Mr. Hooper 
was nominated by acclamation and 
Lyman W. Floyd was elected secre- 
tary by a unanimous vote. W. R. 
Bennett, An Ge Eloopenak: Go A len 
and P. A. Wheaton were appointed 
tellers. It was voted to keep the polls 
open from 7.45 to 9.15. 

During the evening four of the 
voters— Geo. F. Dyer, Richard J. 
Baker, Ralph G. Stanley and William 
Cronin — were challenged by Samuel 
Wheaton of the town committee, but 
all took oath they would support the 
delegates at the convention. 

It took the tellers almost an hour 
to count the votes, a complete an- 
nouncement of which is printed else- 
where. Franklin K. Hooper headed 
both tickets as one of the delegates to 
the State convention and he received 
263 votes, while Edwin P. Stanley, 
who was on both tickets as one of the 
delegates to the County convention, 
received 267 votes. 

The big surprise came in the an- 
nouncement of the vote for town com- 
mittee, when it was seen that the old 
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town committee, some of whom had 
served for 20 years, was thrown over. 
Only three of the former committee — 
Walter R_ Bell, W. W. Hoare and 
Joseph N. Lipman—who had sup- 
ported Mr. Shaw, were returned. 

William W. Hoare, who was on both 
tickets, polled the largest vote of the 
caucus, receiving 270 of the 273 votes 
cast. 3

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Must Destroy Moths ) 
on Own Property. 


’ In connection with the work of the 

gypsy and brown-tail moth commis- 
sion and the notices they have sent 
out for fall and winter work, referred 
toon page 18 of this issue, property 
owners would do well to acquaint 
themselves with the new law enacted 
by the legislatnre on this matter, 
which requires all property owners to 
destroy the egg clusters within a cer- 
tain specified time If they fail to do 
this, ‘‘the town shall destroy the same 
and the amount actually expended 
thereon, not exceeding one-half of one 
per cent. of the assessed value on 
such land, shall be assessed to the 
respective owners.” 

This week the selectmen received 
word that notices are to be sent out 
by the commission at once, requiring 
the work to be done before Dec. 1.

Later in the evening, after the out-of- 
town people had departed, Mr. Shaw 
met the members of his own commit- 
tee in Manchester and a little jollifica- 
tion party was in order for half an 
hour.

Final Tribute paid to the Memory of Late 
Rev. John J. Downey, Monday. 


The little St. Margaret’s church_at 
Beverly Farms was crowded Monday 
morning when the last rites were held 
over the remains of the late Rev. John 
J. Downey. The throng which filled 
the structure to over-flowing and which 
crowded around the entrances and on 
the sidewalk to pay their last tribute 
of respect and love to the memory of 
the late pastor was a sight such as has 
never been seen before at Beverly 
Farms. 

From Manchester came scores of 
the former parishioners, and from 
Beverly and all along the shore came 
many others.

Sunday afternoon, under escort of 
St. Margaret’s court, M.C.O.F., Oliver 
Wendell Holmes council, K of C., and 
Division 12, ‘A.O.H. of Beverly, and 
hundreds of sorrowing friends and 
parishioners, the body was removed 
from the parochial residence to the 
church, where it lay in state till Mon- 
day. Immense throngs attended all 
the masses Sunday morning, but in 
the afternoon the greatest expressions 
of sorrow and sadness were evidenced, 
when many from Manchester and all 
along the shore attended. 

From the time the body was 
brought to the church, it was guarded 
by watchers from the different socie- 
ties. 

Monday morning requiem mass for 

the repose of the soul of the late pas- 
tor was held, Rev. Father Maguire 
officiating. The choir, in charge of 
Miss Lydia B. Hayes, organist, was 
Miss Margaret Quirk, Miss Louise 
McCowan, Miss Julia Grady, Col. 
John H. Watson and Heel ae lsem- 
blay. 
At 10 o’clock the office of the dead 
was chanted and at 10.30 solemn high 
mass was celebrated. Right Rever- 
end William Bryne, vicar general, 
under whom Father Downey labored 
for many years, was the celebrant with 
the Rev. Henry Grady of St. Rose 
church, Chelsea, deacon, and the Rev. 
Philip Gormerly of St. Mary’s church, 
Charlestown, sub deacon. The Rev. 
Joseph G. Anderson of Boston was 
the master of ceremonies. 

Rev. John T. O’Brien of the Gate 
of Heaven church, South Boston, de- 
livered the eulogy, and he spoke in 
most glowing terms of the work done 
by Fr. Downey for the Working Boys 
Home and for the work he had done 
since coming to the North Shore. 

The St. Cecelia’s quartet of Boston 
rendered several selections during the 


services. At the close of the services 
many remained and looked once more 
upon the face of the dead pastor.

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Fall and Winter Work Against 
Gypsy and Brown-tail Moths. 


Superintendent Kirkland, for the 
suppression of the gypsy and brown- 
tail moths, is getting ready for the 
falland winter campaign against the 
pest, and to that end he is sending to 
the mayors and selectmen, tree war- 
dens and superintendents of the moth- 
suppression work, throughout the 
infested district, which now includes 
Essex and Suffolk counties, most of 
Middlesex and Plymouth counties 
and the eastern part ofNorfolk. 

These posters are to be put up in 
conspicuous places, such as_ stores, 
post-offices and railroad stations in 
order that the public may become 
familiar, first, with the appearance of 
the moths in fall, winter and early 
spring ; and second, with the approved 
methods of fighting them. This is 
a part of the present plan of state 
work against the moths, which pro- 
vides above all else for local work and 
seeks to lay the responsibility of the 
initiative upon the individual citizen. 

We are glad to print here a copy of 
the poster so that all may see along 
what lines the commission intends to 
work. 

“FALL AND WINTER WORK AGAINST 
Gypsy AND Brown .TatL Motus — 
The destruction of these pests by 
property owners is now required by 
law. During the fall, winter and early 
spring these insects are dormant and 
can be easily found and destroyed. 

“Gypsy Morua— The gypsy moth 
winters in the egg stage. The egg 
clusters are yellow, generally oval in 
outline, and can be found on trees 
(chiefly ), houses, walls, fences, etc. 

«‘ REMEDY — Soak the egg clusters 
thoroughly with creosote mixture 
applied with a small brush. Never 
scrape off egg clusters. 

“ Brown Tart Motu — The brown 
tail moth winters in caterpillar colo- 
nies, spun up in dead leaves at the 
tips of the twigs of fruit and shade 
trees. 

“RemMEDY—Cut off and burn the webs 
or nests, taking care that none are 
left on the ground. A long-handled 
pruner is the best tool for this work. 
‘‘TMPORTANT — The work against 

the gypsy moth should begin at once , 
against the brown tail moth as soon as 
the leaves fall. By doing this work 
thoroughly you will save yourself the 
expense of having it done later by the 
local officials.”

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Former Manchester Teacher. 


Aaron B. Palmer, former principal 
of the Manchester high school, has 
attracted much attention in Somer- 
ville by the system of dismissing 
school and by the eight-piece orches- 
tra which he has organized among the 
children. Last spring Manchester 
people had the privilege of enjoying a 
concert given by Mr. Palmer’s orches- 
tra which he organized in his Lynn 
school last year. The Boston Journal 
says: 

Pupils, marching four abreast, in 
perfect step, with hands at side and 
heads erect, to the music of an eight- 
piece orchestra, is a sight that is daily 
drawing crowds to watch the dismis- 
sal of the Highland grammar school 
in Somerville. There are 600 of them. 

A. B. Palmer, the new principal 
of the school, has started a reform 
in the dismissal methods in his city. 
The ordinary methods of dismissal 
now in vogue is to get the pupils in 
line as far as the door, where pande- 
monium promptly breaks loose. Mr. 
Palmer has now organized in his 
school one of the cleverest child or- 
chestras in New England. It is com- 
posed of two at the piano, two violins, 
two boys at the clappers, a cornet, 
and a drum and triangle. 

The school marches out in divisions, 
and has a hundred-foot march from 
the door of the school across a con- 
crete yard to the main street. 


That State Highway. 


It will be a matter of interest to 
- North Shore folk, especially those 
who own automobiles or are fond of 
long drives, to know there is a well- 
defined movement on foot for the 
completion of the already well estab- 
lished road system from Beverly to 
Gloucester, through Salem to Swamp- 
scott and Nahant. 

A conference was held in the office 
of Mayor Peterson, at Salem, Monday 
afternoon, between the Mayor, repre- 
sentatives from the Board of Trade 
and Merchants’ association and W. 
D. Sohier of Beverly, the last named 
representing shore residents. These 
residents wish a better way through 
Salem to get back and forth from the 
Swampscott-Nahant summer colony 
to the North Shore colony, and they 
are desirous of having a boulevard 
from Beverly bridge to Webb street, 
along the shore of Collins cove. 

A plan of the proposed route was 
presented, which provides for a 60- 
foot way. It is thought that the 
State highway commission might do 
something to assist in the construc- 
tion of this way, as it has never spent 
a dollar in Salem to speak of.

PASTOR ORDAINED. 
(Continued from Page 1.) 
if not the youngest, minister ever or- 
dained in Manchester. Only a few 
months ago had he reached the age— 
21—when he could be ordained. 

The exercises were largely attended 
by members of the church and friends, 
despite the fact several other events 
kept many away. The rostrum of 
the church was decorated with flow- 
ess, a large cross of flowers standing 
in the rear, and a large arch of green 
and white reaching from one side of 
the platform, in the rear, to the other. 

Fred K. Swett sang with pleasing 
effect after the invocation, and the 
congregation sang ‘‘ Coronation.” 

Rev. J. L. Campbell, D.D., of Cam- 
bridge, former pastor of the Lexington 
Avenue Baptist church of New York 
city, preached the ordination sermon. 
A striking coincidence in this connec- 
tion is the fact that Mr. Brewster 
attended Dr. Campbell’s church in 
New York, was converted under him 
and was baptized and accepted into 
membership of the church by him. 

“Two Tests Applied to Christian- 
ity’’ was the the subject selected by 
Dr. Campbell, and his text was from 
John 4:42 —“ Now we believe, not 
because of thy saying, for we have 
heard him ourselves, and know that 
this is indeed the Christ, the Saviour 
of the world.” 

“Can we know with any degree of 
certainly that the Bible is of God, and 
that its teachings are absolutely and 
unquestionably divine?”’ interrogated 
Dr. Cambell in opening the subject. 
“ Other nations have had their relig- 
ions; how can we know that the 
religion of Jesus is the only one that 
has come from above ? Other religions 
have had their sacred books, too ; how 
can we tell that this book alone con- 
tains God’s special message addressed 
to a sinful world? 

“We believe because of the testi- 
mony of others, and we believe because 
we ourselves have experienced. But 
how can I be sure that any of these 
events the Bible tells us about ever 
occurred? All] the alleged witnesses 
have been dead and buried for eigh- 
teen centuries. Might-not his disci- 
ples be deceived or deceivers? Oh, if 
I had only been there myself! 

“ But let me say that the age of 
Christ was not a dark, but an en- 
lightened one ; Rome was in the very 
zenith of her intellectual and material 
splendor. Palestine, too, abounded 
with schools of learning. 

“Instead of being credulous, it was 
a period of doubt and disbelief and 
widespread scepticism. Philosophy 
had destroyed faith in heathen divin- 
ities. Belief had gone. 

“The disciples could not be de- 
ceived, for they had seen Jesus often 
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after his resurrection. They could 
not be deceivers, for they had every- 
thing to lose and nothing to gain by 
their avowal. 

“We are in a better position to 
judge of the truth of Christianity to- 
day than had we lived in Palestine in 
the time of Christ. You may occupy 
a place so close to a painting that the 
picture will be blurred. You must 
stand back a certain distance. I un- 
derstand the Reformation now far 


Sabbath, and let 50 years go by, so 
that the influence of Christian teach- 
ing may ina measure disappear, and 
you may not need to go to the future 
to find a hell. You would have it 
right kere in Boston. 

“* Personaly. experience, Hf you 
want to know for yourself about the 
truth of anything, no matter what, 
then the preceding condition must be 
supplied, and only then can you ascer- 
tain. Christianity occupies precisely

better than if I had lived among the 
excitements and confusions of that 
disturbed period. 

‘‘We have a great advantage over 
those who lived on earth when Christ 
appeared among men. We know what 
Christianity has done for the worid. 
We know what it is doing now. It 
has blotted out nameless sins, banished 
human slavery, exalted womanhood, 
ennobled childhood, dried up earth’s 
sorrows and sent millions singing home 
to glory. 

“We speak of the miracles which 
Christ wrought while on earth; but 
mightier marvels are being accom- 
plished by Christ every day. Banish 
the religion of the Bible from the 
land, close our churches, extinguish 
our altar fires, scatter our Sunday 
schools, do away with the Christian 


that same scientific ground. Supply 
the conditions and you will know. 
Repent of your sins and renounce 
them. Cast them off and become 
dead to them. Accept the Lord Jesus 
as your all-sufficient Saviour, and then 
you will ascertain in your own deepest 
consciousness that Christianity is di- 
vine. The human heart, in its deep- 
est longings, hungers after the living 
God, and he alone can satisfy. 

«“ Ah, friends, put out the light of 
history and history will repeat itself 
and rise and write itself anew. Put 
out the light of discovery; other 
Columbuses will come, and the hidden 
continents and the unknown islands 
will emerge from the trackless waves. 
Put out the light of civilization: that 
has been frequently done, and a better 
has arisen upon the ruins of the old.

Put out all knowledge, all literature, 
all advancement, extinguish the torch 
of them all, and the race that found 
them will in time restore them. 

«But once put out the light of the 
blessed Bible, awakening a morning 
in a hundred lands, filling the dark 
valley of the shadow of death with the 
golden beams of the Son of Righteous- 
ness; the candle of the soul; the 
torch of earth; the glory of the skies ; 
once put out this light, and there 
remains no more altar at which a 
world’s hopes can be rekindled, and, 
therefore, 


“¢ Should all the forms that men devise 
- Assail my faith with treacherous art, 
I’d call them vanity and lies, 
And bind the Gospel to my heart.’” 


Rev. W. H. Eaton, D.D., of Boston 
made the ordaining prayer. 

Rev. H. J. White said in extending 
the hand of fellowship to Mr: Brews- 
ter: “It. is a great privilege to me 
to represent that noble order of Baptist 
ministers in extending to you — one 
raised from the common people — the 
hand of fellowship. 

«First, I want to remind you that 
the fellowship is one of separation 
unto Christ. You may wear a red 
necktie, you may whistle the popular 
airs on the street, you are a man, but 
remember, that from this time on you 
are in a class by yourself. 

«Then again, I welcome you to a 
fellowship of suffering with Christ, to 
a fellowship of service for Christ, and 
to a fellowship of satisfaction in 
Christe 

«The charge to pastor ’’ was given 
by Rev. C. H. Wheeler of Danvers, 
who said in part: 

“You are for the service of the 
Lord and for the helpfulness and 
welfare of the people. Look out for 
your body; make it the best body 
possible. Look out for the mental 
equipment ; make that the best. And 
lastly, cultivate your spirit.”’ 

Rev. Alexander Blackburn, D.D., 
of Salem was very interesting in his 
“charge to church.” Said he: 

‘‘T once heard a minister charge the 
church to ‘talk him up,’ ‘pray him 
up,’ and ‘pay him up,’ and the man 
only stayedsix months. I don’t know 
whether he got his pay or not. 

‘«‘ There are three words in the New 
Testament which we should under- 
stand. They are ‘elder,’ ‘bishop,’ 
and the other word is ‘pastor,’ the 
sweetest of them all. I charge you to 
help him in the course of education he 
has laid out, so that he may become 
the elder. The bishop is to oversee 
the church, but I am afraid some 
churches (not this one) get that 
twisted. They make it their business 
to oversee the pastor. But I charge 
you to recognize the place of the man. 
I charge you to do team work. , If 
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you do as good team work this fall. as 
the Harvard foot ball team do you 
will accomplish something. Recognize 
that he is your bishop. 

‘‘ But the best word in this relation 
is pastor —shepherd. He leads the 
flock. If you are more willing to 
hear the cry of the wolf than the 
shepherd, the pastor cannot do much. 
It is his place to see that his people 
are not eaten by these ravenous 
wolves. 

“You can lead young people to the 
truth, but you can’t make them take 
itin. You can’t do much with a man 
who pores over a newspaper till the 
last bell rings on Sunday morning. 
Look out for your appetite; come 
here Sunday morning with your mind 
clear of the ways of the world. It 
wouldn’t hurt you if you read your 
Bible an hour before you came to 
church.” 

Then followed the singing of the 
ordination hymn, written for the occa- 
sion by Rev. F. B. Sleeper of Rowley 
and-fitted to the tune of Louvan.

Real Gstate 


Mr. Ayer Buys Large Estate at Pride’s 


One of the most important real es-

HISTORIC LANDMARK 
[Continued on Page 1, 1st column.] 

The “Old Corner Store’’ was 
erected soon after the close of the 
Revolutionary War by Major Lee. It 
was first used as a storehouse by the 
owner, who conducted a fishing busi- 
ness and afterwards as a store and 
dwelling house by Elizabeth Crafts, 
the great-grandmother of George 
Forster Allen, the present occupant 
of the place. In fact Mrs. Crafts was 
married, so it is said, in the corner of 
the store, nearest the square. 

After this a shoe and tailor shop 
was established here, and still later it 
was used asa reading room and_bar- 
ber shop. Again, it was turned into 
a lunch room, with delicious, cool, 
root beer one of the big drawing cards. 

Then it was converted into a cabinet 
shop, where first class furniture was 
manufactured in the days when Man- 
chester was at her best in the cabinet 
making industry. 

After that it reverted back to a 
barber’s shop and oyster saloon. 

In 1849, within the memory of some 
of the present residents of the town, 
it was remodeled and converted into 
a dry goods and grocery store (con- 
ducted by Burnham & Gentlee) and a 
place of residence. It continued thus 
till 1870 when the present occupant, 
George Forster Allen, came into it, 
and has since conducted the business 
of a department store, with dry and 
fancy goods, gents’ furnishings, etc., 
and at one time a boot and shoe busi- 
ness.

visit. A pastor for the Manchester 
church will be appointed shortly. 

The Rev. Fr. Walsh, the new _ pas- 
tor of St. Margaret’s church, is one of 
the best known and most highly es- 
teemed churchmen in the archdiocese, 
and one widely recognized as a scholar 
and theologian. He completed his 
college course at Boston College in 
1879. 

Upon his determination to enter the 
priesthood he was selected to repre- 
sent the Boston archdiocese at the 
American College in Rome, where he 
distinguished himself among his fel- 
low-students who represented the best 
ability from the several American 


Catholic colleges. He gain conspicu- 


ous distinction in philosophy and the- 
ology. 

In May, 1883, he was ordained to 
the priesthood and was appointed by 
the archbishop as an assistant on the 
parochial staff of the Cathedral of the 
Holy Cross, and for upward of 22 
years has been connected with that 
church. 

During his years at the Cathedral 
the Rev. Fr. Walsh has filled every 
position on the parish staff from that 
of junior curate to rector, and in all 
his work he has been most successful. 
One of the first duties intrusted to 
him was the direction of the Cathedral 
Sunday school, one of the largest and 
most important in the archdiocese.

SENATE PRESIDENCY 


Practical Politics Maps Out the Future of 
James F. Shaw of Manchester 

In its last issue Practical Politics 
maps out a most brilliant future for 
Manchester’s Senator-to-be, James F. 
Shaw, in the following article : 

“James F. Shaw, who is now prac- 
tically certain of the nomination for 
Senator in the Third Essex district, 
was a recent visitor to Haverhill, and 
he received the glad hand on all sides. 
The son is fully as popular in this 
eooty as his father, ex-State Treas- 
urer E. P. Shaw, who served in the 
State Senate once from the Fourth 
Essex district. 

“Tt was the first visit of the Man- 
chester senatorial candidate to Haver- 
hill for some time, and his brief trip 
started general political gossip, not the 
least of which was the unconfirmed 
rumor that he intended smoothing the 
way for Inspector of Buildings Robert 
H. Mitchell by inducing Mayor Wood 
not to run for a third term. 

“There was also the report, that 
spread rapidly, that James F’., as soon 
as he completed one term in the Sen- 
ate, intended to enter the lists to suc- 
ceed Cong. Gardner. This, however, 
is not for the near future, as Haverhill 
friends of the young street railway 
magnate have just learned that his 
ambition is to eventually become pres- 
ident of the Senate. 

“It is accepted for a fact that, 
having secured the nomination without 
opposition in the Gloucester-Newbury- 
port district, Mr. Shaw will receive a 
second term. President Dana of the 
State Senate is understood to be will- 
ing to retire after serving two terms 
as the presiding officer, so that, after 
serving one year, the Manchester

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senator-to-be will be thoroughly versed 
in parliamentary laws and _ eligible, 
when he begins his second term, for 
the presidency of the upper branch of 
the State legislature. 

‘“*Mr. Shaw will, if he secures the 
presidency, be in line for a third term 
as Senator, as it is customary for a 
Senator to have the presidency for 
two years. This would keep the 
Manchester man at the State House 
until 1908, and by that time Gardner 
will have completed another term in 
Congress. 

‘ With a presidential election on in 
1908, the friends of the junior Shaw 
figure it out that he will possess suffi- 
cient qualities and enough statesman- 
ship to aspire to go to Congress, and 
already they are predicting that with 
the strength he showed in winning his 
senatorial nomination, he will become 
a formidable opponent if Congressman 
Gardner should decide to ask for still 
another term at that time. 

“This is indeed a program. And 
after that the speakership of the 
national house, mayhap; and then, 
if Massachusetts becomes a doubtful 
State, as it might by that time — who 
knows — the young Napoleon of street 
railways for the White House. How- 
ever, for the present, one thing at a 
time. It is the Senate fight that is 
now on. 

“ Those who figure on Republicans 
deserting Shaw point to the great 
congressional fight three years ago, 
when Samuel Rhodes of Marblehead, 
the Democratic candidaee, received 
so many Republican votes as to almost 
shake A. P. Gardner’s grasp on the 
district.”’

The insinuation in our short article 
on “ Loyalty Needed,” in last week’s 
BREEZE that “the new recruits’”’ to

If his position before the caucus was 
opposed to Mr. Shaw for senator, he 
is now willing to lay down the gaunt- 
let and support the nominee of the 
convention. 


Town Appropriations 
for the Gypsy Moths 


As the. fall and winter season is 
coming on, and the beautiful trees 


which make the North Shore so at- 
tractive in summer become relieved 
of their beautifully shaded foliage, 
the question of suppressing the gypsy 
and brown-tail moths once more arises. 
Last spring, and, in fact, well into the 
summer, the work of destroying the 
moths was carried on, but the officials 
connected with the commission ap- 
pointed by the State say there must 
be considerable work done along the 
North Shore before another season or 
the moths will overwhelm us before 
we know it. 

The new law passed by the last 
legislature requires cities and towns 
to raise for the destruction of gypsy 
moths one twenty-fifth of one per 
cent. of the valuation, which in Man- 
chester ($10,935,692) would amount to 
$4,378, which amount must be raised 
and expended if the commission deems 
it necessary, though it is probable the 
town can get along with much less. 

The Boston Transcript in comment- 
ing on this matter a few days ago said 
editorially : 


Those citizens of Arlington who 
have petitioned to the selectmen to 
insert in the warrant for the town 
meeting next month an article for an 
appropriation of $20,000 for the sup- 
pression of the gypsy moths desire to 
take full advantage of the new State 
law, and clear their territory of gypsy 
moths at once by making an adequate 
appropriation. 

There is little doubt that if the mat- 
ter is fully understood the appropria- 
tion will be voted, and other towns 
and cities in the Commonwealth would 
do well to take advantage of the sim- 
ilar opportunity offered to them. We 
believe that if the law passed by the 
last Legislature were generally under- 
stood the infested towns would be 
glad to avail themselves of its provi- 
sions. How it will work may be 
shown by an estimate for the town of 
Arlington alone. 

During 1905 the town, one of the 
most beautiful of Massachusetts com- 
munities, has expended $5000 for ex- 
termination of the pests that were 
destroying its beauty. Now with the 
$20,000 asked for at the November 
town meeting, this would give a total 
of $25,000. The amount which Ar- 
lington is required by the State law 
to raise for the destruction of gypsy 
moths is one twenty-fifth of one per 
cent. of the valuation ($9,500,000), or 
$3800. 

By raising $21,200 more than the 
law requires the town will become en- 


titled to a reimbursement of eighty 


per cent. from the State, equal to 
$16,960. The practical result of this 
law, therefore, is to place the heavy 
burden of the expense upon the State 
rather than the town. At a cost to 
the town of $8040 the town may have 
$16,960 expended on it by the State._ 
There should be little difficulty in 
inducing the people of Arlington to 
take advantage of an opportunity like 
this.

S. of V. Entertained by 
Account of Trip to Gettysburg 


A pleasant feature of the regular 
meeting of Camp 149, S. of V., Man- 
chester, Tuesday evening, was the 
account given by Com. Floyd of his 
recent visit to Gettysburg, where he 
went as a delegate to the National 
Convention, S. of V. After a de- 
tailed account of the convention itself 
Mr. Floyd gave a pleasant and enter- 
taining talk on the sights and many 
interesting things seen en route, from 
the time the party boarded the special 
car in the South station till they re- 
turned again. He spoke of the jollity 
and good feeling that prevailed among 
the members of the party, of his visit 
to Penn Marr Mountain, a high hill 
overlooking the beautiful city of 
Reading; he told of Gettysburg, em- 
phasizing the fact that comparatively 
little could be seen of that historic 
spot in such a short time as he had, — 
he dealt, therefore, only in general- 
ities; he spoke of the return home, 
of the visit to Hagerstown, to Har- 
per’s Ferry, to Washington and down 
the Potomac to Mt. Vernon. At the 
close Mr. Floyd was given a rising 
vote of thanks, and all the members 
partook of a collation that had been 
prepared. 


Petition Granted 


The Manchester buard of selectmen, 
at their meeting Wednesday evening, 
granted to Wm. Fleming and other 
signers of the petition the right to 
construct a system of drainage for 
surface water from their property on 
Desmond avenue, through Brook 
street to the brook. This matter 
came up before the town at the last 
town meeting, and it was referred to 
the board of health, after a vigorous 
protest by some against granting such 
a petition as being a poor precedent. 

The board of health, some weeks 
ago, gave the petitioners the right to 
withdraw, as it was not in the power 
of that body to grant privilege to 
carry’ water from cesspools to any 
stream in town. 

A new petition was drawn up and 
presented to the board of selectmen, 
who disposed of the matter as above, 
in accordance with plan presented. 
This plan calls for a pipe running 
through the rear of the Wm. Flem- 
ing, Chas. Dodge, E. H. Height land 
from the Lewis Kilham lot to that of 
T. A. Robbins, and thence at right 
angles an 8-inch drain pipe runs 
through the H. H. Preston land to a 
catch basin on Brook street, thence 
by a 12-inch pipe along the edge of 
the Putnam land to the brook.

start one of Mr. Shaw’s stanchest 
supporters, Mr. Shaw’s name was pre- 
sented and in another enthusiastic 
speech the nomination was seconded 
by Fred W. Tibbetts of Gloucester, 
after which the nomination was made 
unanimous by acclamation, every dele- 
gate rising when the question was 
put, and giving three rousing cheers 
for the Manchester man. 


JAMES F. SHAW. 


The convention lacked the least 
symptom of the excitement which 
very often prevails, everything being 


~ Shaw from start to finish. 


George K. Knowlton of Hamilton 
called the convention to order and the 
call was read by Cornelius F. Haley 
of Rowley. The committee on cred- 
entials, composed of G. B. Creaton of 
Newburyport, J. B. Pickett of Wen- 
ham, Aaron Cogswell of Essex, D. C. 


' Smith of Hamilton and Chas. O. 


Bailey of Newbury reported the con- 
vention entitled to 43 votes. There 
were two lacking from Gloucester and 
one from Rockport, which vacancies 
were filled. 

Edward G. Moody of Newburyport 
was chosen chairman and Mr. Haley 


of Rowley, clerk. Then followed the 


nomination of the candidates, after 
which Mr. Shaw was escorted to the 
hall by a committee composed of 
Mayor Houston of Newburyport, Mr. 
Willmonton of Manchester and Mr. 
Tibbetts of Gloucester. After a rous- 
ing reception, Mr. Shaw made a few 
well pointed remarks, and spoke at 
length on his plans if elected. 

Geo. S. Sinnicks of Manchester 
was elected on the district committee. 
C. Homer Barrett of Gloucester was 
elected a member of the State Central 
committee. 


After the convention, dinner was 
served to the delegates, through the 
invitation of Mr. Shaw, at the Aga- 
wam house. 

Manchester’s representation at the 
convention consisted of Messrs. Sin- 
nicks, Willmonton, Howe and Floyd. 
Gloucester sent up three car loads and 
a drum corps. The Ipswich band was 
also brought into use for the occasion. 

Mr.Willmonton’s nominating speech 
follows : 


« My. Chairman and Gentlemen: It 
is so seldom that Manchester, the 
little town that nestles by the sea on 
the eastern border of this district, has 
the privilege of naming the candidate 
for senatorial honors, that I consider 
it a personal privilege to place in 
nomination a Manchester man at this 
time. I consider that I am twice 
privileged to place in nomination a 
man who is in every way eminently 
fitted to represent this district with 
honor to himself and credit to the 
county and to the commonwealth; a 
man of the people, a man for the peo- 
ple, and yet a man representing great 
business interests—a combination that 
is extremely difficult to find in these 
days of greed and graft; a man who 
has built his own business from small 
beginnings, little by little, and has 
added to and expanded it, until today 
it stands first and foremost among 
the business interests of its kind in 
the country. 

“And why? and why? gentlemen. 
It is because he posesses that indom- 
itable force of will and energy that 
enables him to surmount every obsta- 
cle and overcome every difficulty that 
besets his path. A man who, when 
he starts to accomplish anything, 
possesses the ability to ‘get there ;’ 
a man who emphasizes that attribute 
that we admire so much in our presi- 
dent, ‘the strenuous.’ 

«And, gentlemen, if our candidate 
has succeeded in making a few more 
dollars than some of the rest of us, it 
simply convinces me that he is just 
the kind of a man that I should like 
to be able to employ to run my own 
business, and a man we can well afford 
to intrust with the business of the 
commonwealth. 

“For, gentlemen, he has not made 
his money by cornering wheat, corn 
or beef, and made the masses of com- 
mon people pay more for the necessi- 
ties of life than they were worth. He 
has not been in control of the oil 
fields and had his hand upon the lever 
that ground two or three cents more 
per gallon out of the common people 
for oil in order that he might endow a 
university, pay a missionary debt or 
enrich himself. 

‘¢ Gentlemen, our candidate has been 
a man who has produced something ; 


he is a man who has created wealth ; 
he is a public benefactor, a man who 
has caused two grains of wheat to 
grow where only one grew before ; an 
employer of labor who never had a 
strike or any kind of difficulty with 
his employees. 

‘‘He has girded this commonwealth 
from end to end with railways, open- 
ing up vast tracks of land for develop- 
ment, bringing taxable property and 
employment to many districts that 
were fast going to seed, bringing the 
isolated inhabitants of those back 
country markets transportation facili- 
ties and neighbors. 

‘‘ He is a man who is in tonch with 
the wants and needs of all classes ; 
who knows what the laborer wants for 
his dinner-pail, and what the business 
interests require to be able to employ 
the laborer with the dinner-pail. 

“ And, gentlemen, while I am from 
the ranks of the toiler myself, and 
while we want the interest of the 
laboring man protected in every possi- 
ble way, we must not overlook the 
fact that in all justice and equity the 
business interests are entitled to a fair 
and legitimate return for the money, 
the brains and the sleepless nights 
they have invested, and we must not 
forget that there can be no true in- 
dustrial prosperity in this country or 
any other without absolute co-opera- 
tion of capital and labor. 

‘*And so, gentlemen, I repeat that 
in our candidate we have a man who 
knows what the laborer wants for his 
dinner-pail and what the business in- 
terests require to be able to employ 
the laborer with the dinner pail. ~ 

“And, gentlemen, in placing our 
candidate before this convention to- 
day, it is with the hope, the antici- 
pation and the prediction that this 
nomination will be but a_ stepping 
stone to a larger sphere of honor to 
him and a larger sphere of usefulness 
to his constituents. 

‘* And now, gentlemen, I take great 
pleasure in presenting this ideal can- 
didate, James F. Shaw of Manchester- 
by-the-Sea.”’

was the scene of much activity Mon- 

day afternoon, when a large crowd, 
intensely interested in the proceed- 
ings, thronged the street and side- 
walks, the occasion being the try-out 
of the new combination hook” and 
ladder truck, the arrival of which, 
after many weeks of expectation and 
waiting, was noted in last week’s 
BREEZE. 

The committee on fire department, 
of the City Council, the fire depart- 
ment engineers, May or Wallis and a 
large representation from the various 
other city departments, and invited 
guests, were present. The machine 
was duly tested and found to be 
strictly up to all the requirements, 
and all that the makers claim for it. 

-After acceptance on the part of the 
committee it was housed in the West 
street engine house, where it is a 
splendid adjunct to the already fine 
appearance of the department appara- 
tus. 

At G.A.R. hall, in the evening, a 
banquet was held and speechmaking 
was in order. 

It is a Seagrave type of truck, 20 
feet in length, made of wood and steel 
trussed from end to end. It is painted 
a rich vermillion, trimmed with gold, 
such as is put on the highest grade of 
fire apparatus. 

There is a 25-foot extra wall ladder, 
two 20-foot Seagrave trussed ladders, 
one roof ladder, one 15-foot truss roof 
ladder with folding roof hook, one 18- 
foot Seagrave wall ladder, one 11-foot 
Seagrave wall ladder, all made of the 
best Oregon pine. 

The chemical engine consists of 
two 25-gallon tanks of the Holloway 
type, tanks lying horizontally under 
the trucks and made of copper. There 
is 150 feet of chemical engine hose, 
with hose pipe and all the necessary 
equipment. 

The truck, which weighs about 
3,300 pounds, .is fully equipped with 
lanterns and wire baskets, tool boxes, 
blankets, railings, and is the same as 
is in use in New York, Providence, 
Pawtucket, Holyoke and Lynn, anda 
chemical of the same make has just 
been shipped to Gloucester.

Church of the Nativity parish in Mer- 
rimac, Mass., and St. Ann’s parish in 
West Newbury, Fr. Powers’ appoint- 
ment comes in the form of a transfer 
for his health, which has not been 
good for several years past. He was 
taken ill about two years ago with a 
severe attack of pneumonia, and since 
then has been compelled to be very 
careful, so that, with the growing work 
and care of two parishes, a change 
seemed very necessary. 

In his new location, at Manchester, 
while the duties may not be less ardu- 
ous, they will be more congenial, and 
as the parish is comparatively a new 
one, he will have an ample field for 
usefulness. 

Rev. William F. Powers was born in 
Boston, Feb. 24, 1861, and received 
his early education in the public 
schools of that city, graduating from 
the Quincy grammar school in 1873, 
and from the English high school in 
1876. He then entered Boston col- 
lege and graduated from that institu- 
tion in 1882, continuing his studies at 
Troy, N.Y., seminary, being ordained 
there in December, 1885. 

He was assigned to duty at Boston 
cathedral, and in July, 1886, he went 
to St. Mary’s church in Charlestown, 
remaining there until June, 1891, when 
he was transferred to Sts. Peter and 
Paul’s of South Boston. In February, 
1895, he became assistant editor of 
the Sacred Heart Review, a position 
which he held with great credit. 

In November, 1899, he was assigned 
to Merrimac and West Newbury, and 
since his pastorate there, not only 
have the material affairs of his church 
prospered, but he has endeared him- 
self to all the town’s people, regard- 
less of creed. 

‘“‘Of a pleasant nature, genial, a 
gentleman under all conditions, a lit- 
erateur and orator of acknowledged 
ability,” says the Merrimac Budget, 
“his transfer will mean a distinct loss 
to this town (Merrimac), and his new 
parish is to be congratulated on the 
good fortune of securing such an able 
man.”

MASTERS OF 
ENGLISH LITERATURE 


Jeremy Taylor. (1613-1667.) 


By D. F. Lamson. 


The 17th century in England was 
rich in great and gifted minds. Of 
these, John Bunyan and Jeremy 


Taylor may be regarded as repre- 


sentatives of the extremes of cul- 
ture and position. The one was a 
man of the people, uneducated in 
the schools, a despised _ sectary, 
hunted, cast into prison, a byword 
to his own generation; the other, a 
man of courts, steeped in antique 
learning, polished, elegant and ad- 
mired, a dignitary of the realm, the 
peer of men like Bacon and Milton 
and Sidney. But it is Bunyan, the 
tinker and dreamer, and not Taylor, 
the prelate and orator, who is now 


most known, most quoted, and most 
honored. Both deserve a high place 
in the estimation of all who can 
prize genius and goodness, no mat- 
ter in what walks in life and amidst 
what adventitious circumstances 
they are found. 

Jeremy Taylor was born in Cam- 
bridge in 1613. He was a descend- 
ant of the Dr. Rowland Taylor men- 
tioned by Foxe as suffering martyr- 
dom under Queen Mary. He was 
prepared to enter college before he 
was thirteen years of age. His suc- 
cessor in office, Dr. Rust, says of 
him in his funeral oration, “Had he 
lived among the ancient pagans, he 
had Leen ushered into the world 
with a miracle, and swans would 
have danced and sung at his birth; 
and no less than the son ci Apollo, 
and he must have been a great hero,

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Gamewell System Installed 


The best is none too good for Man- 
chester, especially when it comes to 
the fire department. The Gamewell 
storage battery and switchboard which 
has just been installed to perfect the 
fire alarm system, is the best thing of 
its kind in existence. 

The adoption of this system was 
recommended by Chief Hoare in his 
annual report to succeed the old 
gravity system, which had many im- 
perfections, and money was appropri- 
ated. The past week the system was 
installed by the Gamewell Fire Alarm 
& Telephone Co., of New York. The 
‘system is the best yet put in use for 
fire alarm purposes, and though this 
is on a much smaller scale, it is just 
the same as is in use in most of the 
large cities. 

There are two sets of cells, one of 
which is charged every week by a 


generator run by a $ h.p. dynamo, - 


which gets its power from the Man- 
chester Electric Co. wires. It is cal- 
culated the cost of this will be about 
$20 a year, while by the old system 
the cost was about $80. Not only is 
the new system a great saving, but it 
is safer. It can be depended upon. 
Engineer Harlan Preston is in charge 
of the new system. 

Provision is made for adding an- 
other set of jars, in case more boxes 
are added at any time. Manchester 
can certainly feel proud of the addi- 
tion. 

The next thing the town needs for 
a further perfection of its already well 
appointed fire department is the com- 
pressed air whistle. It is said this 
whistle gives perfect success. Though 
it would cost $1500 to install one, the 
yearly cost of running it would only 


be about $10. It could be put on top 
the engine house, and certainly no- 
body could then complain of not hear- 
ing the whistle. The engineers ought 
to look into the matter and bring it 
up at the March meeting.

For some time his health has not 
been good and last March he decided 
make a change, thinking a trip to the 
Pacific coast might help him. He 
left accordingly March 7 for Cali- 
fornia, going by way of the Panama 
route to San Francisco, whence he 
went to Oroville, where he visited a 
friend till Sept. 15, when, not receiv- 
ing the benefit he had hoped for, he 
started for home, intending to stop at 
Los Angeles and Portland, Ore., and 
reaching home about Sept. 30.

Helen Forster Leach Hooper 


Helen Forster Leach Hooper, widow 
of the late Edward A. Hooper of the 
New York Central railroad, and sister 
of the late George C. Leach, presi- 
dent of the People’s National bank of 
Boston, passed away at the home of 
her daughter in New York last Sun- 
day, and was brought to Manchester 
for burial Tuesday.

Her parents 
were Dr. Ezekiel Leach, author of 
the original History of Manchester 
and brother of the late Captain 
Thomas Leach of Manchester, and 
Charlotte E. Forster, daughter of the 
late Major Israel Forster. 

Though born in Boston she spent 
her girlhood in Manchester, the family 
having returned here in 1842. She 
attended Mr. Price’s private school 
and the Ipswich Female Academy. 
She was a member of the Congrega- 
tional church, sang in the choir and 
was always active in church work. 
She taught in various schools of the 
town, and for a number of years had 
charge of the grammar school. 


In November, 1863, she was united 
in marriage to Edward A. Hooper of 
this town. After a few years in Bos- 
ton, they removed to Akron, Ohio, 
whence they moved, about 1871, to 
New York City, where the remainder 
of their lives were spent, Mr. Hooper 
passing away about six yearsago. For 
the past few years Mrs. Hooper made 
her home with her only daughter, 
Mrs. Daniel de Wolf Weaver in New 
York. 

Her death was the result of an 
accident, being thrown to the ground 
on alighting from an open car. Her 
hip was broken and she received in- 
ternal injurious, from which she died 
last Sunday. She was a member of 
Dr. Kittridge’s church of New York 
city, and was returning from prayer 
meeting when the accident occurred. 

Funeral services were held over the 
remains in New York city Tuesday 
evening, and the body was brought 
to Manchester on the 9 o’clock train 
Wednesday, where the body was in- 
terred in the Forster cemetery (pri- 
vate), Rev. C. A. Lincoln, pastor of 
the local church, offering prayer.

STOPPING AUTO ACCIDENTS. 


There Should Be Regulations Pre- 
scribing the Qualifications of 
Chauffeurs, and Officials to Sup- 
port Them. 


Judge Lambert Tree of Chicago, 
who had a cottage at Beverly 
Farms last season, says that. auto 
accidents will continue and grow in 
number until there is something to 
govern the qualifications of chauf- 
feurs. Speed regulations alone will 
not answer the purpose. The Chi- 
cago Tribune in commenting on his 
attitude has this to say: 

“Mr. Lambert Tree is right in be- 
lieving that speed regulations alone, 
even though severe and well en- 
forced, will never stop automobile 
accidents. If all chauffeurs were 
skilled, clear headed, and law abid- 
ing, such regulations would be ef- 
fective. But most people who run 
automobiles lack one or all of these 
qualities. Some of them are so in- 
expert or so easily lose their heads 
that they cause accidents when con- 
scientiously complying with the 
speed laws. Others are skilful but 
reckless and set the law at defiance. 

“It is remarkable how careless 
owners are as to the person to 
whom they trust their automobiles. 
The man who has a spirited horse 


for which he has-paid-$500 or $1000 
does not think of letting a weak and 
nervous woman or an incompetent 
or reckless coachman drive him. He 
fears that the animal would be in- 
jured or would run away and hurt 
or kill somebody. But, as Mr. Tree 
says, children barely in their ‘teens,’ 
hysterical women, and reckless or 
drunken men are allowed to drive 
$3000 or $4000 or $5000 automobiles 
along crowded city streets appar- 
ently with no thought that the ma- 
chine and people’s limbs and lives 
are thereby imperilled. 

“The automobile, as Mr. Tree 
points out, is really a locomotive, 
heavy, and capable of great speed. 
The steam railway locomotive does 
not run on a public highway crowd- 
ed with pedestrians and other ve- 
liicles, as does the automobile, but 
on a highway devoted exclusively 
to railway purposes. It runs. on 
strong steel rails, while the automo- 
bile is confined to no particular 
track and requires constant, skilful 
guidance. On a slippery street it 
may veer in any direction. But, 
while the locomotive engineer, be- 
fore he is intrusted with a fast pas- 
senger train, must have hada long 
experience as fireman and engineer 
on freight trains, men and women are 
allowed to run automobile locomo- 


tives when they have had almost no 
experience with them. 

“Self-interest and common hu- 
manity ought to prompt automobile 
owners to take more care to see 
that no one runs their machines who 
is not competent. Experience has 
proved only too conclusively that 
many will not voluntarily do this. 
There ought, therefore, to be regu- 
lations prescribing the qualifica- 
tions of chauffeurs and officials to 
enforce compliance with them. The 
child chauffeur, the weak, hysterical 
woman chauffeur, the incompetent 
or reckless man chauffeur, ought all 
to be driven off and kept off city 
streets. They are dangerous to 
themselves and a nuisance and a 
peril to others.”

MASTERS OF ENGLISH LITERATURE 


(Continued from Page 1, 2d column.) 


the god of wisdom and eloquence.” 

From college, Taylor went to 
London, and was appointed lecturer 
at St. Paul’s. His biographer speaks 
at this time of his “florid beauty,” 
his “sweet and pleasant air,’ and 
his “sublime and raised discourses,” 
which made his hearers “take him 
for some young angel, newly de- 
scended from the visions of glory.” 
Such laudation seems fulsome and 
excessive, but it is quite according 
to the taste and spirit of the times. 
In 1642, Taylor was made Doctor of 
Divinity, and even at this early age, 
his mind was a wonderful _ store- 
house of knowledge, his fancy was 
discursive and brilliant, and _ his 
powers of imagination of the high- 
est order. Preferment after prefer- 
ment was heaped upon him. It is 
difficult to say what his life and 
work would have been, had he con- 
tinued to breathe the atmosphere of 
the court and to bask in the royal 
favor. For dark days came, and in 
the troubled scenes during the wars 
of the Cavaliers and Roundheads, 
the downfall of the Stuart dynasty 
and the times of the Protectorate, 
Taylor with many others of the 
clergy, was forced into practical 
exile; deprived of his living and 
home, he retired to Wales, where 
he supported himself for a time by 
teaching. During the confusion and 
turmoil of this period, the gentle 
scholar and preacher, ill-fitted to 
brave the tempests that hurtled 
around him, was lost to sight by the 
world of society and fashion. But 
it was in this enforced solitude, that 
he wrote the. works that have en- 
shrined his name among the great 
masters of English literature. “Cast 
ashore in a private corner of the 
world, a tender Providence shroud- 
ed him under her wings, and the 
prophet was fed in the wilderness.” 
He found a home in the family of 
Lord Carbery at Golden Grove, and 
passed the years in pleasant and 
fruitful study and labor. At the 
Restoration, in 1662, ‘Taylor was 
made Bishop of Down and Connor, 
and Vice-Chancellor of the Univer- 
sity of Dublin. After a life of strange 
vicissitudes and contrasts, in which 
notwithstanding his devotion to the 
royal party he seems never to have 
made an enemy, such was the saint- 
liness of his character, this good and 
great man died in the 54th year of 
his age, while Bunyon was in Bed- 


ford jail, writing his immortal 
allegory. 

Taylor’s works, as edited by 
Bishop Heber, fill fifteen octavo 


volumes. His best known works

are his Sermons, his Discourse on 
the Liberty of Prophesying, ‘and his 
Holy Living and Dying. It may be 
said of his writings that they are 
marred by strange conceits, a 
wilderness of fancy and an exuber- 
ance of rhetoric, and abound in what 
often seems a pedantic display of 
learning. But these are faults not 
of the man only but of the age, and 
they are offset by many and solid 


excellencies. So sober and judicial 
a critic as Hallam, after severely 
criticising the extravagances of 


Taylor’s style, speaks of him as 
“still the greatest ornament of the 
English pulpit up to the end of the 
seventeenth century.” Such quali- 
ties as seldom meet in one man were 
combined in this scholar and 
divine. He soared in ether with a 
load of learning which would have 
kept another grovelling. It is hard 
to point out a branch of study or 
scientific pursuit known to the 
seventeenth century, or any author 
of eminence ancient or modern, that 
has not received some allusion in 
his pages. His mind was at once 
robust and delicate, gifted and de- 
vout. It has been said that “his 
conceptions and his expressions be- 
long to the loftiest and most sacred 


description of poetry, of which they 
only want what they cannot be said 
to need, the name and the metrical 
arrangement.” With all its splendor 
of diction, there is in Taylor’s stylea 
gravity and seriousness as of a mind 
accustomed to deep communings, 
to high meditations, to “thoughts 
that wander through Eternity.” 
Taylor has been called from the 
richness of his imagination “the 
Shakespeare of theology.” Though 
the subjects of his writings are al- 
Ways grave, they are invested with 
such beauty of thought and ex- 
pression that they allure and fasci- 
nate at the same time that they im- 
press and instruct. His style is 
sometimes cumbrous and artificial ; 
his periods roll like a_ splendid 
chariot; but even his Latinisms and 
archaisins give a certain quaintness 
and charm to his matchless speech. 

It is not to be expected that Taylor 
will be much read at the present 
day, except by those who wish to 
know wherein the strength and 
majesty and beauty of our English 
language lie; but his name is a 
precious heritage to our English- 
speaking race, and to all for whom 
good learning and grace of ex- 
pression have a charm.

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MUST RID THEIR 
PROPERTY OF MOTHS 


Notices Sent Out by Selectmen Notifying 
Manchester Property Owners That Lands 
Must Be Rid of Moths by Jan. 1 — The 
New Law. 

Notices have been sent out to every 
property owner in the town of Man- 
chester this week notifying them of 
the new statutes relative to the brown- 
tail and gypsy moths, and warning 
them to get to work at once on rid- 
ding their property of the pest before 
Jan. 1. The notice apparently means 
business, and if carried, out will mean 
that this section of the North Shore, 
at least, will be practically free from 
moths next year. The notice is as 
follows: 

“You are hereby required on or 
before January 1, 1906, to destroy the 
gypsy and brown-tail moths on your 
property (giving location). 

«This notification is in accordance 
with chapter 381, acts of 1905, which 
requires cities and towns to destroy 
the eggs, pupze and nests of the gypsy 
and brown-tail moths under heavy 
penalty for failure to comply with the 
provisions of the law. 

«Tf a property owner fails to destroy 
such eggs, pupze and nests, then the 
city or town is required to destroy the 
same, and the cost of the work, in 
whole or in part, according to the 
value of the land, is assessed upon 
and becomes a lien on the land. 

“The selectmen asks owners and 
tenants to co-operate with the town 
in its work on highways and other 
public grounds by doing effective work 
on their premises. Citizens who have 
‘cleaned their premises of the moths, 
but find their trees endangered by the 
neglect of owners of adjoining estates, 
should make complaint to the select- 
men. The infestation of a residential 
neighborhood by the neglect of a few 
will not be tolerated. 

“The eggs of the gypsy moth 
should be destroyed at once with 
creosote. They should never be 
scraped off the object on which they 
are laid. The nests of the brown-tail 
moth should be cut off the trees, care- 
fully collected and burned in a stove 
or furnace. 

“ Full instructions as to best meth- 
ods of work against the moths may be

Following is text of the new law: 

‘“Seetion 6. The mayor of every 
city and the selectmen of every 
town shall, on or before the first 
day of November in each year, and 
at such other times as he or they 
shall see fit, or as the state superin- 
tendent may order, cause a notice 
to be sent to the owner or owners, 
so far as can be ascertained, of every 
parcel of land therein which is in- 
fested with said moths; or, if such 
notification appears to be imprac- 
ticable, then by posting such notice 
on said parcels of land, requiring 
that the eggs, pupae and nests. of 
said moths shall be destroyed with- 
in a time specified in the notice. 

“When, in the opinion of the 
mayor or selectmen, the cost of de- 
stroying such eggs, pupae and nests, 
on land contiguous and held under 
one ownership in a city or town, 
shall exceed one-half of one per 
cent. of the assessed value of said 
lands, then a part of said premises 
on which said eggs, pupae, or nests 
shall be destroyed may be desig- 
nated in such notice, and such re- 
quirement shall not apply to the re- 
mainder of said premises. The 
mayor or selectmen may designate 
the manner in which such shall be 
done, but all work done under this 
section shall be subject to the ap- 
proval of the state superintendent. 

“Tf the owner or owners shall fail 
to. destroy such eggs, pupae, or 
nests in accordance with the re- 
quirements of the said notice, then 
the city or town, acting by the pub- 
lic officer or board of such city or 
town designated or appointed as 
aforesaid, shall, subject to the ap- 
proval of the said superintendent, 
destroy the same, and the amount 
actually expended thereon, not ex- 
ceeding one-half of one per cent. of 
the assessed valuation of said lands, 
as heretofore specified in this sec- 
tion, shall be assessed upon said 
lands; and such an amount in addi- 
tion as shall be required shall be ap- 
portioned between the city or town 
and the commonwealth in accord- 
ance with the provisions of section 
four of this act. The amounts to be 
assessed upon private estates as 
herein provided shall be assessed 
and collected, and shall be a lien on 
said estates, in the same manner 
and with the same effect as is pro- 
vided in the case of assessments for 
street watering.”

of adventure, so varied have been his 
experiences. 

He was one of the pioneers of the 
great West, one of those who, like 
Fremont and Kit Carson, helped 
blaze the way across the Rockies, and

he was a factor in carving out the 
future of that great country. 

His adventuresome experiences with 
the savages and hair-breath escapes 
were many. It was before the steam 
engine had plowed its way west of the 
Mississippi and when the _ savage 
Indian tribes held full sway in that 
section that he first went into the 
West, where he spent 30 years of his 
life. 

He first went into the far west in 
1848 and a year later he became a 
guest of the rifle regiment at the solici- 
tation of Secretary of War Crawford 
of Ohio, to enter upon peace negotia- 
tions with the wild tribes in Indiana, 
Oregon, Washington Territory and 
Idaho.. The same year he was ap- 
pointed Indian agent in these states 
and territory. His efforts in attempt- 
ing to make treaties and of extinguish- 
ing the Indians’ title of land, were un- 
availing, for the next year the great 
Indian war broke out and he was com- 
pelled to flee the country, travelling 
1000 miles in the middle of winter 
through the deep snows and the 
mountains to Puget Sound.

George J. Kerr, a former Manches- 
ter man, until recently junior partner 
of the clothing firm of Stover & Kerr, 
in Salem, cut his throat with a razor 
in the bath room of his boarding house 
in Salem yesterday morning and died 
a few hours afterward.

OBITUARY 


Charlotte E. Brown 


The sudden death of Miss Char- 
lotte E. Brown at her late home on 
School street, in Manchester, last Sat- 
urday just before noon, was a great 
shock to her many friends here and 
elsewhere. In apparent good health 
one day, and in fact, an hour before 
her death she was down town shop- 
ping, chatting with friends as usual, 


the end came without the least 
warning. 
For some time she had_ been 


troubled with a heart affection, but 
no serious symptoms were evident, 
though she was being treated by a 
physician of the Beverly Farms sum- 
mer colony. She was about town as 
usual Saturday morning and though 
she complained of being tired and of 
being pressed for breath, no one sur- 
mised the seriousness of her trouble. 
She died so suddenly that a physician 
could not reach her side before the 
end came. 

Miss Brown was born in Manches- 
ter July 23, 1838. She was a daughter 
of Deacon Andrew Brown and Mary 
Ann Tuck, and was born at the fam- 
ily homestead on the Old Neck, in a 
house that stood on the site of the 
Henry Pickering summer home. 

She commenced business 28 years 
ago in the house owned by her father 


-and has from year to year added to it 

until she had at the time of her death 
one of the finest summer hotels, of 
the kind which she conducted, along 
the coast. The place is known as 
« Brownland’’ and she conducted it 
with much success, amassing consid- 
erable wealth. The past year she 
gave up the managcment of the busi- 
ness to her nephew, Maynard B. Gil- 
man, and has lived in her beautiful 
new house on School street, in which 
she died. 

A brother, Dr. John A. Brown of 
Boston, and three sisters, Mrs. Albion 
Gilman, Mrs. C. P. Goldsmith and 
Miss Sarah T. Brown (half-sister), 
survive her. The latter has been 
connected with her in the hotel busi- 
ness. 

Miss Brown was loved by every- 
body. She was a kind-hearted woman, 
always giving to charity, and ever 
anxious that everyone should be cared 
for. She was a member of the Con- 
gregational church and of the sewing 
circle. 

Funeral services were held at her 
late residence Tuesday afternoon at 
2 o’clock, a large number of friends 
and relatives attending.

of this place, and very especially by 
this church of which she was a mem- 
ber. But the keenest sorrow and 
deepest loss came to her own immedi- 
ate family. To them our hearts go 
out in love and pity this day.

At the left, as one comes up the 
stairs, is the door leading to the read- 
ing room, which is furnished in a most 
cosy style. The room is about 21x18 
feet, and is finished in mahogany with 
white casings, and red burlap going 
around the room. There are two 
mahogany corner settles in this room, 
two large easy chairs and six mission 
arm chairs, all upholstered in red 
leather cushions. A large mahogany 
table sets in the middle of the room, 
on which are the papers and maga- 
zines. There are also two small side 
tables. 

An attractive feature of this room is 
the open fireplace, with an attractive 
white colonial mantle with rope col- 
umns, Corinthian capitals, egg and 
dart mouldings and set with a large 
mirror. 

A door from this room to the front 
leadsinto the pool and billiard room, 
which is about 22x28 feet, and takes 
up very nearly the whole front of the 
floor. The color effect here is green, 
with ecru tint walls. Two Goodwin-

perfection cushion tables occupy most 
of the floor space in this room, one for 
pool, the other for billiards. There is 
a large bay window, and a window 
seat with green leather cushions. 

Leading from this is the card room, 
about 12x22 feet. The walls are ecru 
tint, and green burlap encircles the 
room. There are three tables, with 
chairs for 16 players. This room is 
finished in weathered oak. 

Doors lead from the hallway into 
both of these rooms, and on the oppo- 
site side is the writing room, equipped 
with a desk and all the appurtenances. 

Two large rubber plants, presented 
to the club by E. S. Knight, with 
jardineres for the same presented by 
D. T. Beaton, one of which is in tne 
reading room and the other in the 
hallway, add greatly to the setting of 
the rooms. Raymond C. Allen pre- 
sented the club with checker and 
chess boards, made by Chas. Fritz, 
and set in oak frames with glass top, 
which add materially to the equipment 
of the card room. Geo. E. Willmon- 
ton presented a clock for the reading 
roorn. 

The rooms are furnished through- 
out with the finest the club could 
procure, and are, indeed, very cosy ;

fore had, and of which the town can 
well feel proud.

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BIRTHDAY AND SILVER WEDDING 


(Continued from Page 1, 2d column.) 


He was a resident of Washington 
Territory for four years, during the 
latter part of which he was elected to 
the first legislature for four years, but 
he resigned before the expiration of 
the term to accompany Gov. Stevens 
of Washington to the Yellowstone to 
make a treaty with the Blackfeet 
Indians, the most hostile of all the 
tribes on the continent. 

Mr. Tappan had been called to the 
Yakamas previous to this in an en- 
deavor to pacify them, and he was in 
council with their chiefs three days. 
He did not succeed in his mission, 
however, and was forced to return. 
He was said to be the last white man 
to get out of the country alive. 

During his life on the Pacific coast 
he and a partner named Knighton 
were agents for the Pacific Mail 
Steamship company, continuing thus 
for about six years when the docks of 
the company were burned and the 
terminal was transferred to Portland, 
Ore. 

He also had some experience in cat- 
tle raising during his life in the West, 
operating a large cattle ranch on the 
Columbia river for some years. He 
finally disposed of the cattle, however, 
in Vancouver, and crossed the Rock- 
ies again to Colorado, starting a sheep 
ranch in Colorado Springs. Shortly 
after this in 1856, he started in the 
hardware business in Denver and 
Central City, in which he prospered 
till the great fire in 1874, which com- 
pletely destroyed the latter city. 

Lieut. Fremont’s exploration trip 
to Oregon was something which Mr. 
Tappan was very much interested in 
at the time, and he expected to go on 
the trip, but on learning the route 
proposed, which did not meet his ap- 
proval, he abandoned the attempt. 
He was afterwards very thankful for 
this, as nearly the entire party lost 
their lives in the mountains. 

He was in the far West at the time 
of the big gold fever, 1849, and 
though he cannot ‘be called one of the 
_ “forty-niners’’ he was interested in 
mining, and during his stay in Colo- 
rado and California he was interested 
in 100 or more mines. 

Few men there were who traveled 
that section more than he. He 
crossed and recrossed the mountains 
four times, and also made the round 
trip once by way of Panama. 

On his return home Mr. Tappan 
turned his attention to civil engineer- 
ing, which he followed up to within a 
few years, when he was forced to re- 
tire from active work by his advanc- 
ing years. 

Mr. Tappan is one of Manchester’s 
best known and most highly respected

citizens. Though he has not served 
in any of the town offices, he has 
served from time to time on important 
town committees, and in 1881 he rep- 
resented the town in the General 
Court. In 1885 and the year follow- 


“ing he represented the district in the 


senate ; in fact, he is the last senator 
Manchester sent to the State house. 

Since its organization he has_ been 
secretary of the Elder Brethren, 
until a year or two ago when he was 
detained from serving because of his 
increasing feebleness. He is also a 
member of the Manchester Historical 
society, and some of the numerous 
valuable sketches which he has writ- 
ten of his experience in the West are 
preserved in the archives of this 
society. 

He was married twice, his first wife 
being Margaret Anderson, daughter 
of a British officer of the East India 
company. She passed away about 35 
years ago. His present wife was 
Miss Augusta Wheaton of this town.

Manchester went strong Republi- 
can, as usual. It was expected Whit- 
ney the Democratic candidate for 
lieutenant governor would poll a large 
vote, but he led that side of the ticket 
by a comparatively few. 

The friends of James F. Shaw were 
mostly interested of course, in his 
vote, and a feeling of lost hope began 
to creep over them when it was seen 
he fell behind the ticket 29 votes. It 
was thought by many, since he was 
Manchester’s candidate,he would polla 
large vote, gaining some of the Demo- 
cratic vote even; but when it was seen 
he had lost many of his own party, it 
became evident things were not as 
smooth sailing as they had anticipated. 
And this feeling grew as the returns 
began to come in from the other 
towns and cities showing he was los- 
ing all around. 

There were no regular returns in 
the evening, except through the cen- 
tral telephone exchange. A few con- 
gregated at Cheever’s where the bul- 
letins came through the Postal Tele- 
graph office. 

In 1904 there were 457 votes cast 
at the polls in Manchester, three more 
than this year. The vote was:

Douglass, Dem... 206 
Lieut. Gov.—Guild, Rep........ 232 
Crosby, Dem:<*: - 144 


Last year’s vote for governor can- 
not be taken as normal, however, as 
Bates lost, while the rest of the Re- 
publican ticket won. Taking the 
lieutenant-governor’s vote as the nor- 
mal condition of the party in town, 
this year’s vote shows a Republican 
weakening and added strength for the 


other party. :

The Election 

The big surprise of Tuesday’s elec- 
tion was the defeat of James F. Shaw 
of Manchester, at least so far as we 
are concerned in this section of the 
State, and it was one of the surprises 
of the State in general. The surprise 
comes in that a Republican in a dis- 
trict where that party has a majority 
of about 3000 votes was beaten by a 
Democrat. 

We venture to say nobody but Geo. 
A. Schofield could have done it. 

The result was in a large measure 
due to Mr. Schofield’s personal popu- 
larity. He was a man _ everybody 
liked, and especially was he in favor 
with Grand Army veterans and sons 
because of the famous bounty measure 
which he championed last year. He 
has been sent to the House several 
times from a straight Republican dis- 
trict, which is considered something 
beyond the ordinary. 

The outcome was no doubt due, in 
part, to the fact that Mr. Shaw was 
charged with having mixed business 
and politics to the extent of seeking a 
position in the Legislature to further 
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his street railroad plans. 

Mr. Shaw has stoutly denied any 
such intentions, and as the Soston 
Transcript says, ‘however erroneous 
this view may have been, as it is 
obvious Mr. Shaw could do nothing 
in the Senate compared to what he 
could do outside of it, the point made 
by his opponent that such was the 
case appears to have turned away Re- 
publican votes.” 

There were other causes at work, 
which have been so much discussed 
that there is no necessity of going 
over the ground here. 

It matters not what we say, Mr. 
Shaw was not elected, and the issue 
which beat him was not along party 
lines. He was not the choice of the 
people for this office at this time. 
Newburyport, his home city, threw 
him down in favor of the Ipswich 
man, though he might have won out 
if Gloucester had given the backing 
he expected.

MANCHESTER. 


Many who have seen the work being 
done on the highway near the centre 
of the town, the past week, have won- 
dered why the concrete bedding has 
been put in. Supt. Kimball says it is 
to lessen deterioration of the streets 
caused by the autos. This is nothing 
new, though very little of it has been 
tried in this section. The cost is less, 
if anything, than the regular thing, 
and at the same time employment is 
given to in-town men. The stone 
usually used is trap rock brought from 
out of town at a cost of $1.35 at the 
freight yard. The town stone is used 
for the concrete work, and this costs 
about 75 cents per ton, while the 
hauling costs about the same in either 
case. This is not an experiment, says 
Supt. Kimball, who purposes to do 
this on al] the principal streets from 
time to time as the streets need re- 
pairing. The concrete bottom gives 
a road that autos will not wear out in 
a hurry.

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THE AUTO LAW AT WORK. 


Former Secretary to Ex-Gov. Bates 
Discusses Some of the Problems 


and Controversies That Have 
Arisen—Gross Abuses of the 
Spirit of the Law, He Says— 


Highways Are Dedicated to Pub- 
lic Use—Suggests Improvements 
in the Law. 


In a paper printed in the Boston 
Transcript a few days ago in which 
he derides the over-zealous action 
of “some town Officials” in carry- 
ing out the new auto law to the let- 
ter, and in which he discusses some 
of the problems and controversies 
that have arisen, Francis Hurtubis, 
Jr., former private secretary to Ex- 
Gov. Bates, and counsel for the 
Massachusetts Automobile Associa- 
tion, says among other things: 

“On Oct. 15, 1905, there had been 
registered by the Massachusetts 
Highway Commission 11,546 auto- 
mobiles, 1495 motor cycles, and 270 
manufacturers or dealers had been 


given distinguishing numbers or 
marks. The number: of licenses 
issued to ordinary operators 


amounted to 10,955, and 4776 per- 
sons had received licenses as pro- 
fessional chauffeurs. 

“The exact money value of the 
automobiles licensed is not ascer- 
tainable, but a fair estimate places 
it at a figure considerably over $20,- 
000,000. And to this the millions of 
capital involved in the industry, and 
the large amount of money put into 
circulation by those owning auto- 
mobiles, and we get an idea of the 
importance of the automobile in- 
terests in our State, interests which 
ought obviously to entitle those 
concerned to some consideration in 
matters affecting their welfare. 

“Highways which are dedicated 
to the public use are believed to be 
for all the people, not for a class, 
nor for the exclusive use of the peo- 
ple of a municipality. It is elemen- 
tary to say that the rights of per- 
sons using the highways for travel- 
ling are mutual and _ co-ordinate. 
Everybody knows that it is the 
duty of each so to exercise this 
right of passage as not to cause un- 
necessary inconvenience or annoy- 
ance to any other having a_ like 
right. But to exclude an automo- 
bile from the public highways sim- 
ply because it is capable of being 
driven at a rate of speed greater 
than any other class of vehicles, or 
because it raises dust, injures the 
road or frightens horses, or for any 
other similar reason, would not, it 
is believed by many, be sanctioned 
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by the courts. 

“To say that a new method’ of 
passage shall be banished from the 
streets, no matter how much the 
general good requires it, simply be- 
cause streets were not so used in 
the days of Blackstone, would hard- 
ly comport with the advancement 
and enlightenment of the present 
age. 

“One of the most unfortunate if 
not deplorable conditions which has 
arisen in Massachusetts during the 
past season or two is what may be 
termed the over-zealousness of cer- 
tain town officials to prevent viola- 
tions of the speed law. It is possi- 
ble that the same spirit which ani- 
mates them to arrest and convict 
automobilists on every possible 
occasion animates them to prevent 
violations of law in other fields of 
crime. If so, that fact is not gen- 
erally known. 

“The officials of cities of the 
Commonwealth have felt inclined 
to regulate automobilists acco: ding 
to the spirit of the law. It they do 
not make as many arrests or cunvict 
as many people as do town officials 
it certainly cannot be because they 
are less vigilant or because they 
possess greater powers of discrimi- 
nation: rather is it because they be- 
lieve that the automobile law, as 
well as all other laws, should re- 
ceive sensible construction 

“It is a familiar rule of our courts 
that a thing may be within the let- 
ter of a statute and yet not within 
the statute, because not within its 
spirit, nor within the intention of its 
makers. It is this view of the law 
governing the speed of automobiles 
which city officials take. 

“The view taken by some town 
officials is that the law governing 
automobiles should be administered 
strictly according to the letter and 
not according to the = spirit, nor 
within the intention of its makers. 
They act upon the presumption that 
automobilists are usually violating 
the speed law, and it must be ad- 
mitted that in most instances this 
presumption on their part is upheld 
by the Court. 

“All that is necessary is for a man 
to state in court that he held a stop 
watch and timed an autoist over a 
course, and that the autoist drove 
his car at a rate of speed exceeding 
the legal limit, and a prima facie 
case is established. The law does 
not require a man to carry a speedo- 
meter on his car, and as they are 
somewhat expensive, all automo- 
biles are not provided with them. 
Without a speedometer it is not 
easy to gauge within a few seconds 
the rate at which a car is running. 


For one person, or a_ half-dozen, 
however, to swear that they are cer- 
tain the car was not exceeding the 
speed law is generally held no de- 
fence. It matters little whether the 
stop watch has been recently tested 
or not, or whether it is known to be 
accurate. 

“The approval of the courts—by 
conviction—of this vigilance on the 
part of town officials furnishes 
moral as well as legal support for 
them to continue in the wholesale 
and indiscriminate arrests of auto- 
mobilists. 

“It is doubtful whether more 
than a small percentage of automo- 
bilists would be unwilling to be 
fined if convicted of actually driving 
their machines at a dangerous or 
reckless speed, or in utter disregard 
of the rights of others; what they 
do object to are the unfair methods 
adopted in procuring evidence to 
secure a conviction for what may 
or may not be anything more than 
a technical violation of the law. 

“The present automobile laws of 
Massachusetts are not the worst in 
the Union, yet they could be im- 
proved and still amply protect the 
general public. We are aware that 
it is almost treasonable to talk of 
depriving a Massachusetts town of 
self-government, but there may per- 
haps be something extenuating in 
urging State control in order to im- 
prove general conditions or to pre- 
vent local abuses. 

“The automobile upon our high- 
ways has introduced a condition of 
affairs heretofore unknown. No 
other vehicle can accomplish such 
results. They ought to be governed 
by the broadest laws possible. To 
subject them to such‘ varying regu- 
lation as 354 cities and towns of the 
Commonwealth may wish to make 
is unreasonable and unnecessary. A 
State law, therefore, governing their 
conduct and speed should be made 
uniform throughout the State, so as 
to prevent confusion in the minds 
of the operators. 

“Another improvement would be 
to provide by State law a longer 
‘trap’ or ‘course’ to judge of viola- 
tions, and the establishment of a 
highway improvement fund (such 
as that of Vermont and of other 
States), consisting largely of the 
fines imposed for violations of auto- 
mobile laws, instead of the present 
system of placing the fines to the 
credit of the cities or towns where 
the offence was committed. © Such 
a law would be fair to all, and at the 
same time would destroy the per- 
nicious system of indiscriminate ar- 
rests now put in operation by the 
officials of certain towns.”

George A. Schofield who is the new 
Senator from this district, was born 
in Ipswich, Mass., 42 years ago. He 
was left an orphan at the age of one 
year, his father, who was a member of 
Co. A, First Massachusetts Heavy 
Artillery, being mortally wounded at 
the battle of Petersburg. Compelled 
by force of circumstances to help gain 
his livelihood at an early age, he 
worked early and late to earn enough 
to enable him to finish his course in 
the high school, from which he gradu- 
ated with honor at the age of 18. 

After 10 years at the hairdressing 
business he purchased the Ipswich 
Chronicle in 1891, and since that time 
he has conducted the publishing and 
job printing business. He is a mem- 
ber. of the K. of P., Red Men and 
Elks. 

His ability, honesty and integrity 
were early recognized by the people 
of his native town, and in 1892 he 
was elected on the board of selectmen, 
assessor and the overseer of the poor. 
He served on these boards two years 
and was then appointed postmaster 
of Ipswich by President Cleveland. 
While serving as postmaster, he was 
again elected by the people of Ipswich 
as selectmen, assessor and overseer in 
1897, and has served as chairman of 
these three boards up to the present 
time. He has also filled important 
position on town committees and in 
several enterprizes, and in addition to 
the duties of these and his newspaper 
business, he has for the last four years 
been elected as a member of the 
House of Representatives from the 
district comprising Newburyport, New- 
bury, Rowley and Ipswich. 

Although a Democrat in politics, 
his independence, and the fact that he 
always votes for what he believes to 
be right, regardless of party, has 
gained for him the support of hun- 
dreds of Republicans, and although 
the district is over two to one Repub- 
lican, Mr. Schofield has been elected 
year after year. The same honesty, 
ability, and courage which won for 
him the support of his townspeople 
made him. a general favorite in the 
legislature and he has won a reputa- 
tion throughout the state as an honest, 
sincere legislator who knows the 
wants of the masses and who is ever 
ready to defend their cause with both 
voice and vote.

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Three Cents 


Manchester Asks Highway Commis- 
sioners for State Road 


The Manchester board of select- 
men and Supt. of Streets Kimball 
represented Manchester at the annual 
hearing to Essex County people given 
by the state highway commissioners 
last Friday morning. The hearing 
was held in the room of the county 
commissioners in Salem. 

There was quite a gathering of 
‘town officials from various sections of 
the county, each prepared with his 
little speech, and all in quest of more 
roads, as of yore. 

Chairman Swett responded when 
County Comm. Sawyer called Man- 
chester. Mr. Swett said he repre- 
sented a town that paid the past year 
a State tax of $13,680, and which has 
not yet received a cent’s worth of 
roadway from the State Highway com- 
mission. In the eastern part of the 
town, he said, was about 1,000 feet of 
road that was badly in need of repair, 
and it adjoins the State road built for 
Gloucester. This is the only strip of 
uncompleted macadam road between 
Salem and the Gloucester bridge, and 
he asked the State to build this road 
and maintain it. 

Sup’t Kimball emphasized what Mr. 
Swett had said. 

The highway commissioners are in- 
clined to give Manchester the laugh, 
so to speak, when the town calls for 
anything, and this was so Friday. 
They simply smiled and said they 
would look into the matter. They 
have a feeling that the town is well 
able to take care of itself, and do not 
seem to realize that the town ought to 
get something in return for the big 
State tax paid every year. 

The commission now have the mat- 
ter under advisement and there is a 
possibility that they may act favor- 
ably. 

The automobile question was dis- 
cussed. The system employed in 
Manchester, one of them told Mr. 
Swett after the hearing, was the best 
he had seen yet.

Deacon John Wilkins 


Deacon John Wilkins passed away 
Thursday morning at Magnolia at the 
age of 87 years, 13 days. Death re- 
sulted from old age, hastened on by 
heart trouble, after about a month’s 
illness. 

Deacon Wilkins was born Nov. 3, 
1818, in New Boston, N.H., where he 
spent his early life. In 1842 he mar- 
ried Miss Judith Story of Magnolia, 
and they made their home in Swamp- 
scott till the spring of 1871, when 
they moved to Magnolia, where they 
have since made their home. He 
conducted a teaming and coal and 
wood business, and did general con- 
tracting work for a great many years, 
till advancing years forced him to 
retire a few years ago. 

Deacon Wilkins was the oldest man 
in Magnolia. He was most highly 
respected and loved by all. Since its 
organization he has_ been one of the 
pillars of the Village church, being 
chosen deacon when the church was 
first formed. He has been re-elected 


‘each year, the office being bestowed 


upon him again last week at the 
annual meeting. He has always been 
very active in church affairs, ever 
working for the best moral and re- 
ligious good of the community. 


For the past quarter of a century. 


Deacon Wilkins has figured conspicu- 
ously in the history of Magnolia and 
its development into one of the best 
known summer places on the coast. 

He has represented Magnolia many 
years in the common council, and has 
served on important committees from 
time to time. 

Until within the past month or two 
his health has been of the best, he 
being noticeably bright and active for 
one of his years. 

He is survived by a widow and 
three sons, John, George and William 
Wilkins.

“Ward 6 Voter” Says the “ Disgusting Nom- 
ination Paper” is a Menace to the Cause, 
and the Best Men for Office Cannot be 

' Reached that Way. 


The ward 6 political pot has started 
to sizzle, and will, no doubt, before 
the time for closing the filing of nom- 
ination papers be boiling in earnest. 

At the present time Alderman 
Rob’t E. Hodgkins, Councilmen John 
C. McCarthy and Horace Appleton 
are in the field for re-election, and 
papers have been in circulation for 
signatures. Councilman Forrester H. 
Pierce has also taken out papers and 
will enter the field in competition with 
Alderman Hodgkins for alderman. 

A new man to politics, who has 
taken out papers for the common 
council, is Frank Rand, the popular 
B. & M. R.R. station agent. 

There are others prominently men- 
tioned, and the chances are that the 
ward 6 voter on election day will 
have a chance to make his choice from 
several would-be office holders. 


A Communication 
To the Editor of the North Shore Breeze: 


If you have just a little space to 
spare I desire to use it in calling the 
attention of the voters to the way 
candidates are selected and nominated 
for office in the City Council, espe- 
cially in ward 6—or Beverly Farms. 

We do not have any caucuses or 
gatherings of the citizens of the place 
for the purpose of selecting the proper 
persons for the different offices, but 
anybody who desires, may he be good, 
bad or medium, gets out nomination 
papers, and either himself or some 
friend —and he may be hired to do 
' jit—carries them around, ‘ buttonhol- 
ing’”’ everybody forsignatures. These 
he can always get, as the general rule 
seems to be to sign the first that 
comes along. 

The consequent result is that the 
man for whom the paper was taken 
out is elected to office, a self-selected, 
self-nominated official, who does not 
represent any principle, and has no 
backing. Should his services prove 
to be poor, he has no one to account 
to This sort of thing has the effect 
of keeping out of city affairs many 
men of good, sound sense and _ busi- 
ness ability—the very kind of men the 
city sadly needs. 

There is no question but what these 


men, if they were approached in a 
manner that showed the desire of the 
community and general sentiment 
was for him, and if they had the sup- 
port of those interested in the welfare 
of the city and ward, there is no ques- 
tion, | say, but what these men would 
make a sacrifice and accept the office. 
This thing can never happen with city 
politics handled with the principle 
now in vogue. 

If the city wants men with ability 
elected for the City Council, the 
sooner party nominations, citizens’ 
caucuses, or some other method other 
than the disgusting nomination papers, 
is.adopted, the better for all con- 
cerned. 

By so doing we will then have the 
office seeking the man, and not, as at 
present, the man seeking the office.

Another Woodland Road. 


Another woodland road is to be 
added to the large number of beautiful 
inland drives which adds to the at- 
tractiveness of our natural beauty 
here on the North Shore. 

This new road is to be built before 
next season, and will be a valuable 
addition to the already large system 
of roads through tne North Shore 
woods, which not alone attract be- 
cause of the miles of beautiful scenery, 
but which are also an enticing retreat 
from the hot and dusty roads in sum- 
mer, where those who still enjoy the 
horse and who have been driven from 
the highways, as it were, by the 
speedy autos may drive. 


This road is to be from four to five 
miles in length, starting at or near the 
Davis ice house on the Chebacco road, 
otherwise known as the “ Loring open 
lot’”’ or ‘‘ Beach Plains,” will run and 
wind around hills, through valleys and 
thick woodland, over the mill pond 
dam and make its exit at the Aaron 
Low corner in Essex. 

The rights of way necessary to 
carry out the plan have all been se- 
cured, and after the rcad has been 
constructed will allow the traveller a 
short cut of many miles, and will also 
give access to a large tract of land 
which is at present a wilderness and 
inaccessible. 


MANCHESTER 


The school committee met Wednes- 
day evening with the board of health 
and the matter of inspection of the 
schools was discussed, with the result 
that the board of health gave their 
promise of hearty co-operation with 
the school board to secure medical 
inspection of the schools next year 
and a recommendation for an appro- 
priation. They ordered the schools 
inspected now as far as it respected 
contagious diseases, and Grades II. 
and VI. were consequently inspected 
by Dr. Blaisdell, Thursday. After 
the Thanksgiving recess it is proposed 
to have the schools thoroughly in- 
spected, the board of health agreeing 
to meet the expense of the same. 

There are three cases of diphtheria 
in town, but all are doing well, and 
there appears to be no cause for an 
alarm. ‘Two of these cases are school 
childen, James Brown of Grade VI. 
being taken with the disease a week 
ago yesterday, and the 74-year-old 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Wm. Dog- 
herty, Sunday. The State board of 
health reported on the culture sent 
them for examination that diphtheric 
bacilli were contained therein. The 
State provides free of cost antitoxin. 
Over 4,500 units were injected in the 
youngest patient.

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John Easkoot Lee 


John Easkoot Lee passed away at 
his home on Harbor street, West 
Manchester, Thursday afternoon, at 
the age of 85 years, 11 months and 
2 days. Death was due to old age 
hastened on by a shock which he suf- 
fered over a year ago, supplemented 
by another slight shock last Sunday. 
He had lingered along during the 
week, and when the end came Thurs- 
day it was not unexpected. 

Mr. Lee was born in Manchester 
Dec. 21, 1819, in a house on North 
street, which has recently been demol- 
ished.

He was a member of Bass River 
lodge of Odd Fellows, of Beverly, 
and in the days of the ‘Know Noth- 
ing Party’’ he was one of its ardent 
supporters here in Manchester. 

About 50 years ago Mr. Lee mar- 
ried Miss Abbie T. Hanners of Bev- 
erly.

Among the many new yachts and 
schooners which will grace North 
Shore waters next season none will be 
more pretentious than the 80-foot 
waterline auxiliary schooner, an order 
for which has just been placed by C. 
Howard Clark, jr., of Philadelphia. 
The order is the largest placed for a 
yacht in New England thus far this 
season. She is to be built at Law- 
ley’s, from designs by Arthur Binney, 
designer of Mr. Clark’s auxiliary 
schooner ‘“‘ Savarona,’’ built two sea- 
sons ago, and his 60-foot power boat 
‘‘Hupa.’’ The former is to be sold. 
The new boat, in many ways an en- 
larged “‘ Savarona,’’ will be 113 feet 
over all, 23 feet beam and 10 feet 
draft ; she will be built of steel, with 
deck, rails, skylights and companions 
of teak. Saloon and owner's state- 
room will be finished in mahogany, 
with suitable fabrics, such as linens 
or buckram, in pleasing colors, for 
the paneling. Power will be secured 
by a 100-horse power Standard en- 
gine. Work will be started on the 
hull at once and delivery is expected 
about May 1,— when Mr. and Mrs. 
Clark and family will return ‘to the 
North Shore for the season. The 
past two seasons they had passed at 
Manchester, spending much of their 
time on the water, cruising along the 
coast to Northeast Harbor, Bar Har- 
bor and to Newport. 


Those of the North Shore con- 
tingent who came to know the Baron 
and Baroness Rosen during their 
comparatively short summer at Cool- 
idge’s Point, will be interested to 
know that they are settled in the 
Russian embassy, one of the most 
spacious and attractive houses in 
Washington, where they gave their 
first reception to the diplomatic corps 
last week.

That Congressional Bee 
While we may be away ahead of 
time in springing anything about the 
congressional election, which, no 
doubt, will be the next thing to in- 
terest us here in this section, politi- 
cally, we may not be far amiss in giv- 
ing brief mention to it at this time. 
Those back of George A. Schofield 
_ have already started in to inoculate 
him with the congressional bee with 
the idea of having him run against 
Congressman Gardner next year, and 
they already report signs that the 
bacilli has got into his blood. He 
will be told that it is as easy to defeat 
Gardner as it was to beat Shaw, and 
that all he needs is to watch his 
fences and do a little something now 
and then to tide things along. There 
is no doubt that if he enters he will 
be a serious candidate against Gard- 
ner and one not to be discounted. 
The danger is not so much in the 
election but in the campaign which 
will precede it. It will help to make 
bad blood all over Essex county. The 
defeat of Shaw has helped to bring 
that about and it will cause trouble of 
all sorts within the county lines. 
Personally Mr. Shaw exonerates the 
congressman from any hand in his de- 
feat and he is sincere in this state- 
ment. But he thinks, and no doubt 
probably, that certain of the Gardner 
men deliberately allowed the Scho- 
field vote to run up. Shaw fails to 


understand how the town of Essex 
got away from Mr. Lufkin, who is 
Gardner’s secretary, and .the vote in 
Charlie Brown’s home district in 
Gloucester was not _ satisfactory. 
Now, next fall it may happen that 
even though Shaw, as is likely, should 
come out and do all in his power to 
help Gardner, he would find his people 
got away from him and went for Scho- 
field, just as the Gardner people broke 
away and went for Schofield in the 
senatorial election. A strong mas- 
terly hand is needed in Essex county 
more than ever now, and the trouble 
is that there does not seem to be any- 
one who has just the proper grip 
under the circumstances. 


The Moth War 


These are busy days along the 
North Shore—at Manchester, Beverly 
and Magnolia — for the moth hunters. 
More than 500 men are now destroy- 
ing the poisonous brown-tail moths in 
eastern Massachusetts. This small 
army is composed of town and city 
forces working under the direction of 
tree wardens and local moth superin- 
tendents. The following instructions 
have been sent out from the Boston 
office of the State superintendent of 
moth work to these local officials : 


‘“‘In carrying out the provisions of 
the law in regard to the brown-tail 
moth, trees on streets, parks and com- 
mons must, of course, be cleared. All 
thickly settled residential districts 
must be cleared through their entire 
extent by getting property owners to 
do as effective work on their lands as 
the town or city does on the street 
trees — this to do away with the dan- 
ger of poisoning next summer. Or- 
chards, as well as yards, must be pro- 
tected by owners. Where woodlands 
adjoin dwelling houses, an effort should 
be made by the owner to clear a zone 
of safety at least 100 feet wide around 
his property for his own protection.” 

The above instructions should be 
heeded by citizens generally, espe- 
cially along the North Shore, for it is 
only by enlisting into a great anti- 
moth army the two million inhabitants 
of the moth-infested district of Mas- 
sachusetts that success can be won in 
the war against the pest. 


The members of the Danvers Busi- 
ness Men’s association have agreed 
not to advertise in cook books, pro- 
grammes, dance orders and other 


media of like character, excepting 
newspapers or other established pub- 
lications having a regular, paid circul- 
ation ; and not to donate any mer- 
chandise to fairs, carnivals, festivals 
or similar entertainments. — Danvers 
Mirror. 


They can thank their lucky stars 
they aren’t in Manchester, or any- 
where else along the North Shore in 
the summer, where they would be 
given an opportunity to proclaim what 
they have “agreed” two or three 
times a week. 


Sunday marked the seventh anni- 
versary of the terrible storm of Nov. 
26, 1898, when untold damage was 
done along the coast and when among 
other marine disasters, the steamer 
Portland, plying between Boston and 
Portland, Me., was lost with all on 
board. The greatest possible contrast 
was noticeable between the weather 
of Jast Sunday and that which pre-~ 
vailed during the great storm, this 
year being mild and pleasant, while 
seven years ago the climatic condi- 
tions were well nigh appalling.

Brown-tail Parasites 


The first brown-tail moth parasites, 
150 pounds of minute Hymenoptera 
flies in an embryonic stage, which ar- 
rived in Boston last Friday, sent from 
Europe by Miss Marie Ruhl of Zurich, 
were shipped to North Saugus the 
first of the week, where they will be 
stored for awhile in the parasite sta- 
tion, and then distributed to be tested. 
Dr. Howard feels positive that they 
will do all the work expected of them, 
and it is probable that a request will 
be sent to Europe to have more 
shipped here. 

This species of fly is new to this 
country, and their introduction will be 
more of an experiment than anything 
else.

Last week we referred to some old 
papers which Mr. Winthrop F. Low 
of Beverly Farms came across in 
looking over some old family effects 
at Essex recently. We referred to a 
contract by which a young man was 
bound out for a period of six years to 
be instructed “‘in ye art or Mistery 
of Makeing of malt and oat male.” A 
perusal of the following document will 
show one how things were done 170 
years ago. Here is the ‘‘ indenture.” 

* * * * * 


‘‘This indenture, made the tenth 
Day of December in ye year of our 
Lord one thousand seven Hundred & 
Thirty five, Witnesseth that Samuel 
Low son of Samuel Low, Late of 
Ipswich, does so in ye County of 
Essex in ye Province of the Massa- 
chusetts Bay in New England, of 
His own free will Concent & assent & 
Allso with the free Will Concent and 
Assent of His Hond. Grandfather

AN AGE OF LITERARY ART. 
| 1688—1 703. | 
By D. F. Lamson. 


In English literature, the 18th 
century, which may be said to in- 


clude practically the period from 
the Revolution of 1688 to the 
French Revolution and Reign of 


Terror, is noted for no lights of the 
first magnitude. As for the lesser 
lights, their name is Legion; it was 
an age of the commonplace and the 
mock heroic, an age of imitators 
and actors, an age of scribblers. 
Grub street penny-a-liners and poet- 


asters. Its chief luminaries were 
Dryden, Addison, Prior, Pope, 
Swift, Gray, Johnson and_ Gold- 


smith. It was an age prolific in 
prose and verse, and witnessed the 
influence of the Deistic and Metho- 
dist movements and the rise of the 
Romantic school of poetry. It was 
a cold, superficial, skeptical age. 
Churchmen danced attendance 
upon the great; bishops preached 
from Cicero and Seneca, rather than 
Paul; Lord Chesterfield gave laws 
to society; Beau Nash was the idol 
of fashion; Mr. Civility and Mr. 
Worldly Wiseman were the accept- 
ed types of morality and piety; 
Hogarth held up the mirror to the 
follies and vices of English life. In 
comparison with the 16th and 17th 
centuries, it was a time of dullness 
and decadence. It was to the time 
of Elizabeth “as moonlight unto 
sunlight, and as water unto wine.” 
The achievements in the world of 
arms and of statesmanship which 
have made illustrious the names of 
Marlborough and Chatham were 
matched by no great achievements 
in the world of letters. 

The spirit of the age was one of 
art rather than nature. As the cen- 
tury drew near its close, a reaction 
from the artificial style that had 
been in vogue was led by Cowper 
and Wordsworth, followed in the 
opening of the 19th century by 
Campbell and Scott, which  re- 
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deemed poetry from its rigidity and 
stiffness, and imparted to it a grace 
of naturalness and a glow of human 
iniperest., & But. the, middie ‘ofethe 
century was marked by its finish 
rather than its originality; the ro- 
bustness of Bacon and Milton and 
the out-door freshness of Shakes- 
peare had given place to the draw- 
ing-room manners of an Addison 
and a Pope. The sturdy virility of 
the Ecclesiastical Polity had degen- 
erated unto the prim elegance of 
the Spectator and the smug philos- 
ophy of the Essay on Man. The 
luxuriance of nature disappeared 
under the pruning shears of art. 
Genius wsa measured by a foot- 
rule, thoughts were marshalled by 
a drill-sergeant, emotion was re- 
pressed, comedy and tragedy  re- 
duced to stage-acting, nature was 
clipped and trimmed like a Dutch 
garden with its formal parterres 
and rectangular beds, 
“All ranked in order and disposed with 
grace.’’ 

The attention of writers was given 
less to what they had to say, and 
more to how they said it. 


The age has been called, though 
not with much reason, the “Augus- 


tan age of English literature.” It 
had no Virgil, and Pope was scarce- 
ly another Homer, though his trans- 
lation of the Iliad is not without its 
merits. The time was one of mo- 
notonous respectability in the lit- 
erary world. One feels in travers- 
ing it as in faring over the English 
moors or our western prairies; here 
and there are moderate undulations, 
but the sky-line is broken by no 
majestic heights. ; 

This is not saying, of course, that 
the times of Queen Anne and the 
Georges could not boast of great 
writers. It is only saying that the 
standard of greatness had changed; 
style had come to be the main 
thing; writers employed their time 
in laboriously polishing a period or 
pointing an epigram or balancing a

Historic Landmark, Willow 
Cottage, Being Demolished 


The work of demolishing the Willow 
Cottage, so-called, one of the historic 
landmarks in this sectlon, at Magnolia, 
was started this week. Its passing 
away calls to the memory of Mag- 
nolia’s oldest residents thoughts of the 
long ago. The following was written 
by one of Magnolia’s daughters : 

How many tales this old Willow 
cottage could tell if it could but 
speak !—-tales of joys and sorrows, 


births, marriages and deaths. How 
many feet, now long forgotten, have 
passed its threshold since the original 
building was erected by the negro 
Dalton. 

The early Knowlton farm comprised 
all the land where the Davis stables 
stand, straight to the beach and ex- 
tended away back into the woods. 
This property came later into the 
hands of Mr. Barnard Stanwood, whose 
wife was the daughter of Mr. James 
Knowlton, who holds it today. Across 
the street, where Mr. Davis’ stable 
now stands, was an old barn, and 
there, in 1877, Mr. William Hunt, the 
great artist, established his studio, 
calling it “The Hulk.” He built an 
observatory that can now be seen in 
the stable yard, which, with its cling- 
ing vines and bridge-like walk over 
the roadway, transformed the old barn 
into a most artistic abode. In this 
studio he painted his famous pictures, 
“The Headsman”’ and “Tom in a Felt 
Hat,” and also “Gloucester Harbor,” 
one of his finest works. On the south 
was a queer sun dia] with his favorite 
motto, ‘‘Now is the time,’’ the twelve 
letters corresponding to the twelve 
hours which the sun marked on its 
course. 

In 1876 the old farmhouse had as- 
sumed the shape in which we see it 
today, and later Mrs. Bray had built 
the small building at the right of the 
cottage, calling it “the annex,’’ which 
contained a large parlor and sleeping 
rooms, and a year later a still larger 
building called ‘‘the Postscript,’’ con- 
taining sleeping rooms only. — This 
building was a few years ago pur- 
chased by George Upton and moved 
to the hill. 

Many famous people have made 
this house their summer home. The 
first guests to be entertained there 
were Miss Lillian Clarke and Miss 
Helen Knowlton, the artist who later 
built the small cottage back of Willow 
cottage, which was at that timea very 
artistic house, called ‘‘The Nautilus.” 

Edward Hale, James Freeman 
Clarke, Lucy Stowe, Lucy Larcom, 
and many others came here, among 
them the young girl, Martha Marion, 
who was drowned at the chasm, and 
in whose memory the iron cross was 
erected. These people were very 
fond of the old house with its quaint 
rooms, especially its upper front cham- 
ber with the two big hearts above the 
fire place, and the lower front room 
with its low ceiling, big fire place, its 
tiny closets, and the old clock in the 
corner. The great willows in front 
and the immense horse chestnut were 
planted in 1821. ;

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AN AGE OF LITERARY ART

sentence, until English ‘literature 
well night lost its freedom and 
force. Letters were cultivated with 
great assiduity and poetry became 
a fine art. Sermons, histories, es- 
Says were finished to a faultless de- 
gree of nicety, but they lacked color 
and life. There was a studied con- 
formity to classic ideals, but there 
was no great passion; women who 
were unmoved by Desdemona’s 
tragic fate could weep over Clarissa 
Harlowe through three prosy tomes. 
There was everywhere a dull me- 
diocrity of literary workmanship, 
without inspiration or spontaneity. 
The best writers were not creators, 
they were mere artists. 

But it is true, and this must be 
allowed after all criticisms are 
made, these men were in many in- 
stances artists of consummate taste 
and skill; if they wanted intensity 
and breadth and power, they ex- 
celled in finish; they were masters 
of detail; they wrought the  lan- 
guage to a high degree of perfec- 
tion; they were without rivals in 
minute criticism and verbal precis- 
ion; they were adepts in syntax and 
philology. Men like Addison, 
Steele, Swift and Johnson in prose, 
and Dryden, Pope, Gray and Gold- 
smith in rhyme, were _ potentates 
who in their day ruled the world of 
literature with a regal hand, and 
their deftness in shaping language 
to thought has hardly been © sur- 
passed from their day to this. One 
is unapproached as a master of sat- 
ire, another was a prince of critics, 
a third still overawes us with his 
ponderous dicta, and a fourth 
touched nothing that he did not 
adorn. Lacking as the 18th century 
writers of English were in imagina- 
tion and invention, they were mas- 
ters of the art of expression. It was 
the Silver Age of English literature 
and taste; an age in which writers 
studied not only men, but manners, 
and in which the literary world was 
in the fashion. It was essentially 
(1) an age of light literature, as be- 
came a polite society; (2) an age of 
satirical literature, as became a so- 
ciety which lived upon discussion of 
scandals and follies; and (3) an 
age of artificial literature, in which 
feeling had given place to. senti- 
ment, and thought to literary polish. 
Netvithstanding the robust influ- 
itr «i Johnson and Reynolds, it 
vas in age of dilettanteism in lit- 
erat. re and art.

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New Auto Laws. 

Those who are opposed to 
automobile laws. of the 
wealth as they stand 
there are many such among our 
North Shore summer contingent— 
are working toward new legislation 
along this line. 

Automobilists are preparing to 
have introduced into the legislature 
of 1906 certain measures which will 
have as their aim the securing of a 
higher speed limit and the making 
uniform of the regulations in all 
towns and cities of the state. 

It is hoped to raise the speed 
limit from fifteen to twenty miles an 
hour on country roads. A second 
amendment desired is that - the 
towns and cities shall be deprived 
of the right to regulate the maxi- 
mum speed, and that this shall be 


the 
common- 
now—and 


fixed by general law or by placing 
the restrictions in the hands of the 
Highway Comunission. 

Another change in the law that 
is desired is the taking away of the 
monetary incentive to towns and 
cities in the prosecution of auto- 
mobilists, and applying the money 
derived from fines to the 1mprove- 
ment of roads. A contest over 
these changes in the law is sure to 


come from the country members, 
some of whom are inclined to be 
extremely prejudiced against the 
autoist. 

The advocates of the changes 
noted will be prompt to oppose any 
legislation that may provide im- 
prisonment as the penalty for of- 


fences against the speed laws.

VEGETATION OF PALMS 


By GuSTAF E. SJORLUND 


I have a palm in my house which 
I have had nine or ten years, and 
which is in a healthy, growing condi- 
tion. I am always interested in plants, 
so | have in my greenhouse experi- 
ence noticed carefully the differences 
in cultivation of palms in dwelling 
houses. 

Frequently have these questions 
been asked me: ‘Can palms be grown 
satisfactorily indoors?” ‘‘Why do the 
tips of the pinna become brown?” and 
‘‘Which varieties will be found to cope 
best with the dry and heated atmos- 
phere of our living rooms?” 

Seldom have these questions been 
answered with any satisfaction, for 
gardeners, having acquired all their 
knowledge of palms while they 
breathed the moist atmosphere of 
well-constructed greenhouses, know 
nothing of the hardships which must 
be undergone by plant-life when con- 
fined within the dry and stagnant air 
of town houses. 

You wish a little palm, something 
green about your home, when all the 
world about you is apparently dead. 
A good florist has such healthy, bushy 
little plants. Every leaf is of clear, 
bright green color to its very tip. 
They will make very fine specimens 
within a short time, he will tell you. 
You select a fine plant, pay your bill 
—and ’tis well for the florist that you 
do not leave the settlement until the 
first of the year—and then proceed 
to question him as to the best treat- 
ment to be followed with your palm 
during the winter months. 

Oh! you will not have the slightest 
trouble ; just keep it well watered, 
and as warm as possible. 

He forgets, or perhaps he does not 
realize that a home is not a hothouse. 
The little palm has changed its home ; 
several times each day it is liberally 
watered ; the room is kept tightly 
closed, that the cold air from without 
may not enter. Never has a palm 
received more attention. 


Why, then, do the leaf tips turn 
brown, and why are the leaves so long 
in opening ? 

There is but one cause for all this 
change. Unlike the atmosphere otf 
the greenhouse, that of a home is 
extremely dry. Now you will say 
that itis very foolish to treat the roots 
in one way while treating the crown in 
another. You have placed it in a dry 
atmosphere, therefore you must keep 
an excess of water from the roots. 
Water only when the surface of the 
soil becomes dry, and at such times 
spray the leaves. Do not keep the 
room too warm, as the warmer the air 
of the house the dryer it will be also. 

In the hothouse, plants will grow 
luxuriantly in a very high temperature 
with much moisture, but just the oppo- 
site conditions must be observed when 
grown within the home. Occasionally 
loosen the surface of the soil, which 
should be a mixture of sand, loam and 
fine peat in equal parts. This will 
allow the water to penetrate more 
easily to the roots.

Bank and Corporation Tax 


The town of Manchester this year 
receives from the State treasurer as 
its share of the bank and corporation 
tax, approximately $52,000, an increase 
of more than $8,000 over last year. 
This tax is derived from the levy on 
stock owned in corporations in the 
State and on stock owned in national 
banks in other parts of the State by 
citizens of each city and town. The 
increased amount coming to Manches- 
ter this year is due to the efforts of 
Chairman Swett of the board of asses- 
sors, and the other two members of 
the board, who spent all last week in 
the office of the tax eommissioners in 
Boston, looking over the books of 
other towns and cities, with an eye to 
finding some shares in banks and cor- 
porations that were wrongfully as- 


sessed, and that are owned by residents. 


of Manchester. 

The actual amount received by the 
town for corporation tax will be $47,- 
173.14 against $39,613.28 last year, 
and $4,798.86 for bank tax against 
$3,193.30 last year. This makes an 
increase of $8,365.42. Last year’s 
increase over 1903 was $1,441.36.

New Auto Association 
For Protection of Owners 

It is apparent from the activity on 
the part of certain owners of automo- 
biles that next season will not find 
them bound down by what they term 
such stringent laws as those existing 
now. The latest move is fora new 
automobile association known as the 
Automobile Owners’ association, now 
in process of formation. The aims of 
the association are outlined in the fol- 
lowing circular letter : 

“« You are invited to join the Auto- 
mobile Owners’ association, which 
has been formed to protect owners of 
cars from unjust arrest, and also to 
prevent reckless and dangerous 
driving. 

“Tt is intended to try all complaints 
for alleged overspeeding, as well as to 
appeal such cases where proper ; and 
the association will provide attorneys 
for so doing without cost to each mem- 
ber in excess of the annual dues. By 
this means it is hoped that towns shall 
be dissuaded from making indiscrim- 
inate arrests and deprived of the rev- 
enue which convictions in such cases 
produce ; as in all cases appealed the 
fines go to the county and not to the 
town. 

« Tt shall be the duty of each mem- 
ber of the association to see that his 
car is carefully operated, in order to 
manifest his desire to respect the 
rights of the public to the full enjoy- 
ment and use of the highways and to 
dispel the prejudice existing against 
the owners of automobiles. 

“Only owners of automobiles in 
good standing will be admitted. The

government by a mob. It shall con- 
tinue to be in the future what it has 
been in the past, a government based 
on the theory that each man, rich or 
poor, is to be treated simply and solely 
on his work as a man, that all his 
personal and property rights are to be 


safeguarded, and that_he is neither to 
wrong others nor to suffer wrong from 
others.”

Professor Tyler’s lecture in the 
Colonial theatre, Boston, last Satur-

** The period from six to ten or later 
is predominantly a motor period.

AUTO LAW IS FAULTY 


Says Maj. H. L. Higginson, who Recommends 
a Change After Seeing the Results of the 
Speed Campaign in Manchester —Give_the 
Highway Commissioners Full Power,!{He 
Says. 

As a result of the campaign against 
speedy autoists waged in Manchester 
last season, money for the support of 
which was provided by the Safe Roads 
association, of which Major H. L. 
Higginson is president, Mr. Higgin- 
son now comes out in his report and 
says he is not on the right track. 
‘“‘No reasonable person can be ex- 
pected to obey the arbitrary distinc- 
tions of the speed law, omitting as it 
does all consideration of surrounding 
circumstances.” 

Mr. Higginson says in his report

that 10,136 autos were timed during 
the season, about 6,000 broke the 
laws, and of that number only 407 
were stopped. In closing his report 
he says: 

“Tt is perhaps not within the prov- 
ince of your officers to suggest a 
remedy, nor would it be advisable for 
your association to attempt to secure 
legislation unless it has the approval 
of some organization possessed of 
much more influence than we have. 
But if any such organization should 
propose the passage of an act to 
empower the Highway commission, 
who have shown rare discretion and 
intelligence in administering the pres- 
ent ill-devised statute, to take entire 
and exclusive charge of the subject, 
establish rates of speed for every part 
of every road in the Commonwealth, 
and post notices which should show 
the rate at which an automobile could 
be driven until it arrived at the next 
notice board, it is the opinion of your 
officers that this association should 
approve it, provided that such an act 
contains provisions to enable the com-

mission to employ men enough to 
enforce their regulations. 

‘Such a measure ought to combine 
the power to make regulations with 
the necessary force to compel obedi- 
ence to them, instead of leaving it to 
the cities and towns to do as much or 
as little as they please. In many 
cases towns have done nothing what- 
ever up to the present time to prevent 
fast driving. In others they are sus- 
pected of having taken advantage of 
the law to raise revenue —a highly 
improper use for any criminal statute. 

“Tt may be desirable that the lawful 
limit of speed should be determined in 
some such way as is indicated above, 
even if the present method of leaving 
the enforcement of the law to local 
officers is continued, but it would be 
very much better to remove at the 
same time the abuses which can arise, 
and in some cases, perhaps, have 
arisen, under such a system, and to 
secure an effective, just and consistent 
method of dealing with offenders. If 
a law, such as that outlined above, 
should be passed, your officers are of 
Opinion that it would tend to secure 
the chief object of your association — 
safe roads.”

Rearrangement of Grades in 


G. A. Priest School 


The Manchester schools closed yes- 
terday noon for the Christmas recess, 
and will not open till a week from next 
Tuesday, Jan. 2. During the recess 
the seats of the G. A. Priest school 
will be rearranged to make provision 
for the entrance of Grade IX., now in 
the High school building, and the 
change which will necessarily follow 
with the completion of the primary 
school building. 

The rooms will be arranged for 
Grades IV. to [X., and it is proposed 
to have the remaining two rooms, one 
as an ungraded room, a “‘ repair shop,”’ 
as it were, where delinquent pupils 
can be given special instruction, and 
where, at the same time, special work 
can be done by pupils whose advance- 
ment seems advisable. 

During next term Grade III. will 
occupy one of these rooms, while I. 
and II. will use the other, one in the 
morning the other in the afternoon. 
By this arrangement neither of these 
grades will suffer any loss, because 
there will be three teachers, who can 
give more individual attention to the 
pupils than now. 

It is proposed to use the other spare 
room in the Priest school as a museum 
on a small scale,.where will be collec- 
tions, intelligently arranged, illustrat- 
ing points in geography, history, etc., 
but it will not be used exclusively for 
that. There will also be some gym- 
nasium apparatus, which will be used 
in special cases. 

The new school was to have been 
ready last week, according to the 
original intentions, but it probably 
cannot be used now till the summer 
term.

And Improvements 


Manchester. 


Noted among the ground improve- 
ments to be made along the shore 
before next season are those planned 
for the Harvey Childs estate at Man- 
chester Cove. Mr. Childs will have 
some new gardens made on the side 
of the hill between his house on Uni- 
versity lane and Summer street, and 
will have his avenue lined with shrub- 
bery and patches of flower gardens, 
the whole making quite an outlay.

Beverly Farms 

Prominent among the ground im- 
provements going on along the shore 
are those at the H.M. Sears estate, 
Pride’s. The massive sea wall being 
built along the water front is well-nigh 
completed, but there will be consid- 
erable grading after that is done. The 
wall is of Rockport granite, brought 
to the beach by barge. At the right 
of the long pier, which runs out into 
the ocean six or seven hundred feet, 
built last winter, is being built an 
attractive bath-house, which will be 
thoroughly in keeping with the sur- 
roundings, Mr. Sears’ estate is one 
of the oldest on the shore, and he is 
leaving nothing undone in making it 
one of the most attractive. Connolly 
Bros. are the contractors in charge.

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GAMES OF THE CHILDREN

thrown among men in college or in 
the academy. He is often handi- 
capped through life by the loss of this 

early training. 

‘Play is the best form and kind of 
physical training because it gives the 
most enjoyment. The chatand social 
pleasures accompanying a good dinner 
increase our powers of digestion. 
The enjoyment of a lesson or study 
fixes it in our minds, as well as in- 
spires to further effort. So joy in 
exercise increases growth as really as 
sunlight does. The work from which 
the play element is absent can never 
be of the highest order. 

“Does the teacher harm the child 
by leading it to take such advantage 
of its best natural interests that it will 
find mere playthings in_ what 
others count insurmountable  ob- 
stacles? What we need is not to 
crush out play or its spirit, but 
somehow to get more of the spirit 
and enthusiasm of the play-ground 
into our work. 

“Those who have had to do with 
half-time schools report that the chil- 
dren generally make about as much 
progress in half a day asina whole 
one. 

“It seems as if now certain studies 
were begun so early that they arouse 
a positive aversion in the child’s mind. 
Under the present system the child 
necessarily forms those bad habits of 
study, or rather of dawdling over his 
books, of which we hear complaint in 
all grades. While at school he must 
be kept still, or there will be anarchy 
and disorder. He should not, and 
cannot, at this age, exercise his men- 
tal powers more than during the time 
spent in class work. This gives him 
more than enough. He returns to 
his desk for bookwork. Every muscle 
in his body is tingling and twitching 
for exercise. But he must sit still. 
The problem which he has to solve is 
really this: How to forget his discom- 
fort, and remain quiet and pretend to 
look at his book, and not to do any 
mental work. I can conceive of no 
better method of insuring that the 
child shall form habits of dawdling 
and calling it study. After two or 
three years of such practice genuine 
study becomes almost or quite impos- 
sible. 

“ The vital point is that at this age 
the emphasis should be placed on 
physical rather than on mental exer- 
cise and training.”

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CULTIVATION OF 
HORSE -RADISH 


By GusTAF E. SJORLUND 


The cultivation of the horse-radish_ 
is something of which very little is 
known in this country. Still, there 
are some who raise it, ina sort of wild 
form, but it is used more for medicine 
and for horses. In Europe it is used 
as a sauce for meat It is a great 
market article and always returns good 
profits. The plant is a native of 
France. 

The best location for the cultivation 
of this peculiar plant should not be 
high land; rather low and well drained, 
also well manured the preceding year. 
I think a crop of cabbage should be 
grown on the land the year before the 
horse-radish is planted, because the 
latter will have a better flavor if this 
is done. The next spring, as soon as 
the ground is ready, the horse-radish 
should be planted, propagating by 
strings, which the roots of this plant 
are aptly called. 

These strings (or roots) should be 
14 or 14 feet long, and the same 
thickness in both ends. They should 
also be very smooth, and if not smooth 
they should be rubbed with a woolen 
rag so that all the small roots and 
lint will come off. It must not be 
rubbed too hard, for the rubbing will

injure the bark. Cut the biggest ends 
of the string lengthwise and o¢ cross- 
wise. While the strings are under 
this operation they must be handled 
quickly so they will not wilt. To 
make sure that they will not wilt, a 
little water can be sprinkled on them. 
If the strings wilt they are not fit for 
planting. 

When the land on which the horse- 
radish is to be grown is prepared, then 
the strings should be planted in raised 
beds, two feet wide, with a two-foot 
space between the beds. On the beds 
should be planted two rows of strings 
in furrows across the beds in a slope 
of 25 to 30 degrees, with one foot 
space between each string. The 
largest ends must be at the same 
height from the surface. The next 
row will be the same, except that the 
strings must be alternated. 

To know where the preceding rows 
of strings have been placed we must 
mark them with sticks. Level the 
beds and the strings will be ready for 
growth. 

Sometime after planting the strings 
will show leaves, and at the same time 
weeds will appear, which must be 
cleaned away as usual, but care should 
be taken not to disturb the strings, 
and by no means disturb the upper 
leaves. 

About the first of July the sprouts 
must be looked after. The soil must 
be taken from the top end of the 
strings, carefully, exposing almost the 
whole length. The strings have to be 
raised and all the sprouts cut off with 
a knife, and the fine roots must also 
be rubbed off with a woolen cloth. 
Do not rub hard, as the rubbing will 
injure the bark. Care must be taken 
not to move the body too much, as 
the small roots already formed on the 
base are the feelers for the big body 
of perfect horse-radish for the next 
October. Even more than that, they 
serve for propagation the coming year.

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When the strings are cleaned the 
dirt is again put back in the former 
position and pressed by the hand to 
make firm. Care must be taken to 
see that the first leaves grow straight. 
If worms appear on the leaves they 
must be picked off and destroyed. 
When the leaves have grown top- 
heavy the wind is liable to blow them 
over, and in such cases they must be 
straightened again. Thiscan be done 
by putting loam around the bulk of 
the plant. 

During the month of October the 
horse-radish may be gathered, and 
then all the small roots cut off and 
left in the ground during the winter. 
The gathered product can be stored 
to best advantage in loam in a cellar 
in a temperature not too warm, and 
they will be ready for use when needed. 
Some of them may be kept in the 
ground all winter, if desired, and taken 
up in the spring and kept in a cold 
cellar all summer. 

The next spring, when a new plant- 
ing begins, the entire field should be 
dug up with forks, and the roots that 
were left in the ground gathered. 
This should be done with care, so as 
to get the roots 14 and 14 feet long. 
These roots are to be the propagating 
material for the next planting, and the 
planting to be done just as it was the 
preceding year,

Empower the Highway Commission 
to “Take Entire and Exclusive 
Charge of the Subject” Says 
H. L. Higginson of Auto 
Regulations, 


The report of Major Henry L. Hig- 
ginson, president of the Safe Roads’ 
association, of which we gave mention 
last week, have come to hand in pam- 
phlet form, and a number has been 
sent to various ones in town for peru- 
sal. The sentiment expressed by Mr. 
Higginson in the concluding para- 
graph of his report is to the effect 
that astatute should be made empow- 
ering the highway commission to take 
entire charge of the matter of speed 
regulations, instead of leaving it to 
cities and towns to do as much or as 
little as they please. 

Mr. Higginson says the association 
was formed June 25, 1905, “ to sup- 
ply funds to enable the police of the 
town of Manchester to prevent reck- 
less driving of automobiles within the 
town, to employ counsel to take ac- 
tion for the suspension or revocation 
of the licenses of persons who habitu- 
ally drive automobiles in a reckless 
manner within said town, and to fur- 
nish such evidence as may be neces- 
sary either for the prosecution of 
offenders, or for the suspension or re- 
vocation of their licenses.”’ 

The report shows that during two 
months aid a half more than ten 
thousand automobiles were timed on 
sixty-two days as follows :

Manual Training in Schools 

The subject of manual training is 
discussed at length in the last number 
of the Oztlook, by Calvin M. Wood- 
ward. The article contains much that 
is valuable to workers in this branch 
of education, and particularly to those 
who have the best welfare of our 
Manchester schools at heart. 

One of his important arguments is 
that hand work as taught in public 
schools has as its object the mastery 
of the external world—tools, materials 
and processes. The main thing is the 
preparation it gives for life, not the 
training for a definite occupation. He 
points out the marked distinction be- 
tween manual training and manual 
labor, and shows how the former is 
the application of scientific study in 
connection with the latter. 

The real object of the work is not 
the finished product — the thing made 
—but to quote the writer’s words, is 
“the boy and not the article,’ the 
developed brains and trained faculties 
of the pupil. The intellectual and 
moral value of manual training is 
shown to be great ; its economic value, 
too, is considered. The training re- 
ceived at the school often leads the 
pupils into positions of usefulness and 
large compensation. 


Where is the End? 


Those who have the best interests 
of the North Shore at heart —the 
heavy tax-payers at Beverly Farms 


and Prides, who have looked for some- 
thing in return for the hundreds of 
dollars they have paid in taxes in Bev- 
erly Farms and Prides— have looked 
on the past year or two, and have seen 
the city expend thousands of dollars. 
In fact, they have seen the city treas- 
ury run dry and the borrowing capacity 
of the city dwindle till it can go no 
farther. And all in anticipation of 
the ‘‘boom”’ consequent to the com- 
ing of the United Shoe Machinery Co. 
So much money has been spent and 
so little has been received that many 
are inclined to think that the great 
outlay of money has been an unneces- 
sary expenditure of the public funds. 
Apropos of this condition of affairs 
the Saturday Morning C7ztzzen (Bev- 
erly) is quite to the point in saying: 


‘It is a startling fact that the city 
has incurred an expense in connection 
with the coming of the United Shoe 
Machinery Company to Beverly about 
three times as large as original esti- 
mates ! 

«This is not so surprising when 
one considers that in almost every 
instance where the city has undertaken 
to erect or repair a public building, or 
make any municipal improvement, the 
appropriation has been insufficient, 
and two, three, four and even more 
times it has been necessary to appro- 
priate more money for the object. 

«The new Rial Side streets have 
been municipal improvements of start- 
ling, stupendous and unexpected cost, 
and some say have involved a reckless 
and unnecessary expenditure of the 
public funds. 

«“We have believed the coming of 
the U.S. M.Co. a good thing; we 
still believe so, but the city cannot 
keep on giving them ‘everything’ 
forever. The U.S. M. Co. has made 
no promises. The city promised 
‘everything.’ 

“We sincerely hope before the city 
is plunged into any more extravagant 
expenditures for this corporation it 
will get some promises instead of 
being obliged to give everything. 

“If the U. S. M. Co. wish to do 
something for Beverly to show their 
appreciation of what has been done 
for them,-let them erect 200 or 300 
dwellings and keep their help in Bev- 
erly. They can do this much cheaper 
than the small builders (as they are 
not bound down to union hours and 
union laws), and they can well afford 
to invest a small part of their big sur- 
plus at a moderate rate of interest. 
Besides, they are sure of getting their 
rent, and the ordinary landlord is not, 
always.” 


Medical Inspection of Schools 
Anent the recent medical inspection 
of the Manchester schools, mention 
of which we made recently, the 
Gloucester Daily Times has this to 
say editorially, under the heading of 

“* Medical Inspection of Schools” : 


‘“‘There seems to be many points in 
favor of the medical inspection of the 
public schools. Several cities in the 
State have adopted the practice, and 
among the towns Manchester has 
joined the ranks, the inspection being 
made there last week. Some of the 
cases found in Manchester needing 
attention were enlarged tonsils, skin 
eruptions, hardened wax in the ear, 
catarrh, sore eyes, etc. Thirty-six 
pupils were found who required atten- 
tion, and the parents or guardians 
were notified, and in some cases it 
was stated that the services of a phy- 
sician were required. Next year Man- 
chester proposes to have a more 
careful examination made for possible 
cases of spinal curvature or anything 
of that nature, which might be reme- 
died or improved by attention while 
the child is young. 

“There is no doubt but what in all 
public schools there are children 
whose physical condition does not 
receive the attention that it should at 
home. With afflictions that are per- 
haps not serious at the time, and might 
be cured if properly treated, the child 
is allowed to go from day to day with- 
out any attempt made to check the 
spread of the disease. In many cases 
it is not neglect, but where a mother 
with a large family perhaps, and at 
the same time being obliged to work 
herself, has overlooked the fact that a 
close scrutiny of her children might 
reveal some ailment which should no 
longer go without the right kind of 
care. By athorough examination on 
the part of the public physician, there 
appears good reason to believe that 
excellent results would be obtained, 
and the health of many children im- 
proved and benefited.”’ 


And next willbe New Years! Then

Those whose mem- 
ory extends back twenty-five years 
will unite in thankfulness that so 
bright and beautiful a christian life 
has been lived in this community. 

The funeral service was held at 
Warren Avenue Baptist church at 
noon on Thursday, and was largely 
attended. The burial was at Mt.

The sys- 
tem is to pay one dollar per month 
per share, and according to the usual 
earning capacity of these banks the 
shares would mature in about eleven 
years. The shares are worth about 
two hundred dollars at maturity. 
Thus an investment of $10 per month 
would pay $2000 at maturity, or $25 
per month would pay $5000 at 
maturity. The cash paid in can be 
withdrawn at any time, but 30 days 
notice is required by law but is not 
usually asked.
